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PREFACE. 


<nr*HE  Letters  of  Emigration  publifhed  in  February 
-/    1750,   by  the  illiiftrious  Houfe  of  Budingea 
againft  the  Moravians,  fettled  in  that  Country \ 
made  different  Impreffions  on  the  Minds  cftheReadersy 
according  as  they  were  differently  affected,  from  their 
different  Perfuafions  or  Prejudices.     Thefe  Letters 
were  fcarce  iffued  oat  on  Feb.  18,  when  as  early  as 
March,  4,  O.  S.  the  fame  Year,  there  appeared  at 
London  fome  Remarks  upon  them,  which  were  after- 
wards fubjoined  to  a  Moravian  T reatife,  iniitled,  A 
hearty  Addrefs  to  the  Children  of  God,  put  forth 
at  Leipfick  in  the  Tear  1 75 1 .  By  virtue  of  which  the 
Advocate  and  Claffes  of  the  Moravians  would  bear 
the  World  in  hand,  that  they  were  a  Body  of  People 
Hot  well  known  in  Budingen,   that  the  apologeiick 
Declaration  was  drawn  up  from  unfair  and  partial 
Reprefentations,   and  not  from  authentick  Accountsy 
and  was  befides  charged  with  an  additional  Load  of 
groundlefs  Accufations.    And  there  were  inferted  into 
a  Counter '-declaration,  publifhed  on  the  Charge  laid  to 
the  Score  of  the  Moravian  Brotherhood,  feveral  Ex- 
ceptions to,  and  pretended  Confutations  of,  the  Reafonsy 
contained  in  the  apologetick  Declaration,  yet  without 
once  naming  it.    From  fever al  refpettable  Quarters 
it  was  given  out,  that  fome  of  the  moft  conjiderable 
Courts  of  'Germany  had  declared  the  whole  of  the Tranf- 
atlions  in  Budingen  to  be  no  other  than  a  Series  of 
oppreffive  Meafures  entred  into  againft  a  Set  of  innocent 
People.    But  amidft  all  thofe  Uamours,  thofe  of  Bu- 
dingen continued  in  that  Calm  of  Mi  fid,  which  is  ever 
the  infeparable  Attendant  on  a  good  Confcience.   It  was 
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imagined,  that  the  gentle  Way,  which  was  in  general 
taken  with  the  Moravians  in  the  territory  of  Budin- 
genv  required  no  particular  Defence:  That  Truth  is 
never  at  a  lofs  to  defend  itfelf  with  thofe,  who  do  not 
wilfully  flout  their  Eyes  againjl  it.  And  in  general, 
that  the  illujirious  Houfe  of  Budingen  had  no  need, 
on  its  own  Account,  to  juflify  its  Proceedings  in  a  public 
Manner,  and  to  add  to  the  Number  of  Books,  that  art 
already  extant,  which  any  private  Concern  would  never 
put  the  Author  upon. 

But,  ftrft,  the  World  cannot  be  unacquainted  with 
the  groundlefs  Affertions,  induftrioufiy  propagated  by 
the  Moravians:  That  the  Council  of  Budingen  was 
underhand  concerned  in  thofe  Interviews,  or  Dif~ 
caurfes,  intitled,  The  Myftery  of  Iniq  uity  difclofed  ; 
in  which,  however,  none  of  them  had  any  Share,  ,  di- 
reSlly  or  indirettly  ,  and  that  by  fuch  Management 
the  Council  fought  to  have  fome  fpecious  Grounds  to 
cloak  the  Proceedings  in  Budingen. 

Secondly,  fome  Perfons  of  high  Rank  and  Charac- 
ter have  expreffed  their  Dejire,  as  have  alfo  fever al  of 
my  Friends  and  Well-wifhers,  of  having  a  full  Account y 
not  fo  much  of  the  apologetic  Declaration,  as  rather 
cf  the  whole  of  the  Conduct  of  the  Moravians,  the 
quondam  Inhabitants  ^/Budingen,  and  what  of  their 
Principles  and  Inflitutions  was  come  to  the  Knowledge 
cf  the  World. 

Count  Zinzendorf,  in  a  Letter  written  in  1744, 
to  a  late  Counfellor  of  Budingen,  has  explained  himfelf 
as  to  the  Cafe  of  the  Moravians. 

"  To  fupprefs  the  Affair  is  none  of  my  Advice.  My 
"  Method  is  to  gain  upon  the  World  by  fair  and  up- 
cc  right  Dealing,  by  which  I  may  hope  to  get  my  Con- 
"  duft  juftified  in  the  Hearts  of  Mankind" 

As  thcfe  were  the  very  Motives  that  prevailed  with 
me  to  lay  the fe  Occurrences  before  the  Public:  And  as, 
befides,  I  deem  it  to  be  my  Duty  to  giv$  the  World  the 
Ada-nii  upon  any  approach  of  D anger %  and  to.expofe^ 
^  '  in 
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in  [out  Meafure,  thofe  Principles,  on  which  Mora- 
vianiim  rep:  So  Count  Zinzendorf  him/elf  is  my 
Warrant;  who  tells  us,  he  is  for  ailing  above  Board 
and  not  for fupprefftng  of  Matters.  And  in  recitin?  the 
Moravian  Story,  I  in  like  Manner  endeavour  to  gain 
upon  the  World  by  candid  and  upright  Dealing. 

And  thus  Count  Zinzendorf  has  no  injufiice  done 
htm,  even  floould  he  happen  to  be  difpleafed  at  the.  re- 
cital of  Fails,  which  all  Circumjlances  confidered' 
were  never  intended  for  the  Age  of  the  Public 

The  whole  of  the  narrative  Part  is  taken  from  un- 
exceptionable Vouchers  and  Documents,  as  Letters,  and 
public  Alls,  which  in  their  proper  Places  are  inferted 
where  they  were  not  too  long:  And  where  not  inferted 
they  are  Jldl  extant,  to  be  produced  at  Dejire.  The 
equal  and  impartial  Public  is  now,  from  this  Account 
put  m  a  Capacity  to  pafs  Judgment  on  the  Influence  the 
Moravian  Institution  may  have  on  the  Power  both  in 
Church  and  State ;  and  when  it  has  done  fo,  to  confider 
whether  the  Judgment  has  exceeded,  or  fallen  fhort, 
been  too  Severe,  or  too  Mild. 

It  was  thought  necejfary  up  and  down  to  point  at- 
tceir  Arts  and  Intrigues :  Tofhew  the  Danger  threat- 
mng  States  from  their  Settlements  or  Colonies:  In  a 
Word,  to  follow  the  track  of  Truth,  and  endeavour  to 
put  it  in  a  aijlina  and  clear  Light,  for  which  Purpofe 
the  Remarks  were  added:  And  that,  as  the  Mora- 
vians are  wont  to  exprefs  themfelves  in  fo  ze*>erot  Co 
xovert  and  concealed,  fo  fly  and  artful  a  Manner,  Ibat 
tis  not  an  eafy  Matter  to  found  their  Defigns,  with- 
out fome  previous  Knowledge  of  the  Men,  or  at  leafi 
jome  Infight  into  their  Syflem.

no  State  can  well  fuffer  to  take  Place,  without  manifejl ,

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lateJiPoJlerity:  Beftdes,  as  theVitws  of  the  Moravians 
are  generally  carried  on  by  fuch  Means,  as  -widely 
'fiverve  from  the  regular  Methods  of  proceeding  in  the 
World  about  them:  So  this  Efficiently  accounts  for 
the  Mi f carriage  of  the  Moravian  Scheme  in  the  Terri* 
tory  of  Budingen. 

Allow  me  now  to  add  my  hearty  Prayers  to  God, 
that  he  would  be  pleafed  topreferve  all  States  from  be- 
ing ever  involved  with  the  Moravians  in  the  Manner 
the  illuftrious  Houfe  of  Budingen  was:  Tho'  this  can 
be  no  Diminution  to  the  Honour  of  that  Houfe,  feeing 
it  no  fooner  got  any  Infight  into  the  Characters  of  fo  ex- 
traordinary a  Set  of  Men,  than  it  dijlinguifhed  itfelf 
from  all  Engagements  with  them,  even  to  the  overlook- 
ing its  own  worldly  Advantages,  and  to  the  lofs  of  the 
Income  of  a  Place  in  itfelf  fo  fair  and  promifing;  pre- 
ferring,' as  it  was  but  jtifl,  the  public  to  private  Be- 

^May  God  alfo  open  the  Eyes  of  the  World  to  fee  how 
widely  different  the  fpecious  external  Appearances  of  the 
Moravian  Brotherhood  are  fromwhattheyareinreahty, 
and  that  their  Inftitution  and  artful  Management  are  of 
fuch  a  Nature,  as  to  afford  fufficient  Grounds  for  rank- 
in?  them  among  the  political  Evils  of  the  Age ;  as  their 
Dotlrine  has  been  now  for  fame  Time  pafl,  from  con- 
vincing Reafons,  reckoned  by  candid  Divines  among  the 
Evils  of  the  Church.

Historical  Account 

OF  THE 

Moravian  Brethren^  &c. 

H  E  King  of  Poland,  Eledor  of  'Saw* 
ny,  on  the  18th  of  May,  1736,  de- 
puted a  local  Com  million  to  enquire 
into  the  Affairs  of  the  Moravians* 
who  repaired  to  Herrnhut.  Count 
Zinzendorf,  not  thinking  proper  to  be  prefent  at 
that  Conjuncture.,  went  into  Wetter  avia,  where  he 
was  acquainted  with  Gcdfry  Newman,  one  of  the 
Infpired,  who  then  lived  at  Maricnborn,  an  empty 
Caftle  in  the  County  of  Ifenburgh-Meerholtz,  of- 
ficiating as  Clerk  of  the  Granaries.  With  him 
he  ftaid  but  a  little  while,  afterwards  went  to 
Lindheim,  a  Village  belonging  to  the  Family  of 
Schrautenbachy  and  from  thence  to  the  Caftle  of 
Ronneburg,  belonging  to  the  Count  of  Ifenburg- 
Wachterpach,  which,  at  that  time,  was  rented, 
along  with  its  Appurtenances,  by  the  Bailiff 
Schuchard,  who  had  PermifTion  to  let  out  the 
empty  Rooms  of  this  Caftle.  From  him  Count 
Zinzendorf,  and  his  Retinue,  took  fome  Rooms, 
firft  by  the  Week,  then  by  the  Month,  and,  af- 
ter the  arrival  of  the  Countefs  his  Spoufe,  Ipy  the 
Quarter. 

This  flay  furnilh'd  the  Count  and  his  Affiftants 
jfith-two  Opportunities  Firft,  they  had  agreed 
B  with 
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With  the  Landlord  in  their  quarterly  Contra^' 
filFd  up  the  2 2d  of  July,  1736. 

"  We  referve  for  us,  our  Domefticks,  and  fuch 
"  as  we  bring  with  us,  or  that  fhall  follow  us^ 
"  the  free  private  Exercife  of  Religion  in  our 
"  Rooms,  in  the  manner  as  we  have  enjoy'd 
"  it  hitherto,  and  as  it  is  quite  unnatural,  againft 
6C  all  Proteftant  Principles  and  Laws  ofHofpita^ 
*°Q  lity,  to  infringe  upon  the  Liberties  of  Free- 
* c  holders,  Inhabitants  or  any  others,  or  to  force 
€<  them  to  our  Congregations,  but  it  is  in  every 
C£  one's  free  Option,  to  come  and  frequent  the 
"  fame  as  he  pleafes  -y  fo  the  Landlord  on  his  fide 
%t  ftipuiates,  to  hinder  none,  Inhabitants  or  Stran- 
"  gers,  from  vifiting  the  fame,  in  any  way  what* 
4C  foever.35 

By  thefe  means,  the  Moravian  Pulpit  was  erec?* 
ted  in  the  Territories  of  Ifenburg,  tho'  in  minia* 
ture,  and  under  the  Pretence  of  private  worfhip* 
but  foon  pulPd  down  again,  the  Regency  of  Wach- 
terbach  not  being  willing  to  let  the  Count  have 
this  Habitation.  This  iaft  was  the  Reafon,  that 
the  greateft  Part  went  to  Frankfort,  and  left  only 
a  few  behind.,  not  to  lofe  entirely  the  Connexion 
with  Ronneburg. 

Secondly,  The  Moravians  obtain'd  by  this  ftay 
an  Opportunity  to  inform  themfelves  perfectly 
of  the  Situation  of  Wetteravta,  and  to  ftudy  the 
Conditions  and  Tempers  of  the  Sovereigns  in  this 
Province.  Their  Intention  was  undoubtedly  to 
fettle  thereabouts,  in  a  Place,  which  the  Count 
ihould  judge  proper  for  it.  They  wanted,  as 
hath  been  related,  Permiffion  to  do  this  in  the 
County  of  Hanau,  at  a  Place  near  the  River 
Mayn,  but  could  not  fucceed.  Their  Wifhes  to 
obtain  the  fame,  by  the  new  Buildings  at  Offen- 
bach, a  City  near  Frankfort,  belonging  to  Ifen- 
iurg  Birjlein^  were  alfo  in  vain.    They  made,  in 
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the  Year  1737,  Propofals  to  the  Counts  of  Ifenhurg 
JVacbterbacb,  about  letting  them  have  the  Caftle 
Ronnebarg,  which  came  to  no  Iffue.  At  laft  they 
addreffed  themfelves  to  the  Count  of  Ifenburg  Bu- 
dingen, to  obtain  the  Liberty  of  him,  tq  build  a 
new  Town,  upon  one  of  his  Demefnes,  fituated 
near  the  Road  to  Frankfort.  This  was  not  done 
by  Count  Zinzendorf;  with  whom  the  Count  of 
Budingen  would  have  nothing  to  do  from  the 
beginning,  but  by  other  Moravian  Brethren,  viz, 
David  Nitfchman  and  Virugelftein,  M.  A.  who 
for  their  purpofe,  wanted  to  purchafe  for  the  real 
Value,  if  not  the  whole  Trad  of  Ground,  at  leaft 
200  Acres,  and  to  Let  them  the  Caftle  Marienborn  \ 
but  this  laft,  as  they  gave  out,  was  only  with  this 
View,  that  the  new  Families  might  have  their 
Abode  therein,  for  a  while,  to  bring  the  nem 
Buildings  to  perfection. 

SECTION  IL 

The  People  that  petitioned  for  their  Reception," 
■and  -Per  million  to  ereft  thefe  new  Buildings,  con- 
filled  of  30  or  40  Families,  and  their  Propofai 
exhibited  by  Nitfchman  and  Virugeljlein  in  Septem- 
ber 1737,  was  to  this  purport: 

"  Our  People  will  moftly  live  by  eftablifhing  a 
"  Woollen  and  Linen  Manufactory,  fpinniag 
"  of  Yarn  or  Wool,  working  in  Steel  and  Iron, 
"  Tanning,  doing  Joyners,  Mafons  and  Car- 
tc  penters  Work,  or  by  following  other  Callings 
"  beneficial .  to  the  Country  (1).    As  for  Tailors 

( 1 )  The  Count  of  Budingen  had  already  took  great  Pains  to 
enrich  his  Dominions  by  encouraging  Manufacturers,  there- 
*fore  the  Moravians  made  fuch  Propofals,  as  they  knev£ 
would  be  the  mo  ft  agreeable.  They  mewed  Samples  of  dif- 
ferent coloured  and  white  Linen,  which,  as  they  pretended^  was 
to  be  -manufactured  in  their *Town:  but  Time  hath  proved, 
that  this  was  not  their  View,  for  not  one  Ma&iifactory  hark 
,been  by  them  erected,

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€C  and  Shoemakers,  they  can  be  of  no  prejudice 
"  to  any  Body,  there  being  but  a  fmall  Number 
<6  of  them  with  us,  who  amongft  ourfelves  will 
"  find  them  Employment." 

The  manner  in  which  the  Petitioners  defired  to 
be  received,  was,  that  in  confideration  of  a  cer- 
tain Sum,  yearly  to  be  paid  for  their  Proteftion, 
they  fhould  be  free  from  all  other  Incumbrances ; 
but  neverthelefs, 

"  Would,  like  other  Freeholders,  be  fubjeft  to 
"  the  Sovereign  and  his  Regency ;  and  defired. 
"  only  in  Regard  to  Liberty  of  Confcience,  to 
"  have  the  free  Exercife  of  Religion,  to  main- 
"  tain  their  ancient  Church-Difcipline,  in  the 
u  fame  manner  as  thefe  had  been  laid  before  the 
"  whole  World,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Univer- 
"  fity  at  Tubingen  "  (i) 

The 

(2)  It  was  therefore  upon  Suppofition,  that  they  really 
were  fuch  People  as  their  produced  Vouchers  reprefented 
them  to  be,  that  the  Count  faid,  We  are  convinced.  But  they 
foon  after  gave  him  reafon  to  change  his  Sentiments.  For, 
in  the  beginning  they  pretended  to  be  of  the  reformed  Church. 
Their  Ecclefiaftical  Elders  fending  in  November  1746,  fome 
Records  to  Budingen,  iigned  by  Count  Zinzendorf,  and  Lewis- 
William  Weis,  called  Prothonotary,  faid: 

"  We  befeech  your  Grace  to  look  into  the  annexed  au- 
K  thentic  Papers,  that  you  may  inform  yourfelf  of  the  Con- 
*c  dition  of  our  reformed  Body,  and  to  caufekhe  fame  to  be 
"  preferved,  for  the  Initruclion  of  ecclefiaflical  and  temporal 
"  Courts,  fo  that  whenever  our  reformed  Brethren,  dwelling 
<c  in  your  or  the  Dominions  of  your  Relations,  mall  have 
*c  Occafion  to  refer  to  thefe  Records,  they  may  be  at  no 
"  trouble  to  produce  them." 

Then  they  called  themfelves  of  the  fourth  Religion,  as 
Count  Xinzendorf  faid  in  a  Letter  of  the  18th  of  Feb.  1748, 
this  exprefsly,  vide  Seel.  38.  After  this  they  ftiled  themfelves 
Followers  of  the  unalter'd  Augsburg  ConfelTion,  vide  Seel.  37, 
and  Count  'Linxendorf  faid  quite  the  contrary,  Seel.  38.  Nay 
in  a  Letter  to  QounioHor  Bramr,  the  5th  of  January  1748,

The  Count  of  Budingen  took  thefe  Propofals 
into  further  Confideration.  One  Member  of  his 
Council  reported, 

"  It  was  known  from  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory, 
<c  that  Luther,  his  followers,  and  the  Cahinifts, 
<c  had  acknowleged  the  Moravians  to  be  evangeli- 
"  cal  Proteftant  Chriftians,  fo  that  there  was  no 
*c  Reafon  to  doubt  their  Orthodoxy." 

The  reft  of  the  Council  was  of  Opinion,  that, 

cc  No  fcruple  could  be  made  to  receive  them5 
*c  if  they  profefTed  no  other  Doftrine,  than  what 
"  had  been  Ipoke  of  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Divines 
44  at  Tubingen,  and  by  Pfaff  in  his  Ecclefiaftical 
"  Hiftory." 

But  all  agreed  fo  far, 

<c  That  it  was  advifable  to  demand  their  Cer- 
tificates  of  Orthodoxy." 

After  this,  new  Negociations  were  carried  on? 
which  ended  in  a  real  Contraft,  figned,  April  24, 
1 738  ;  by  virtue  of  which,  30  or  40  Families  were 
received,  partly  Manufacturers,  partly  others,  and 
the  Permiffion,  under  fome  Reftri6tion,  granted 
them,  to  ere£t  new  Buildings,  upon  the  eight 
Hufes  of  Land,  fold  to  them  at  the  current  Price 
of  about  1280/.  fterling  (or  8000 Rix-dollars), 

This  Reftri6tion  was  as  follows  : 

"  We  fuppofe  in  the  firft  Place,  and  are  fully 
<c  convinced,  by  the  printed  Testimonies,  particu- 
cc  larly  by  the  Theological  Opinion  of  the  Univer- 
<c  fity  at  Tubingen,  the  produced  Vouchers  of  Or- 
"  thodoxy,  given  by  the  Direftors  of  the  reformed 
"  Church  at  Berlin,  the  two  Epifcopal  Patents 
"  figned  by  Dr.  Jablonsky,  Bifhop  of  the  Mora- 
"  vians,  firft  Chaplain  to  the  King  of  Prujfia,  as 

"  I  wifh  "Herrnhaag  was  folely  an  evangelical  Lutheran 
Town,  after  the  Difcipline  of  the  Brethren,"  which  Con- 
tradiction to  his  own  Words  he  repeated  a  little  while  after, 
Sea,  38, 

B  3  «  alf* 
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€t  alfo-  by  his  Majefty's  Letters  of  Confirmation 
c<  and  Recommendation ,  that  thefe  Petitioners 
*c  who  want. to  fettle  in  our  Dominions,  are  no 
"  Sedaries,  but  profefs  the  Evangelical  Religion; 
€£  they  having  promifed,  carefully  to  conform 
<Q  themfelves  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  evangelical 
cc  reformed  Church,  fo  that  there  is  no  Appear- 
L6C  ance  of  Separatifm,  Particularifm  or  Schifm. 

It  being  thus  exprefly  prefuppofed,  by  reafons 
of  the  faid  Teftimonials,  that  thefe  Colonifts  are 
of  the  evangelical  Religion,  as  the  fame  is  pro- 
feffed  throughout  the  Roman  Empire,  no  fcruple 
was  further  made,  to  grant  them  the  Direction  of 
the  Rules  of  Worlhip.  Which  Article  runs  thus  : 

"  Sixthly,  We  have  granted  to  thefe  Colonifts, 

the  Direction  of  the  Rules  in  their  Worfhip 
cc  and  Church-Difcipline,  the  Right  to  call  and 
€Q  appoint  their  Preachers,  and  to  regulate  every 
<c  thing  belonging  to  the  form  of  their  Church,  fo 
*c  as  they  enjoy  thefe  Privileges  under  their  Ma- 
<c  jellies  the  Kings  of  Poland  and  Denmark,  at 
"  Herrnhut  and  OldenflGW,  (3)  and  in  the  fame 
cc  form,  as  the  French  Refugees  have  obtained 
€C  the  fame  in  Pruffia  or  elfewhere,  fo  that  they 
cc  have  full  Power  to  chufe,  ordain,  appoint,  or 
cc  difmifs  their  Minifters,  Church-Elders  or  Ser- 
*c  vants,  and  therefore  not  to  be  Parifhioners  at 
cc  Haak,  nor  to  pay  any  Church-Dues,  but  to  pof- 
*c  fefs  by  Right  their  own  Burying-ground."  We 
referve  to  ourfelves, 

Seventhly,  "That  before  the  real  Inftitution  of 
*fi  a  Minifter,  the  faid  Perfon  Ihall  be  brought  be- 
c*  fore  us  or  our  Chancery,  to  be  there  approved 

(3)  This  was  a^fubtle  Artifice  of  theirs,  becaufe  that  the 
Regency  at  Buaingen  could  not  be  well  enough  informed  what 
Privileges  the  Moravians  elfewhere  realiy  and  at  every  time 
enjoyed. 
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u  of,  that  we  may  fee  whether  his  Dodtrine  and 
"  Confeffion  of  Faith  agrees  with  the  above-men- 
"  tionedTeftimonials.  Befides,  it  (hall  be  in  our 
*c  Pleafure  to  CornmifTion  one  of  our  Council 
"  to  be  prefent  at  fuch  Inftitution,  to  fee  that 
"  Things  are  done  in  due  order,  who,  however,  is 
4C  not  to  intermeddle  with  this  Aft,  but  the  Com- 
"  munity  may  do  according  to  their  Rites.  We 
"  engage  our  Word,  that  never  any  frivolous 
<c  Difficulties  fhall  be  railed  about  our  Approba- 
<c  tion,  '  urJefs  there  ihould  appear  fomething 
"  eiTential  alledged  againft  the  Purity  of  his  Doo 
f  trine,  or  his  fcandalous  Life  (4). 

It  was  neverthelefs  apprehended,  that  fome- 
thing elfe  might  be  conceaPd  under  the  Liberty 
of  Confidence,  quiet  Exercife  of  Religion  and 
Church  -  Difcipline,  about  the  Confervation  of 
which  the  Petitioners  were  fo  anxious,  therefore 
it  was  thought  neceffary  to  guard  againft  any  la- 
tent Defign  by  thefe  Words  : 

(4)  This  does  not  include  an  Independency  in  ecclefiaftical 
Matters;  as  they  afterwards  claimed  the  fame  by  bringing 
all  Church  Affairs  under  the  Title  of  Liberty  of  Confcience, 
Vide  Se£t.  16.  Nor  is  here  meant  a  Theocracy  which  the 
Count,  by  fending  a  Scheme  of  their  Rules  to  Budingen,  5th 
©f  Jan.  1 748,  attributed  to  Herrnhaag ;  he  faid, 

"  If  this  is  rejected,  this  Day  will  be  the  laft  of  my  inter- 
"  meddling  with  it,  for  having  already  fold  my  Houfe  to 
"  Mr.  Lanjb,  I  fhall  in  February  next,  with  all  that  belongs 
<(  to  me,  quit  this  beloved  Place,  founded  by  our  Saviour  for 

his  Theocracy,  which  he  wont  fail  to  maintain." 

And  one  of  his  Brethren  fpoke  fill!  more  expreffive,  thus, 

"  All  Sovereigns  of  the  Earth  mull  confent  in  the  Theo- 
"  cracy  of  the  Moravians,  or  have  no  Brethren  at  all  in  their 
"  Dominions." 

Nor  do  the  Words  of  the  Grant  mention  a  Hierarchy  ac- 
knowledged in  England,  according  to  Count  ZinzendorfsLeU 
ter  of  the  21ft  of  Odober,  Seel.  38,  but  only  certain  Rites  in 
ecclefiaftical  Matters,  which  were  however  to  be  fubordinate  to 
the  Sovereign^  Authority.

Eighthly  9  44  By  the  Allegiance  which  they  owe 
cc  their  Lord,  affure  us,  that  by  Direction  of  their 
€4  Rites  in  Worlhip  and  Church-Difcipline,  they 
"  do  not  intend  or  defire  to  have  any  other 
"  Sovereign  :  but  that,  befides  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
6C  viour  Jefus  Chrift,  they  acknowledge  or  know  no 

other  but  ourfelves,  and  would  enjoy  their  Pri- 
**  yileges  in  Peace  and  Tranquillity  (5), 

SECT.  III. 

As  to  Matters  fubjeft  to  the  Cognizance  of  the 
civil  Power,  an  unlimited  Subjeftion  was  agreed 
to  by  the  Herrnhuters  in  thefe  Words  : 

"  The  Purchafers  and  all  that  build  upon  this 
<c  Ground,  or  that  live  in  their  Place,  are  to  be 
"  obedient  to  us  or  our  Regency  (1)  in  tempora 
<c  Matters  civil  or  criminal,  as  are  our  other  Sub- 
's <  jefts  without  any  Reftri&ion,  and  muft  there- 

(5)  This  Claufewas  inferted  againft  Count  Zinxendorf  an 
liis  Reprefentatives.  For  the  Moravians  not  having  acledup 
to  their  Teftimonials,  it  was  thought  neceflary  to  oblige  them 
to  renounce  this  their  fuppofed  Head,  by  doing  homage 
In  1750.  It  was  a  Sufpicion  grounded  upon  their  own  Ex- 
preffion,  that  made  the  Regency  at  Budingen  infift  upon  this, 
for  they  had  in  the  Iuftrument  drawn  up  in  the  fame  Year, 
laid, 

"  If  even  Count  Zinxendorf,  out  of  Condefcenlion  would,  in 
* c  reo-ard  to  us,  refign  his  Place  and  Care  which  he  hath  in  all 
*c  Communities  of  the  Brethren,  we  neverthelefs  herewith 
«c  proteft,  that  we  cannot  comply  with  this  concerning  our 
66  ecclefiafiical  and  ezcQnomifal  Affairs,  for  this  would  caufe  the 
«c  rnoft  difmal  Confequences." 

The  Brethren  bringing  afterwards  ail  and  every  thing  under 
thefe  two  Denominations,  Eccleliaftical  and  (Economical,  the 
Management  of  which  was  in  Count  Zinxendorfs  Hands,  who 
elfe  but  he  could  be  their  Sovereign  ?  His  Authority  among 
them  was  fo  great,  that  he  faid, "  1  am  Syndjck  with  full  Power, 
*£  and  need  not  any  body's  Advice. Such  are  the  Subter- 
fuges they  ufe  to  elude  their  Homage  to  their  real  Sovereign. 

( \ )  The  manner  in  1  which  they  wanted  to  elude  this,  vide 

^  fore 
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u  fore  do  us  Homage  according  to  the  annexed 
"  Formulary." 

This  Formulary  befides  its  ufual  Contents  re- 
quired of  them,  not  to  raife  any  Rebellion,  Mu- 
tiny or  Confufion  in  thefe  Territories,  and  to 
conduft  themfelves  as  becomes  loyal  Subjefts.  Dr. 
Ruker,  the  23d  of  April  1738,  explain'd  the  Sen- 
timents of  the  Community,  faying  : 

"  We  intend  to  make  no  more  Confufion  than 
<c  the  Apoftles  of  our  Lord.— They  preached 
"  and  fpofce  only  of  the  true  Faith  in  the  cruci- 
"  fied  Jefus,  and  about  keeping  his  moft  holy 
<c  and  faving  Rules. 

In  civil  Points  an  inferior  Court  was  granted 
them  to  take  Cognizance  of  trifling  Matters  or  De- 
mands, whofe  Fines  were  not  exceeding  ten  Rix- 
dollars,  and  were  obliged  to  prefent  to  the  Chan- 
cery upon  every  Occafion,  one  Juftice  and  two 
Jurymen  that  fliould  hold  this  Court,  who  there 
fliould  be  confirm'd. 

S  ECT.  IV. 

The  Condition  of  thefe  Colonifts  was  in  the 
Contraft  thus  defcribed ; 

«  Eleventhly,  Tho'  by  receiving  thefe  People 
<e  we  chiefly  intend  Manufafturers,  our  Intention 
«  not  'being  to  have  our  Country  crowded  by 
"  common  Tradefmen,  yet  we  will  receive  them 
cc  too,  provided  their  Number  is  not  too  great, 
"  fo  that  they  may  earn  their  Bread  jioneftly* 
«  without  prejudicing  our  natural  Subjects  and 
"  Inhabitants."  (j), 

(.0  No  Manufaaurers  were  by  "them  brought  into  this  Coun- 
try, "but  infteadof  thefe,  a  great  Number  of  Tradefmen,  fo 
that  the  old  Inhabitants  very  often  complained  of  being  hin- 
dred  by  them  in  their  Bufinefs. 

The 
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The  Colonics  were  to  be  free  from  all  Taxes 
tor  the  Ipace  of  five  Years  ;  and  further  it  was  fti- 
pulated,  that  nobody  befides  the  above-mentioned 
families  mould  be  received  without  a  fpecial  Per- 
miffion(2);  or  the  new  Buildings  and  Appurte- 
nances alienated  to  Strangers,  or  fuch  as  the  So- 
vereign difapproved.  The  Deputies,  on  the  other 
Side,  referved  for  their  Brethren,  that  nobody  not 
belonging  to  their  Society,  mould  any  ways  be 
intruded  upon  them,  nor  mould  fuch  be  admitted 
to  acquire  any  Properties  amongit  them  (3)  Fur- 
ther it  was  promiied,  that  in  Cafe  the  Manufac- 
turers would  employ  any  married  People,  they 
likewife  mould  be  permitted,  if  their  Mailers 
would  find  Security  for  the  fame  (4). 

The  firft  Stone  of  thefe  new  Building  was  laid 
in  a  Place  chofen  by  Count  Zinzenciorf  by  Lot, 
and  the  Caftle  Marienborn  was  Let  them  for  fome 
Years,  under  the  Conditions  mentioned,  SecL  1. 
A  great  many  Herrnhuters  leforted  now  at  once  to 
this  Place,  whofe  Opinions  pretty  much  differed, 
for  all  that  the  Conceffion  extended  only  to  Bo- 
hemian and  Moravian  Brethren,  (5). 

(2)  This  they  elude  under  the  Pretext  of  their  Honfes  of  J.

SECT. 
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SECT.  V. 

The  firft  Years  were  moftly  fpent  in  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  Town,  Herrnbaag,  and  regulating 
their  ecclefiaftical  and  temporal  Matters,  which 
were  tranfafted  with  fo  much  Circumfpe&ion, 
that  the  Records  gave  very  little  ground  for  Suf- 
picion.  That  Member  of  the  Council,  with  whom 
they  had  made  their  Agreement,  was  treated  with 
the  greateft  Marks  of  Civility,  he  at  that  Time 
having  the  Command  of  all  Things  under  him. 
Good  Meauires  were  taken  to  bring  nothing  of 
their  Affairs  before- the  Regency,  but  only  before 
him.    Even  this  was  not  done  in  Writing,  but 
only  by  Word  of  Mouth,  paying  him  a  Vifit, 
and  in  the  fame  Manner  did  they  receive  his  coun- 
fels  or  Orders,  which  occafioned  the  Records  of 
this  Time  to  contain  fo  little.    They  did  all  they 
poffibly  could  to  make  him  like,  approve,  at  leafb 
in  Appearance,  their  gaining  of  Souls,  which 
ferves  them  as  a  Cloak.    He  v/as  invited  to  their 
Feafts,  to  be  prefent  at  their  Synods,  and  to  be  a 
Spectator  of  every  Thing  done  by  them,  as  he 
fometimes  v/as.  They  knew  the  Finances  of  fome 
of  the  Counts  of  Budingen  to  be  in  a  difmal  Con- 
dition, and  as  one  Benning  of  Amfterdam,  a  Man 
of  good  Fortune  was  with  them  in  the  Year  1742, 
they  made  Offer  to  lend  thefe  Counts  a  certain 
Sum.    Negociations  were  then  brought  upon  the 
Tapis  about  this  Affair,  which  ended  in  the  fol- 
lowing Agreement.  A  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
Guilders  were  lent  to  the  Counts,  upon  Condition, 
that  they  put  the  Lender  in  Poffeflion  of  fome 
freehold  Lands,  Mills,  Tythes  and  other  Reve- 
nues at  Dudeljheim  and  Rohrhack>  for  the  Payment 
of  the  yearly  Intereft  of  the  Capital  lent,  and 
Part  of  the  principal  Stock,   The  Lender  had  the 
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Exemption  from  the  Jurifdidtion  granted  him. 
The  Community  at  Herrnhaag  made  ufe  of  this, 
to  enlarge  their  Limits,  to  gain  more  Privile^ 
and  to  pave  the  Way  for  their  real  but  hiddenln- 
tention,  in  Ihort,  to  have  fuch  Things  fixed,  as 
in  Time  could  fecure  Herrnhaag  againft  whatever 
might  obftrud  their  Scheme,  which  they  were  now 
in  Hopes  to  accomplilh.  The  fecond  Contradt 
with  them  was  therefore  erefted,  and  on  both  Par- 
ties fignedthe  13th  oi  January,  1743;  in  which 
were  the  following  Claufes. 

£c  The  Community  of  Herrnhaag,  the  Vouch- 
«c  ers  for  their  Orthodoxy,  being  known,  and  Cre- 
<e  dit  given  to  the  fame,  was  to  proceed  according 
*c  to  their  Rites  and  Cuftoms.  But  they  were  to 
"  give  Notice  whenever  a  new  Minifter  Ihould 
cc  come  to  be  their  Preacher.  The  Perfon  chofen 
"  was  to  be  prefented  to  the  Sovereigns,  who,  if 
"  they  Ihould  think  proper,  Ihould  commiffion 
"  one  of  their  Council  to  be  prefent  at  his  Infti- 
"  tution"  (1). 

^  They  referved  on  their  Behalf,  in  Regard  to 
civil  Matters,  all  that  had  been  granted  them 
before,  Se£t  4,  (2)  and  did  on  their  fide,  upon 
the  Word  and  Faith  of  good  Chriftians,  which 
was  to  have  the  Force  of  an  Oath,  promife  to 
find  Security  for  themfelves,  that  they  and  all  fuch 

(1)  Tho'  the  Herrnhuters  by  this  new  Contract  acquired  new 
Privileges,  thefe  were  granted  them  by  believing  their  pro- 
duced Teftimonials.  The  Divines  of  "Tubingen,  moreover, 
changed  their  Opinion  foon  after,  and  found  themfelves  as 
well  deceived  as  they  at  Budingen,  where  nobody  had  any 
Notion  of  their  general  Djaconat ;  a  Court  of  Juftice  difperfed 
all  over  the  World  without  an  Abode,  vide  Se&.  22.

as 
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as  now  or  afterwards  lliould  live  at  Herrnhaagl 
would  beSubje&s  to  the  Sovereign  in  criminal  and 
civil  Matters,  and  this  they  ftipulated  under  their 
Bond  and  Judgment.  It  was  to  be  in  their  Power 
to  receive  whoever  they  fhould  think  proper,  (3) 
but  were  to  give  a  quarterly  Specification  of  them, 
except  Strangers  or  Vifitors  that  intended  not  to 
flay  fome  Time  with  them.  The  Court  which 
took  Cognizance  of  fmall  Matters,  its  Fines  not 
exceeding  the  Sum  of  ten  Rixdollars,  which  was 
to  be  paid  in  the  Treafury  at  Budingen,  was  ire 
this  Contradt  granted  them  as  in  the  former, 
Sedt.  3.  The  Counts  of  Budingen  having  in  Ex- 
pectation of  the  promifed  Loan,  taken  their  Mea- 
sures accordingly,  were  by  the  Herrnhuters  now 
only  put  off  with  Hopes  of  having  the  faid  Sum 
of  Money  lent  them.  Their  Intention  in  making 
thefe  Delays  was  nothing  elfe  but  with  greater 
Eafe  to  obtain  other  Privileges ;  the  Payment  of 
a  yearly  Sum  for  their  Protection,  and  other  Taxes 
having  already  been  remitted  them.  A  Detail  of 
thefe  Privileges  was  fent  to  Budingen  by  a  Mora- 
vian Bifhop,  Polycarp  Mutter*  The  Conditions 
under  which  the  Loan  fhould  be  given,  were  fo 
clofely  connected  with  the  Stipulation  of  their 
wifhed-for  Privileges,  that  neither  could  fubfift 
without  the  other.  Both  Parties  were  at  laft  fa- 
tisfied.    The  Herrnhuters  came,  according  to  the 

(3)  As  foon  as  they  found  the  leail  Inclination  one  had  to 
turn  from  their  Flock,  they  refufed  to  give  Security  for  him. 
By  permitting  them  to  receive  or  to  reject  others  as  they  fhould 
think  proper,  and  that  a  Stranger  mould  at  leaft  be  a  Year  a 
Guefl  amongll  them,  they  obtained  that  nobody  but  their  own 
People,  were  admitted  into  their  Town.  After  the  Noviciat 
of  this  Term,  the  fame  was  rejected  or  received,  during  which, 
no  mention  was  made  of  him  in  their  quarterly  Specification,  fo 
they  kept  clandeftinely  or  fent  away  whom  they  pleafed,  and 
the  Sovereign  could  never  know  what  Sort  of  People  inhabited 
hisDominions,  if  Rebels,  Malefactors,  or  fuch  like,  that  in  other 
Territories  h^d  efcaped  the  Hand  of  Juilice,  or  honell  ones, 

exceed. 
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Accounts  of  the  Regency,  into  the  Poffeffion  of 
yearly  Revenues  of  7700  Guilders,  6000  of  which 
were  for  payment  of  Intereft,  and  1 700  in  Part  of 
the  principal  Stock.  The  following  Words  of  that 
Counfellor  who  made  this  new  Cqntrad  with  the 
Moravians,  Ihew  moft  plainly,  how  much  he  loved 
them ,  he  wrote,  the  jth  of  February  y  1743,  thus  to 
their  common  Juftice : 

a  As  to  the  Contradt  in  particular,  let  me 
<c  hope,  the  Community  will  put  fo  much  Confi- 
cc  dence  in  me,  that  I  fhall  be  as  good  as  my 
*c  Word,  and  give  them  as  much  as  lies  in  my 
<c  Power.  I  am  not  ufed  to  make  many  Words 
<fi  or  Promifes.  I  hope  I  fhall  in  Time  have  ftill 
<c  a  greater  Idea  of  Herrnhaag.  But  my  Maxim 
<c  is  that  which  T acitus  praifes  in  our  Anceftors,9* 
Plus  efficiunt  quam  fcribunt.  Count  Zinzendorf's 
Letter  to  this  Counfellor,  written  foon  after  this 
Contract  was  figned,  24th  of  April,  1743,  proves 
how  much  this  delighted  him  : 

Firfii,  "  I  kifs  you  at  my  Return.  I  take  Part 
€t  in  all  good  Things  done  here,  by  the  Saviour9  s  Plea- 
<c  fure,  even  in  my  Ab fence,  and  one  of  my  heartieft 
<c  Wijhes  is  now  fulfilled  (4).  I  likewife  pay  you 
cc  my  Compliments  about  that  pretty  Heritage, 
*s  to  which  you  claim  a  Right,  and  as  there  is  no 

{4)  This  Letter,  dated  a  few  Weeks  after  the  Conclufion  of 
the  Contrail,  is  certainly  a  convincing  Proof,  that  Count  Z/»- 
nxndorf  was  Art  and  Part  in  all  that  had  been  done,  which  he 
afterwards  boldly  denied;  for  in  a  Letter  of  the  1 3th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1 747,  he  fays  : 

"  The  beloved  Counfellor  (this  was  the  fame  that  he  kifs'd 
"  at  his  Return)  did  not  love  me ;  nor  would  he  enter  with  me 
*e  into  any  Conference,  but  treated  of  thefe  Things  generally 
*c  with  ignorant  mean  Perfons.  This  is  the  Reafon  that  I  ne-

£  taw* 
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ec  Law-fuit  about  it,  you  may  at  any  Time  take 
<c  Poffeflion  of  the  fame.5' 

"  The  Father,  (Count  Zinzendorf)  heard  of 
the  Agreement,  and  difapproved  the  making 
**  any  Contra6t  without  him,  as  the  Community 
"  was  not  ignorant  that  he  had  above  three  Year^ 
"  correfponded  with  Counfellor  Brauer  upon  the 
*c  Subjeft.  Seeing  the  Original  of  the  fame,  he 
44  rejected  it  entirely  : 

"  For  that  there  no  mention  was  made  of  the 
tc  Theocracy  of  the  Moravian  Brethren,  in  which 
4C  all  Sovereigns  of  the  Earth  miift  confent,  or 
**  have  no  Brethren  for  their  Subjefts,  the  fame 
"  being  therein  treated  as  a  Form  of  Religion, 
m  whereas  the  Community  of  the  Brethren  is  only 
*c  an  authorized  Society  in  the  Religion." 

"  For  that  inftead  of  having  obtained  a 
*c  free  Direftion  over  the  Rules  of  the  Brother- 
*fi  hood,  which,  as  far  as  the  fame  depends  upon 
"  free  Minds,  and  hath  no  Limits  given  by  Laws* 
Ci  never  can  be  balanced,  there  had  b^en  fbipulated 
<c  another  legal  Junfdiftion,  of  which  a  Comma- 
"  nity  hath  not,  nor  ought  not  to  have  any  Notion, 
4C  He  affirms,  that  this  finally  would  be  of  no  Ad- 
"  vantage  to  the  Community,  but  embroil  theij* 
*«  Rights." 

SECT.  VI. 

The  ecclefiaftical  and  civil  Matters  at  Herm* 
baag,  were  now  managed  according  to  the  Pleafure* 
Advantage  and  Intention  of  the  HerrnhuterSj  and 
for  feveral  Years  their  Proceedings  were  as  much 
*  connived  at,  as  if  their  Conftitution  had  been  in- 
dependent of  the  Sovereign's  Authority.  They 
were  fo  cautious,  that  the  Records  mention  but 
very  little  of  this  Time.  We  fhall  here  only  ob- 
ferve  certain  Circumftances,  which  fhouid  have 

made 
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Made  them  at  Budingen  refleft  what  they  wers 
about. 

No  Manufacturers  were  arrived,  the  Re- 
ception of  thefe  fuppofed  that  fuch  as  fliould  em- 
ploy them,  would,  if  not  fettle  here,  at  leaft  fta^ 
there  for  a  confiderable  Time  ;  but  the  Inhabitants* 
nor  even  they  that  had  built  Houfes  for  them- 
feives,  did  fettle  there  for  a  Conftancy.  Their  eccle- 
fiaftical  and  civil  Elders  had  taken  the  Direction 
over  all  Things  at  Herrnbaag  upon  them,  without 
the  Confent  of  the  Sovereign,  and  all  thefe  they 
had  fo  ordered,  that  the  Sovereign  never  could 
know  his  Subjects  in  that  Town.  Admiffion  was 
granted  to  Moravian  and  Bohemian  Brethren,  who, 
as  they  gave  out,  had  been  forced  to  quit  their 
Country,  being  difturbed  there  in  Liberty  of  Con- 
fcience.  But  no  fooner  had  this  new  Town  been 
built,  than  it  was  crowded  with  People  of  all 
Sorts  of  Religion,  who  ftiled  themfelves  Moravian 
Brethren,  and  who  never  had  been  in  their  Coun- 
try, nor  been  molefted  about  the  evangelical  Re- 
ligion. 

Their  Minifters  were,  contrary  to  their  Pro- 
mile,  Seft.  2.  never  prefented  to  their  Sove- 
reign. They  evaded  fuch  a  Prefentation  by  a 
Vifit,  or  by  Notice  given  to  that  Member  of  the 
Council,  who  had  the  Care  of  the  Affairs  at 
Herrnbaag.  Moreover  they  had  not  one,  or  one 
conftant  Minifter,  for  this  Member  far  exceeded 
that  of  the  Years  of  Herrnhaag's  Exiftence. 
Minifters  thus  prefented,  left  them  without  the 
Sovereign's  PermilTion  as  often  as  they  pleafed, 
or  gave  Notice  from  foreign  Countries  that  they 
were  gone  away,  and  fignified  the  Name  of  their 
Succeffor.  Sometimes  Mr.  Langhut,  then  W id- 
linger,  M.  A.  or  Wentzel  Neifer,  or  others,  were 
their  Ordinaries.  Sermons  were  preached  by  Lay- 
men and  other  Tradefmen,  of  whom  it  could  not 
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ht  known  if  they  had  learnt  rightly  their  Gate- 
chifm,  fo  far  were  they  from  having  a  true  theo- 
logical Syft^m. 

They  had  promifed  to  conform  themfelves  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  reformed  Church,  Seft.  2. 
but  when  they  were  reproached  about  not  ob- 
serving the  fame,  Count  Zinzendorf,  in  a  Letter  to 
a  Member  of  thd  Council,  12th  of  Feb.  174O5 
faid  : 

"  I  have  heard  that  you  have  faid5  the  Herrn- 
"  haters  had  promifed  to  conform  themfelves 

to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Cahinifts,  and  did  not  do 
c<  fo,  and  that  you  would  have  patience  a  little 

longer,  &c."  to  which  he  dire&ly  adds, 

"  The  Community  would  direftly  leave  their 
*c  Houfes  and  Goods,  if  their  Liberty  of  Con- 
"  fcience  was  difturbed." 

Thefe  Words  of  Mr.  Langhnt,  written  to  the 
fame  Minifter,  were  ftill  more  remarkable  : 

"  How  far  and  what  you  propofe  in  religious 
"  Matters  of  the  reformed  Church,  or  how  you 

will  mend  its  Faults,  I  cannot  tell.  To  cure  old 

Sores  is  a  Difficulty.  Hence  we,  in  our  Commu- 
^  wty9  plough  up  a  frejh  Ground,  and  I  perceive 
"  daily  more  and  more,  that  it  anfwers  no  Purpofe  to 
"  mend  old  Nets.  But  he  whofe  Duty  it  is,  may 
"  catch  Fifh  even  with  old  broken  ones,  but  this 
cc  requires  more  Trouble,  and  the  new  ones  are 
"  more  fit.  Do  you  neverthelefs  what  is  your 
<c  Duty,  and  what  lies  in  your  Power.  Oh  ! 
<c  how  ihould  I  rejoice  if  Chrijl  was  preached  in 

all  the  Pulpits  of  thefe  Dominions.53 

They  fhew  that  their  Intention  was  to  hatch  a 
new  Religion,  to  reject  the  true  Evangelical,  and 
the  Calvinifis  and  Lutherans  %  for  both  thefe  have 
here  the  free  Exercife  of  their  Religion ;  he  ac- 
cufes  them  of  not  preaching  the  Saviour  of  the 
World,  His  Wiih  that  Chrijl  might  be  preached 
C  in 
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in  all  the  Pulpits  of  thefe  Dominions,  means  no- 
thing elfe,  but  to  wifh  the  whole  Country  to  be  of 
the  Herrnbut  Opinion.  Their  Intention,  which 
through  their  Care,  was  already  relifhed  by  that 
Counfellor  with  whom  they  had  concluded  their 
Contrafts,  was  Efficiently  here  betrayed :  he  ex- 
plains this  with  his  own  Words,  ufed  in  a  Letter 
to  Mr.  Beuning's  Adminiftrator,  5th  of  January, 

"  To  hear  that  there  fliall  be  a  Moravian  Com- 
"  munity  at  Leujlad,  caufes  me  to  Ihed  Tears  of 
«  Joy,  thinking  myfelf  that  unworthy  Inftru- 
"  ment  by  our  Saviour  made  ufe  of  to  lay  a 
"  Foundation  for  all  thefe  Things.  Oh  !  that  the 
"  Lord  would  fend  me  Power  to  introduce  the 
«  Moravian  Difcipline  in  all  our  Villages, 
"  Churches  and  Schools,  I  would  pull  down  all 
"  Lutheran  and  Calvinifts  Pulpits." 

By  refleding  upon  this  rafli  Step,  and  the 
Things  that  followed,  the  Reafon  may  be  found 
why,  in  fo  uncertain  Limits,  the  Affairs  of  the 
Moravians  had  fo  quick  a  Succefs,  till  it  pleafed 
God  to  make  an  Alteration  in  fome  Perfons,  to 
hinder  the  Moravians  in  the  Execution  of  their 
Defign,  and  to  fix  their  non  plus  ultra. 

SECT.  VII. 

Their  civil  Affairs  were  by  them  fo  managed, 
that  except  the  mere  Name  of  Sovereign,  nothing 
remained  of  4us  Authority.  Their  Juftices  and 
Jurymen  were  changed  as  often,  and  in  the  lame 
manner  as  their  Minifters.  Now  was  Mr.  Luzow 
Baron  Bibran;  now  Mr.  de  Peijlel,  then  Mr.  de 
Mar  thai  or  others  •,  many  of  which  had  not  ftp- 
died  the  Laws  at  all,  fo  were  their  Jurymen, 
Tradefmen,  ignorant  of  all  Law-Matters,  and 
none  of  them  were  fworn  into  their  Office,  nor  did 
-       '  ■  they 
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they  like  to  proceed  according  to  the  Laws  of 
Germany,  or  any  other  wholfom  Regulations, 
When  the  Regency  demanded  of  them  to  have 
their  Juitices  put  in  their  refpedlive  Places,  ac- 
cording to  the  Contract,  and  the  Sovereign's  Or- 
ders, Mr.  de  Peiftel  anfwered  as  he  did,  A.  1 740. 

44  This  Hiall  be  clone  by  and  by  in  a  Confe- 
44  rence,  God  fend  us  only  a  worthy  man  to  it; 
44  for  I  am  not  the  Man,  and  hope  to  be  foon 
44  freed  from  this  Office/3 

By  long  delaying  this,  they  prevented  thefe 
Things  to  be  more  infilled  upon.  The  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Juftices,  and  their  own  Perfons,  wholly 
depending  upon  Count  Zinzendorf,  they  were 
obliged  to  leave  their  Places  to  others,  and  to  go 
away  whenever  he  fent  them  fuch  Orders, 

Gzulius,  one  of  their  Jurymen  in  a  Letter  writ- 
ten to  the  above-mentioned  Counfellor,  A.  174.4 
faid: 

44  Yefterday  arrived  Mr.  de  Seydlitz  with 
"  Count  Zinzendorf's  Orders  to  Brother  de  Peiftel \ 
44  for  him  to  fet  out  immediately  for  Gnadenthal> 
"  which  he  did  Half  an  Hour  after.  He  there- 
44  fore  hath  ordered  me  to  give  your  Honour 
44  this  Notice  thereof." 

To  give  Notice  in  this  manner  was  by  them 
thought  to  be  fufficient  to  inform  the  Sovereign  of 
a  vacant  Place  in  his  Territories,  and  that  another 
had  occupied  the  Place.  Mr.  de  Peiftel  upon  the 
like  Occafion,  wrote  thus  \  1 740. 

44  Mr.  de  Mar/hall,  (he  was  prefented  as  com- 
44  mon  Juftice)  hath  taken  a  Journey  into  Eng- 
44  land,  and  defires '  you  to  remember  him  kindly. 
44  I  have  taken  his  Place  till  his  Return,  which 
44  it  is  hoped  will  be  foon;  I  fhall  upon  the  next 
"  Occafion  pay  my  Refpefts  to  you. 

A  Vifit  of  this  fort  was  to  ferve  inftead  of  the 
Prefentation  referved  for  the  Sovereign,  when  they 
C  %  obt^in'd 
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obtained  their  Grant.    But  they  altered  this  gff* 
tirely,  for  the  Perfon  who  was  to  be  their  Juftice, 
was  not  to  fill  this  Place  before  the  Confirma- 
tion of  their  Sovereign  \  who,  by  granting  them 
an  inferior  Court,  had  no  Intention  to  give  them 
any  higher  Jurifdiftion,  than  what  fmall  Towns  in 
Germany,  or  elfewhere,  ufed  to  poffcfs.   But  under 
this  inferior  Court  which  they  talk'd  of,  they 
cloak'd  only  their  Delign  to  gain  fuch  a  Power 
in  this  new  Town,  as  was  ferviceable  to  their 
grand  Scheme.     For  as  they  were  called  to  an 
Account  of  their  Proceedings  in  this  Court,  they 
gave,  by  Baron  Bibran,  Mx.  de  Peiftel,  PaulV/eis, 
fuch  an  Account  of  this  Jurifdidtion  as  the  Sove- 
reign never  had  thought  of.    They  faid  : 

u  Our  common  Court  is  divided  into  two 
M  Branches,  the  voluntary  and  the  litigious  Jurif- 
"  diction.  The  former  extends  itfelf  very  far 
C€  over  fuch  People  who  commit  themfelves  to 
our  Care,  they  muft  always  like  cur  Proceedings, 
"  or  they  muft  not  meddle  with  us  this  way.  The 
«6  other  hath  to  do  with  Strangers  that  have  Deal- 
<€  ings  with  us,  which  are  but  in  a  civil  Cunnexion, 
cc  and  are  not  by  us  regarded  in  a  parental  View. 
«  In  Matters  belonging  to  thefe ,  our  proceed- 
cc  ings  are  fhorter  than  the  common  ones,  nor 
<c  do  we  like  to  have  many  of  thefe  upon  us.  Nor 
<c  even  is  Mr.  Schuchman  a  fufficient  Man  for 
"  Cafes  of  this  Nature,  he  being  a  regular  bred 
46  Lawyer.  The  firft  fort  can,  without  fcruple,  con- 
"  tent  themfelves  with  our  common  Juftices,  who 
ce  often  have  as  many  thoufand  Subje&s  of  their 
44  own,  as  all  the  Communities  together  are  able 
44  to  produce  ;  nor  can  they  complain  that  they  are 
««  mean  People  placed  inthofe  Polls,  for  we  chufe 
46  to  them  fuch  Men  as  can  aflift  the  Inhabitants 
CQ  like  their  Fathers.  The  Regulation  of  this  Court 
^  is  fuchi  that  in  the  fame  is  the  Seat  of  the  Difri- 

44  fiinc 
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*c  pline  of  the  Bret  hern ;  for  we  do  not  b/ozv  any 
6C  fuch  Thing  as  the  eccle/iaflical  Difcipline,  fo  much 
"  praMfed  in  the  World.  Our  Difcipline  regards 
"  only  civil  Matters^  and  prevents  the  religious  Part 
cc  of  the  Community  from  raifing  Scandal  or  Irregu- 
"  larity.  (i) 

SECT.  VIII. 

Their  Elders  and  Wardens  treated  all  things  ac- 
cording to  the  Principles  of  this  common  Court, 
giving  thereby  a  good  Proof  how  artfully  every 
thing  had  been  inintuted.  Never  were  any .. Dis- 
putes between  two  Herrnhuiers  brought  before  the 
Regency  at  Budingen  ;  and  they  had  neither  much 
trouble  to  effect  this,  as  it  was  in  their  Power  to 
fend  People  away  whenever  they  pleafed  \  which 
they  did  not  fail  to  do,  even  forne  times  in  very 
great  haffce,  as  fcon  as  any  one  feemed  difgufted  with 
their  Proceedings,  nor  could  fuch  a  one  obtain 
their  Permiffion  to  go  to  Budingen^  or  an  other  was 
given  him  to  accompany  him  thither  in  whom 
they  could  perfectly  truft.  This  caufed  their 
Proceedings  to  be  by  the  Regency  more  efteemed 
than  they  merited,  if  every  thing  had  been  taken 
tinder  right  Confideration.  There  happened  fome 
remarkable  Difputes  between  them  and  Strangers 

( i )  After  the  Permiffion  to  hold  an  inferior  Court,  they  efte- 
blifhed  a  Common  Court,  which,  tho'  the  Regency  thought 
the  contrary,  was  entirely  diiFerent  from  that  Jurifdi&ion 
which  had  been  really  granted.  Their  common  Court  conMs 
of  two  Ranks,  (i)  the  College  of  Juftices,  and  (2)  thefCon- 
ference  of  Affiftants.  The  Decifions  of  the  former  are  fubjed  to 
thofe  of  the  fecond  Rank,  which  is  compofed  of  fuch  as  are 
found  truly  attached  to  their  Intereft  and  Defign.  They  pro- 
ceed jufl  as  they  think  to  be  the  molt  proper  for  them  ;  are  alfo 
quite  arbitrary.  Both  thefe  Ranks  are  under  the  general  Bia- 
conat,  and  the  Regulations  of  Count  Zin%endorf>  for  in  his  Ca- 
binet, or,  as  he  calls  it,  ferfonal  Chancery  9  Seel.  22.  all  things 
are  prepared  that  are  to  bring  them  to  their  grand  End, 

C  3  to 
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to  their  Society.  We  fhall  here  only  relate  the 
Circumfrances  of  a  few  of  them, 

'  SECT.  IX.. 

Andrew  Wdlther^  a  Freeholder  at  Sundkaufen  neat' 
LangcnfaltZj  re-demanded,  Anno  1743,  his  Wife 
and  Children  from  Hermhaag.  His  Wife,  who 
was  entirely  devoted  to  the  Community,  laid  her 
Husband,  was  a  Vagrant,  produced  a  Certificate 
of  the  Burgomafter  Chriftidn  Frederick  Mutter  r 
about' the  FiantifPs  being  not  only  often  troubled 
with  fplenetic  Diforders,  but  that  he  committed, 
the  moft  .  ridiculous  Things,  that  his  Will  war- 
like "the  Weather  in  Aprils  and  was  not  able  to 
manage  his  own  Affairs.  Mr.  Bruknery  Chaplain 
to  the  Court  of  Saxe-Gotba,  and  Earnjl  Poly  carpus 
Mutter  *  Minifter  at  Sundhaufen^  attefted  the  fame. 
His  Wife  and  Children,  who  were  foon  after  fent 
to  England  by  the  Herrnhuters  ( 1  were  not  diredtly 
delivered  to  the  Plaintiff,  he  having  bought  a 
Houfe  at  Hermhaag  not  very  long  before.  As  the 
Regency  of :  Budingen^  to  which  the  Plaintiff  made 
his  Complaints,  would  enquire  into  this  Matter, 
the  Herrnhuters  called  this  a  Violation  of  the 
Rights  of  their  inferior  Court,  and  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf  gave  this  Inftruftion  to  one  of  his  Brethren. 

"  I  know  how  this  is  beft  to  be  managed,  viz* 
c*  to  do,  in  confidence  of  our  Saviour,  all  that 
4 6  the  Sovereign  pleafes  ,  not  to  reafon  much  or 
<c  reflect" upon  Prejudices  and  Infringements, 
cc  for  if  it  fhould  be  impoffible  to  do  his  Will, 
"  this  Anfwer  may  be  made :  I  have  been  filent 
€C  a  thoufand  times,  "as  I  could  fufFer  Things  to  be 
cc  done  fo,  at  prefent  I  cannot,  this  makes  me 
"  fpeak.'5 

(1)  They  often  elude,  by  their  fending  People  abroad,  the 
Rights  iof  Sovereigns,  Parents,  isV.  See  the  following  Para- 
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■The  meaning  of  thefe  Words  I?  this  :  Let  the 
Regency  enquire  or  order  what  they  will,  obey 
them  if  it  is  not  contrary  to  our  Scheme,  but  if 
ib,  then  let  the  Sovereign  demand  as  long  as  he 
will,  his  Will  fhall  not  be  done. 

SECT.  X. 

The  Accident  that  we  fhall  now  give  an  Ac- 
count of  merits  ftill  more  Attention,  amazed 
the  Sovereign,  and  ferved  to  make  him  open 
his  Eyes.  His  Excellency  Count  Schonlerg*  then 
Ambaffador  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Poland 
wrote  from  Frankfort  *  the  7th  of  March*  in  the 
Year  1745,  the  following  Contents  : 

"  One  Son  and  a  Daughter  of  Major  Schuch-* 
<c  man,  in  the  Service  of  his  Ele&oral  Highnefs  of 
<c  Saxony,  live,  by  the  mifcondudt  of  his  deceafed 
€c  Wife,  in  the  Community  of  the  Herrnhuters* 
ff  which  whenever  they  had  been  recalled  by  him 
€C  as  their  Father,  were  retained  contrary  to 

all  Laws.  The  Father  having  of  late  heard, 
ic  that  his  Daughter  Sujanna  Sophia  dwelt  in 
"  Herrnhaag*  humbly  prayed  to  bring  his  Daugh- 
cc  ter  by  Power  of  Sovereignty  out  of  the  Sifter's 
"  Houfe  to  a  fecure  Place,  till  he  fhould  fetch 
<c  her  away  5  he  fearing  that  Ihe  might  be  of  the 
"  number  of  30  or  40  People  newly  married 
ct  there  by  Ballot,  which  were  to  go  to  Penfihania. 

The  Refolution  thereupon  was  taken, 

"  To  bring  the  Lady  to  the  Houfe  of  Cajlellan 
•<c  Preifs,  who  had  no  more  Children  but  one 
€e  Daughter  living  with  him,  for  her  to  be  kept 
"  there  till  this  Affair,  after  the  Examination  of 
*4  both  Parties,  could  be  determinated. 

Cajlellan  Preifs  received  this  Order  along  with 
the  Ambaflador's  Letter,  not  only  to  fhew  the 
fame  to  the  Herrnhuters,  but  alfo  to  bring  the 
C  4  young 
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young  Lady  along  with  him  to  Budingen.  He 
fet  out  diredtly,  but  returned  very  late  along  with 
Mr.  deMarJhal  their  temporal  Elder.  He  delivered 
him  a  Protocol  of  what  had  paffed  at  Herrnhaag  the 
9th  of  March  1745,  defiring  the  fame  to  be  fent 
in  Anfwer  to  Count  Schonberg's  Letter. 

"  1  have  humbly  obeyed  the  Count  of  Budin- 
cc  gen's  Orders  fent  me  by  Caftellan  Preifsj  for  to 
C6  repair  to  Lady  Shuchman*  and  to  enquire  into 
"  the  Circumftances  contain'd  in  Count  Schonberg*s 
u  Letter.  (1)  The  Lady  notwithftanding  that  fhe 
<6  by  her  dwelling  in  this  Place  was  exempted 
<c  from  this  Jurifdi&ion  (2)  hath  nevertheiefs, 
c<  becaufe  fhe  happened  to  be  juft  prefent,  de- 
*c  clared  herfelf  as  followed! : 

gfueft.  How  old  are  you  ? 

Anf.  Twenty-four  Years. 

Are  you  ftili  under  the  Authority  of  your 
Father  ? 

Ml  No,  my  deceafed  Mother,  for  Reafons 
which  I  out  of  refpeft  to  my  Father  will  omit, 
hath  effected  that  my  Brother  and  I  have  been 
exempted  from  his  Authority.  Guardians  were 
then  conftituted,  but  it  is  well  known  that  we  arc 
no  longer  Pupils  or  Minors. 

^  How  came  you  to  live  here  ? 

A.  I  came  hither  to  pay  a  Vifit  to  my  Friends, 
and  I  ftay  here  becaufe  I  like  the  Place. 

§L  Have  you  been  asked  to  Marry  any  body  ? 

A.  No5  and  what  Count  Schonberg  faith  about 
this  hath  not  the  refemblance  of  Truth. 

g).  Have  you  ever  been  ordered  to  go  to  Pen- 
ftlvania  ? 

(1)  Suck  Orders  had  not  been  given. 

(2)  This  plainly  proves  they  wanted  to  be  Independent, 
for  amongft  one  hundred  of  them,  there  are  not  five  that  lettls 

in  one  fix'd  Place.  Vide  Seel,  22,  37, 


A.  -No; 
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rA.  No,  I  never  heard  or  dream'd  of  fuch  3 
thing. 

^  Will  you  go  back  Home  at  your  Father's 
requeft  ? 

A.  No,  I  will  not  be  forced,  nor  is  it  in  his 
Power  to  do  fo. 

^  With  whom  have  you  lived  here  ? 

A.  With  the  Countefs  Zinzendorf,  and  the  Ladies 
khweinitz^  Brukdorf  and  Lein. 

^  Have  you  made  any  Agreement  with  your 
Father  to  feparate  your  refpe&ive  Lands  ? 

A.  Yes,  all  Things  have  been  regulated  about 
tlat  Point, 

£K  Are  you  Independent  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  may  do  as  I  pleafe. 

What  would  you  do  if  the  Magiftrate 
ihculd  order  you  to  go  back  to  your  Father  ? 

±  I  fee  no  Reafon  they  ihould  force  me  to 
do  any  thing  againft  my  Will.  Every  Body  may 
live  where  he  pleafes,  and  therefore  will  I  not 
be  forced  (3). 

^  What  do  you  thing  of  what  Count  Shonberg 
fays  about  the  Houfe  of  the  unmarried  Brethren 
and  Sillers  ? 

A.  I  think  he  never  had  Opportunity  to  learn 
the  Tiuth  ;  and  my  Father  fpeaks  out  of  Anirno- 
fity,  therefore  his  Words  are  not  worth  any  Notice. 

This  was  a  a  Arrange  thing  to  the  Sovereign, 
who  directly  called  for  one  of  his  Council,  whom 
he  ordertd  to  read  this  Protocol  to  him,  and  to 
give  his  Opinion  of  the  fame.  This  Gentleman 
reading  thx  fame  in  his  Lordihip's  Prefence,  made 
the  following  Remarks  upon  Mr.  Marjhal 

(a)  That  Caflellan  Priefs  was  not  ordered  to 
let  the  common  Juftice  examine  the  Lady,  but 
to  caufe  her  to  be  delivered  into  his  Cuftody. 

(3  J  Here  they  confefs'd  that  they  would  not  refped  the 
.Regency's  Orders, 

W  It 
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(b)  It  is  againft  Reafon  to  fuppofe  the  Lady 
to  be  exempted  from  the  Jurifdiction  of  Budingen^ 
fox  all  Perfons,  not  excepting  thofe  of  the  higheft 
Rank,  that  dwelt  at  Herrnhaag*  are  fubject  to 
the  Authority  of  the  Sovereign  of '  Budingen. 

(c)  The  fecond  Queftion  that  hath  been  afked 
her  is  a  very  abfurd  one  for  a  J  uftice  of  Un- 
derftanding,  for  it  is  no  queftion  of  a  point  of 
Fadt  but  of  a  point  of  Law  which  no  Child  cai 
decide. 

(d)  The  fixth  Queftion  is  of  the  fame  kind,  for 
the  Juftice  cannot  know  before  both  Parties  ha/e 
been  examined,  if  the  Lady  was  to  be  obedient 
to  her  Father  or  not  ? 

Mr.  Marjhal  replied, 

To  (a )  That  the  Orders  had  not  been  rigkly 
delivered. 

(b)  That  they  thought  thofe  who  were  not  fet- 
tled at  Herrnhaog  to  be  exempted  from  the  Jirif- 
di&ion  of  Budingen ;  and, 

(e  d)  That  the  Lady  could  not  be  a  Minor  as 
Ihe  was  a  and  therefore  could  her  Father 

have  no  more  Power  over  her  ;  wherefore  fte  was 
not  obliged  to  return  Home. 

Cafiellan  Preijs  being  confronted  with  Mr,  Mar- 
Jhall  depofed,  he  had  brought  an  Order  to  him  to 
deliver  Lady  Schuchman  into  his  Cuftodf  to  re- 
main in  the  fame  till  this  Affair  ftiould  h;ve  been 
brought  to  its  Conclufion.  The  foimer  was 
therefore  reprimanded  for  telling  fuoi  Falfities, 
and  for  defending  Cafes  that  were  againft  all 
Laws  :  and  he  was  ordered  to  deliver  up  the 
young  Lady.    To  this  he  replied  : 

"  The  Lady  who  had  only  paii  a  Vifit  at 
<c  Herrnhaag,  was  already  gone  out  of  thefe  Ter- 
cc  ritories  to  Leinheim^  an  immediate  Village  be- 
<c  longing  to  the  Knights  of  the  Empire. 


He 
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He  addreffed  himfelf  to  the  Sovereign  praying 
of  him, 

"  To  mitigate  the  too  clofe  Queftions  of  this 
"  Counfellor,  and  he  would  drop  this  Matter. 

The  Prince  told  him,  that  he  very  much  dis- 
approved their  Conduit,  and  infifted  upon  the 
delivering  up  the  Lady  as  Soon  as  fhe  Should 
come  .to  them,  forbidding  in  the  mean  time  to 
Marry  her  againft  her  Father's  confent.  This 
Affair  was  not  touched  any  farther,  as  Major 
Shuchman  feem'd  to  have  dropt  it,  nor  were  the 
Hcrrnhuters  any  more  troubled  about  it,  as  both  the 
Auflrian  and  French  Armies  inverted  this  County, 
which  confequently  felt  all  the  Troubles  of  War. 
It  was  befides  this,  a  favourable  Accident  for  the 
Moravians^  as  two  new  Counfellors  had  but  juft 
takea  their  Seats  in  the  Regency  of  Budingeny 
who  therefore  were  quite  ignorant  of  the  former 
Proceedings,  and  did  find  Employment  enough 
in  getting  Sufficient  Intelligence  of  this  Prince's 
Affairs,  befides  this  Syftem. 

SECT.  XL 

Mr.  Beuning  came  by  the  means  of  a  Loan  to 
the  Poffeffion  of  Rohrbach,  Dudel/heim  and  Leujladty 
(Stdi.  5.)  which  lafl  he  had  let  again,  but  his 
Adminiftrator  took  Care  of  the  two  former. 
His  Moravian  Brethren  meddled  in  feveral  Occa- 
fions  with  thefe  Affairs.  In  the  Year  1745,  arofe 
many  Complaints  againft  fome  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  thoSe  Places,  and  thefe  moftly  about  Agree- 
ments for  buying,  concluded  by  the  fame  with  the 
former  Inhabitants  and  Subjects,  partly  with  fo- 
reign People.  The  Defendants  refufed  to  appear, 
being  duly  Summoned  before  any  Bailiff,  or  the 
Chancery.  This  caufed  the  Mortgage-Contradt 
to  be  look'd  well  into  ?  wherein  it  was  found,  that 

the 
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the  Sovereign  had  exempted  them  From  the  Jurif* 
diftion  of  inferior  Courts :  faying, 

S5  The  Creditor,  his  Servants  living  in  the  Caftie 
cs  and  Houfes  at  Rohrbacb^  Leuftadt,  Dudeljheim, 
46  ■  whereof  he  is  the  preient  Pofleffor,  and  in  thofe 
64  Places  wherein  he  has  the  Privilege  to  receive 
"  whom  he  pleaies,  giving  Security  for  fuch  Per-  i 
<c  fons,  are  entirely  fubjed  to  our  Jurifdi&ion  in 
*c  criminal  Matters,  and  the  fame  are,  in  except 
H  thefe  Points,  exempted  from  the  Jurifdi&ion  of 
<4  our  Regency. 

This  did  not  involve  an  entire  Independence 
from  the  Superior's  Authority,  as  the  Creditor 
was  obliged  to  find  Security  for  fuch  People  as 
he  fhould  receive  by  him.  The  Sovereign  there- 
fore deputed  a  Committee  of  his  Council  to  en- 
quire into  his  Rights,  and  thefe  Difputes.  The 
Moravians,  on  their  fide,  forbid  the  Defendants  to 
appear  before  the  fame  :  and  Mr.  Beuning,  to  jufti- 
fy  this,  alledged,  that  the  following  Words  were  to 
be  found  in  an  Original  of  the  Mortgage  Articles, 
which  one  of  them  had  thus  written : 

"  Are  entirely  exempt  from  Our(i),  and  oyr 
44  Regencies  Jurifdidtion." 

Upon  thefe  Words  he  grounded  his  Pretenfion 
to  his  Independence,  md  would  in  civil  Matters 
be  immediately  under  the  Emperor.'  He  would 
have  the  Exercife  of  a  Court  before  which  the 
foreign  Plaintiffs  were  to  appear  when  they  were 
to  complain  againft  the  Moravians ,  which 
fliould  be  adjulted  there,  or  they  fhould 
come  with  them  to  Amfterdam*  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf  was  here  not  idle,  for  he  delivered  a  Mar- 
( i )  It  eafy  to  gucis  how  thefe  Words  from  Our,  were  to  be 
found  in  this  MSS.  and  were  wanting  in  that  of  Budingen. 
Hence  it  appears  that  they  wanted  to  poffefs  an  aftive  Jurif- 
diclion :  Could  this  be  of  any  Ufe  to  the  Lender  that  dwelt 
at  Amjlerdam?  But  it  was  of  great  Service  to  them  if  their 
Intention  had  met  with  Succefs,  £M;Sb&  fe<p, 

ration 
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ration  of  the  Fa6t  by  Mr.  Beuningh  Adminiftra* 
tor  Shukard,  and  caufed  the  former  to  bring  in 
his  Grievances.  But  the  Sovereign  remain'd  in 
the  PoiTeffion  of  the  Exercife  of  the  Jurifdidtion, 
as  they  negledted  to  appear  upon  his  Summons  ; 
and  becaufe  that  in  the  Articles  they  never  had 
been  declared  Independent,  neither  had  another 
Jurifdiftion  been  therein  ftipulated  unto  them. 
Remonftrances  were  made  to  Mr.  Beuning  and  to 
Count  Zinzendorf  wherein  it  was  reprefented,  that 
they  had  taken  PolTeffion  of  flich  Lands,  that 
never  before  had  had  any  perfonal  Courts,  but 
had  always  been  fubjeft  to  thefe  of  fome  Bai- 
liffs, and  this  merely  to  have  therefrom  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  Intereft  and  of  part  of  the  lent  Ca- 
pital. The  Lender  would  not  alter  his  fatfb 
Opinions  ,  and  Things  went  on  fo  far  that 
he  pretended  requifitorial  Letters  fhould  firft  be 
dent  to  him  before  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
thefe  mortgaged  Lands  fiiould  be  fummoned,  to 
anfwer  for  himfelf  before  the  Regency  upon  be- 
ing indicted  for  Felony,  which  on  the  other  fide 
could  never  be  allowed. 

The  Moravians  made  afterwards  the  following 
Propofais. 

u  Mr.  Beuning^  or  his  Adminiftrator  for  him, 
"  fhould  have  the  firft  Cognizance  of  Complaints 
*c  that  Strangers  fhould  make  againft  any  of  the 
"  Inhabitants  of  thefe  mortgaged  Lands,  without 
<c  doing  any  prejudice  to  the  Right  of  appealing 
"  to  the  Sovereign.  They  referved  for  themfelves, 
"  that  if  the  Sovereign  would  determine  fuch 

Suits  wherein  they  were  Defendants,  helhould 
<c  on  the  other  fide  when  they  fhould  appear  as 
<c  Plaintiffs  before  him  :  as  when  they  fhould  be 
%  attacked,  ill  ufed,  infulted  by  others,  or  fhould 

a  have 
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u  have  Occafion  to  feek  for  his  Protection,  cta« 
«  them  the  utmoft  Juftice  in  his  Power  (2). 

The  Prince  wc/j  not  willing  to  let  the  Lender 
have  this  firft  Cognizance,  which  had  no  Con- 
nexion with  that  Exemption  from  the  ordinary 
Jurifdi&ions  that  had  been  granted  them,  nor 
would  he  give  any  thing  up  for  having  a  Right 
to  defend  a  Religion  he  fufpedied  already  ;  and 
by  deferring  to  give  his  final  Refolution  re- 
mained in  the  Pofieffion  of  that  Jurifdi&ion  they 
wifh'd  to  have  in  their  Hands, 

SECT.  XII. 

The  Houfe  of  Ifenburgb  Meerholtz  borrowed  at 
that  fame  Time  1 50000  Guilders  of  Mr.  Beuning* 
and  mortgaged  for  this  Loan  the  Caftle  Marien- 
born  with  its  Appurtenances  (1).  But  the  fame 
found  foon  afterwards  how  much  it  had  been 
miftaken  by  being  too  forward  in  this  Affair, 
and  wanted  therefore  Redrefs  for  its  Grie- 
vances ;  or  that  the  Caftle  Marienborn  fhould  be 
reftored  after  the  Loan  had  been  paid  of.  No 
pofitive  Anfwer  could  be  obtain5  d  to  this,  becaufe 
that  Mr.  Beuning  had  already,  without  the  Count 
of  Meerboltz's  Confent,  put  the  Countefs  of 
Zinzendorf  into  the  PoffefTion  of  it,  the  18  th  of 
Jan.  1744,  for  her  to  enjoy  the  fame  at  the  rate 
he  had  them,  that  Ihe  might  have  them  during 

(2)  This  Count  Zmzemdorf  had  put  down  himfelf,  fo  vigo- 
roufly  does  he  flrive  to  gain  his  Point.  This  Demand  was  de- 
trimental to  the  Lender,  who  was  under  an  entire  Subje&ion- 
to  Count  Zinzendorf  $  Order,  who  made  the  fame  for  to  make 
the  former  Odious,  and  fo  to  get  the  Mortgage  the  eafier  into 
Other  Hands. 

(1)  Count  Zimundorf  in  a  Letter  dated  27th  of  May,  1747, 
to  the  Privy  Counfellor  Bulfinger,  by  giving  a  Defcription  of 
Marienborn,  had,  befides  telling  many  more  Falfities,  the  Impu- 
dence to  call  the  Sovereigns  of  I/enburgh  his  Neighbours. 

"  her, 
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far  Pleafure  (2).  For  this  Reafon  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf made  Propofals  for  a  Convention  with  the 
Count  of  Budingen^  for  he  faid  that  he  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Count  of  Meerholtz^  as  he 
fancy'd  the  fame  to  be  his  perfonal  Enemy.  Mr. 
Beuning  was  foon  expe&ed  again  in  thefe  Ter- 
ritories, and  a  good  Idea  of  his  being  a  fair  Dealer 
and  reafonable  Man  was  always  kept  of  him,  and 
therefore  the  Convention  was  protrafted.  He 
arrived  at  laft  at  Marienborn*  and  came  alfo  to 
Herrnhaag,  in  the  Spring  of  the  Year  1747, 
where  Count  Zinzendorf  was  at  that  Time :  but 
the  Hopes  of  feeing  any  favourable  Propofals  from 
the  former  entirely  vanifhed,  when  he  foon  after 
declared,  that  he  was  quite  unwilling  to  conde- 
fcend  in  the  leaft,  and  how  ready  he  fhould  be, 
to  bring  his  Complaints  before  the  Chamber  of 
the  Empire  at  yVetzkr,  if  things  fhould  not  be 
done  to  his  liking  :  which  Declaration  he  repeated 
in  the  moft  unbecoming  Expreffioris,  the  20th 
of  February  1747.  (3)  Now  Count  Zinzendorf  be- 
gan 

(2)  This  was  done  like  all  the  cunning  Tricks  her  Hufband 
deals  in.  Mr.  Beuning  had  thefe  Lands  only  one  Year  in  his 
Poffeffion,  during  which  he  was  at  great  Expence  to  improve 
the  fame.  After  this  time  the  Price  of  all  their  Produds  was 
raifed,  and  Count  Zinzendorf  was  in  Poffeffion  of  them  as  long 
as  the  Count  of  Meerholtz  approved  of  him,  But  no  fooner 
did  the  Differences  begin  between  them,  than  Count  Zinzen-* 
dorf  fcreened  himfelf  with  Mr.  Beuning,  who  figned  his 
Name  to  every  Letter  that  was  written  about  this  Affair,  but 
Count  Zinzendorf  was  his  Secretary,  who  corrected  all  of  them; 
which  Originals  can  prove. 

(3)  At  this  Conjun&ure  the  Herrnhuters  were  fo  bufy  about 
Mr.  Beuning,  that  altho'  he  formerly  came  direftly  to  Budingen, 
he  now  did  not  come  there  at  all ;  for  they  were  afraid  that; 
he,  moved  by  his  good  Nature,  fhould  enter  into  an  Agree- 
ment without  confulting  them.  Count  Zinzendorf  perfuaded 
him  to  write  a  moft  uncivil  Letter  which  he  himfelf  had  over- 
looked and  corrected,  to  make  the  Sovereign  hate  Mr.  Beuning 
more  and  more,   All  thefe  Intrigues  were  new  things  to  the: 
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gan  to  appear  as  a  Mediator,  thereto  authorized 
by  Mr.  Beuning.  He  fometimes  faid  that  he  him- 
felf  had  given  towards  this  Loan  the  Sum  of 
90,000,  and  at  others,  of  100,000  Guilders,  he 
declared  himfelf  willing  to  take  the  Mortgage  for 
himfelf,  and  in  Regard  to  the  Count  of  Meerholtz's 
Grievances,  he  made  fuch  Advances  as  feem'd  to 
promife  this  Affair  would  be  very  amicably  ad- 
jufted.  He  himfelf  began  the  Negotiation  with 
Counfeilor  Brauer,  to  whom  the  Count  of  Budingen 
had  given  plain  Power  for  to  tranfadt  this  Bufi- 
nefs  ;  and  to  make  this  Gentleman  believe  that 
he  loved  Equity,  he  condefcended  fo  much,  that 
all  Grievances  were  redreffed  on  the  23d  of  March 
1 747,  fo  that  the  Count  of  Budingen  confented 
in  the  Ceffion  to  Count  Zinzendorf '(4).

new  Counfellors  of  Budingen,    To  Mr.  Brauerh.e  wrote  thus, 

the  22d  of  February  1 747. 

"  This  Moment  I  hear  that  Mr.  Burning  at  Marienbom, 

«  whom  I,  hindred  by  fo  many  Affairs,  have  not  feen  for 

<l  fome  Days,  hath  fent  an  Anfwer  regarding  his  Affairs,  to  a 

«  Refcript  which  had  very  much  affronted  him ;  (this  was  Mr. 

H  Beuning  s  that  he  had  correded)  I  really  am  in  fome  fears 

"  about  the  fame." 

Thefe  Means  he  ufed  to  make  Mr.  Brauer  believe,  he  knew 

nothing  at  all  about  this  Letter  before  it  had  been  difpatched, 

to  make  the  Gentleman  think  that  he  was  afraid  this  Letter 
would  affront  the  Prince,  that  he  mould  be  forry  for  it,  if  fo, 
and  then  to  infmuate,  that  not  his  Perfuafions  but  the  rough 
Expreffions  of  the  Refcript  had  occafion'd  fo  unpohte  Ex- 
preifions.  . 

U)  Here  you  fee  another  of  Count  Zinzendorf  s  Tricks 
which  he  ufed  to  obtain  his  Ends.  In  a  Letter  of  his  to  the 
Count  of  Budingen,  the  lothof  February  1747,  he  faid: 

«  I  often  have  told  you  that  Mr.  Beuning  hath  borrowed 
«  ln'mfclf  the  Money  for  this  Loan,  and  the  greateft  Sum  of 

«  me  at  4  per  Cent,  and  that  I  have  the  Poffeifion  of  Maries 
"  born  inilead  of  the  payment  of  Intereft." 

The  6th  of  December  1748,  he  faith,  that  Mr.  Beuning  had 
paid  but  twelve  thoufand  Guilders  towards  this  capital  Loan. 
He  prevailed  upon  Mr.  Beuning  to  tell  this  Story,  who,  tho

At  this  Time,  Mr.  Brauer  was  Counfellor  at 
the  head  of  Affairs,  who  but  lately  was  come  to 
Budingen ;  therefore  did  Count  Zinzendorf  think 

proper 

he  faw  no  Reafon  to  do  fo,  exprefTes  himfelf  in  a  Letter  to 
his  Adminiftrator  Skukard,  the  12th  of  dgril,  thus- 

"  I  think  it  was  always  intended,  Count  Zinzendorfs  Name 
"  was  not  to  be  mentioned.  How  is  it  with  this?  I  cannot 
«  imagine  why  they  want  me  to  fay,  I  had  borrowed  Money 
«  Does  my  complying  with  their  Demand,  give  any  more 

Right  and  Title  ?  I  wifh  you  would  refolve  me  thefe  Quef 
«  tions  as  foon  as  poffible,  efpeciaiiy  becaufe  Brother  Wets 
"  thinks  I  mould  give  all  my  Affairs  at  Budingen  and  Me>rhcl+z 
"  tVme,'Vl0ther  ttheC0Lm£efs  of  Znzendorf)  but  this  Idont 

This  Letter  was  written  a  whole  Year  before  Count 
Zinzendorf  became  PofTerTor  of  the  Mortgage,  and  hence  it 
appears,  how  artfully  he  had  fet  the  Wheels  to  move  to  b-ng 
Mr.  Beuning  into  his  Views.  An  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  their 
chief  Dean,  Weis,  written  to  Mr.  Shukard,  Beuning  %  Adminiftra- 
tor,  the  20th  o1  September  1745,  will  ferve  for  the  firft  Proof  of 
what  he  here  advances :  thvlre  he  faith, 

"  I  have  it  Hill  at  Heart,  that  Beuning  mould  make  over 
"  at  4  per  Cent,  to  the  Countefs  of  Zinzendorf  all  that  he 
«  pofTefTes  in  the  Counties  of  Budingen  and  Meerholtz  For  my 
«  Opinion  is,  that  this  would  be  good  for  him,  for  the  Sifters 
"  and  Brethren,  and  even  for  thee.  Our  Saviour  fo  corrobo- 
"  rated  my  firft  talking  to  him  about  it  at  Jmferdam,  that  he 
"  agreed  to  it.  Since  he  altered  his  Opinion,  but  at  laft  he 
"  gave  it  a  little  more  favourably. " 

Mr.  Beuning  writes  to  the  fame  Perfon  the  20th  of  Septm* 
her,  1746.  ^  ; 

"  They  plague  me  rnoft  fadly  to  give  my  Affairs  at  Bm 
"  dingen  and  Meerholtz  into  the  Countefs  of  Zinzendorf*  Hands, 
"  and  they  promife  to  pay  me  the  Intereft  at  4  per  Cent. 
"  from  all  Expences  in  Holland.  Their  Reafon  is,  that  thou 
"  waft  obliged  to  ferve  two  Mailers,  which  gave  birth  to 
"  feveral  Troubles.  I  am  obliged  to  give  them  my  defini- 
«  tive  Refolution  at  the  Arrival  of  the  Brethren  from  England. 
"  M7  Wife  hath  fpoke  with  the  Countefs  about  this  Matter, 
"  and  me  is  not  for  it,  and  my  Opinion  is,  that  I  could  turn 
?  many  things  into  more  Profit  by  poifeffing  Rvkrhachr 
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proper  to  give  him  Notice  that  he  was  arrived  at 
Herrnhaag.  This  he  did  in  a  Letter,  dated  the 
2d  of  January  1747,  which  was  a  moft  civil  one  ; 
and  he  concluded  the  fame  by  laying, 

"  I  recommend  me  to  you,  and  to  the  kind 
**  Direction  of  you  and  your  Lord." 

The  fecond  Proof  of  our  Affertion  we  fhall  find  in  the  Per- 
fuafion  they  made  ufe  of  to  make  poor  Beuning  {ay,  he  had  bor- 
rowed Money  towards  this  Loan  ;  and  the  third  is  plainly  to 
be  feen  in  their  urging  this  Gentleman,  who  did  not  approve 
of  their  Intent,  to  make  the  Writings  of  the  Mortgage  over  to 
them.  This  they  did  before  any  mention  about  it  was  made 
to  the  Count  of  Ifenburg.  Brother  Weis  by  fly  Means  brought 
Mr.  Beuning  over  to  their  liking,  which  thefe  Words  of  this 
Gentleman^  in  a  Letter  to  his  Administrator,  the  7th  of 
March  1747,  make  clearly. 

6 <  Brother  Weis  having  play'd  me  a  Trick  a  little  while 
U  before  my  Departure  ;  by  afking  me,  whether  I  had  fent 
*'  fufficient  Orders  to  deliver  all  Things  to  them  ?  Was  an- 
<e  fwered :  That  I  had  given  Orders  to  deliver  all  the  Grain,  and 
"  that  I  mould  fend  my  Accompts  from  Holland.  7 'his  caufes 
"  him  to  put  many  cdd  things  into  the  Father  s  ( Count  Zinzen- 
«*'  dorfV )  Head.  He  fent  me  a  Billet,  whereupon  I  ga-ve  him  the 
"  Deeds  of  the  CeJJion,  but  I  beggd  that  Brother  Weis  Jhould  let 
*6  me  alone. 

Count  Xinzendorf,  notwithflanding,  wrote  thus  to  the  Count 
of  Budingen,  the  10th  of  March  1748. 

"  Had  not  you  brought  me  into  thefe  Affairs,  I  mould 

"  have  nothing  to  do  with  them —  Mr.  Beuning  knew 

*'  no  other  way  but  that  I  mould  take  Marienbom,  and 
«  that  he  fhould  be  the  Poffeffor  of  the  Lands  in  Budingen." 

This  Nobleman  always  profeifed  that  all  he  did  was  done 
to  ferve  the  Counts  of  Ifenburg:  for  he  wrote  to  the  Count  of 
Jjtudingen  the  I  oth  of  February,  1747. 

"  As  he,  (meaning  our  Saviour)  hath  been  in  this  World, 
«<  f0  do  I  like  to  dwell  in  the  lame.  Now  he  was  not  up- 
*«  on  Earth  that  he  would  be  ferved,  but  that  he  would  ferve." 

'Tis  true,  Count  Zinzendorf  ferved  fo  far  as  to  redrefs  the 
Grievances  of  the  Houfe  of  Meerholtz,  but  this  he  did  to  ferve 
himfelf,  which  really  is  againft  that  Principle  which  he,  the 
17th  of  January  174.6,  declared  for  out  of  his  fundamental 
ones :  when  he  faid  : 

46  Our  Community  hath  this  fundamental  Maxim :  Serve 
44  others  without  bringing  thera  under  any  Obligation.  Vide 
&&,  13..  Numb.  31. 

Doubtkfs 
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Doubtlefs  this  Nobleman  ufed  thefe  civil  Ex* 
preffions  to  give  Mr.  Brauer  a  favourable  Idea  of 
himfelf.  For,  by  Orders  of  the  Sovereign,  their 
Congregations  in  the  City  of  Budingen,  which  a 
Herrnhut  Minifter  held  there,  had  been  interdic- 
ted.   This  Count  Zinzendorf  did  not  like 

( i )  The  Hermhuters  were  not  contented  to  have  their  Ef- 
tablilhment  at  Herrnhaag,  but  they  did  ftrive  to  fpread  alofig 
the  whole  Country,  They  began  to  infringe  the  Rights  of 
other  Parimes,  and  to  perform  the  Church's  Service  when- 
ever any  of  them  came  into  another  Village  to  pay  a  Vifit* 
They  chriflen'd  the  Children  of  them  that  were  their  Followers 
without  afking  any  Permiffion,  and  even  began  to  Oppofe  if 
they  were  hindred  in  it,  Martin  Dover,  who  at  feveral  Times 
was  the  Minifters  at  Herrnhaag,  baptized  Children  at  Budingen% 
and  Count  Z,t7izendorf  did  not  fcruple  to  tell  Mr.  Brauer,  when 
he  had  been  admonifhed  about  this, 

I  did  not  know  that  it  was  in  my  Authority  to  hinder 
"  bim  (|.  e.  Martin  Dober  from  baptizing.)  For  if  I  had 
«<  known  any  Argument  again!*  it,  I  mould  not  have  permit- 
"  ted  him  to  do  fo.    I  mall  be  obliged  to  you  if  you  commu- 

nicate  the  Grievances  of  the  Prefoitery  in  private.  Ill 
"  make  good  ufe  of  them,  and  the  Synod,  which  now  is 
"  holden,  is  a  favourable  Thing  in  this  Cafe.  This  Synod* 
"  and  not  the  Sovereign,  ought  to  decide  the  Privileges  the 
«  Hermhuters  have  at  Herrnhaag.  I  direclly  oppofed,  but- 
•«  could  not  deny  that  the  Gentleman  belonged  to  the  Com- 
<c  munity  Of  Herrnhut ;  for  they  brought  in  fome  other  In- 
**  ltances." 

This  plainly  mews  how  far  they  wanted  to  extend  their  Ec- 
clefiaftical  Rights ;  for  Count  Zinzendorf  faid,  Anno  1 743,  about 
a  Calvinift  Minifier  baptizing  a  Child; 

"  If  the  Father  and  Mother  of  the  Child  are  of  the  Lu~ 
"  theran  Perfuaiion  I'll  proteft  againft  the  Child's  being  baptiz- 
"  ed  by  a  Calvinift,  and  will  hinder  the  fame  as  far  as  lies  in 
"  my  Power.  And  I  mall  really  mind  if  any  fuch  Thing  is 
**  done  without  giving  Notice,  if  both  Parents  don't  declare 
*<  themfelves  Calyinifts." 

Mr.  Langhutb  behaved  more  mild,  and  would  hinder  the 
fame  by  the  Animadverfion  he  made. 

"  It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  the  Calvinifts  look  upon  a  Child 
"  baptized  in  their  Confelfion,  as  upon  a  Profelyte,  if  ever 
"  they  begin  to  keep  up  with  other  Religions,  and  this  would 
"  be  the  fame  if  the  Father  of  the  Child  would  let  the,  fame 
*J  be  educated  in  the  Lutheran  Perfuafion," 
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The  Inhabitants  of  Herrnhaag  who,    by  fetting 
their  People  very  hard  to  Work,  began  to  en- 
orofs  the  Commerce  of  the  whole  County  to 
themfelves,  were  forbidden  to  do  fo,  becaufe  they 
would  not  belong  to  any  Livery  (2).    The  Ex- 
chequer began  to  miftruft  their  Specifications  of 
feveral  Sums  of  Money  which  they  ftiould  pay 
for  their  Proteftion,  as  well  as  their  common 
Court  of  Judicature,  which  fent  thefe  Reckonings 
in.    The  Regency  of  Budingen  fufpefted  them, 
more  in  particular,  not  to  deal  fairly  with  fuch 
Sums  as  Strangers  were  to  pay  when  they  would 
become  Heirs  of  any  of  thefe  new  Inhabitants.  For 
no  Juftice  had  taken  any  Oath  for  this  (3).  The 
Exemption  from  the  Sovereign's  Jurifdiftion  had 
not  been  granted  them,  (Vide  Se6t  11.)  and  the 
Regency  began  to  look  upon  Herrnhaag  as  a  De- 
triment to  the  Sovereign,  as  by  fuch  peculiar  Rules 
his  Emolument  could  be  but  fmall.    Count  Bin- 
zendorf  wrote  upon  this  laft  Article  to  Counfel- 
lor  Brauer,  the  27th  of  January  ^  1747. 

"  I  have  a  fmall  Propofal  to  make  you,  which 
cc  will  be  for  the  good  of  our  Houfhold  for  the 
"  future,  till  things  at  Herrnhaag  fhall  be  well 
«c  regulated,  It  is  this  :  You  to  fend  me  a  Bil- 
4i  let,  without  putting  to  the  End  or  Begin- 
*  ning  of  it  any  Titles  of  Ceremony,  to  fhortea 
"  the  fame,  e.  g.  I  find  fuch  and  fuch  things 
"  to  be  fo,  and  I  to  fend  you  my  Opi- 

"  nion,  by  the  way  of  making  Remonftranees 
^  of  the  Conferences  thefe  things  would  have 

(2)  The  Moravians  have  it  in  their  Power  to  weaken  the 
Commerce  of  any  Nation,  as  they  have  the  tip-top  onesamongil 
them.    So  they  ferv'd  the  Citizens  of  Budingen^ 

(3)  Here  they  play'd  one  of  their  cunning  Tricks.  For  their 
Specifications  were  to  be  acknowledged  as  true  ones  for 
the  Money  they  were  to  pay  for  their  Protection.

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€C  (4)  before  your  Meflenger  (whom  I  always 
44  fhall  pay)  returns.  Let  me  be  Bailiff,  for  by 
44  this  I  ftiall  learn  your  Principles  and  Rules, 
44  and  Til  leave  you  a  regulated  Town  behind 
44  me. 

44  Our  People  do  not  go  to  Work  with  their 
44  Hearts,  but  only  with  their  Underftanding.  The 
44  Differences  of  their  former  Religions,  Sove- 
44  reigns,  and  the  variety  of  Nations,  requires 
44  this  Prudence  ,  leaft  this  People,  being  rebuted, 
44  fhould  withdraw  themfelves  from  a /Place  where 
44  they  had  better  ftay. 

44  It  is  the  Cuftom  in  little  Towns  to  eleft  the 
44  Man  of  the  moil  Learning,  for  their  Syndick  ; 
44  and  as  I  am  the  Man  thus  qualified,  it  is  but 
44  proper  I  fhould  reprefen:  this  Perfon. 

44  I  obferv'd  lately,  that  you  think  that  our 
44  dwelling  here  was  of  no  Profit  to  thefe  Territo- 
44  ries.  1  have  enquired  into  the  Matter,  and  am 
44  ready  to  give  an  accompt  of  the  Profit  the 
44  Sovereign  and  this  Province  have  had  of  our 
44  living  here  ever  fince  the  Year  1738. 

44  I  fhould  be  forry  to  fee  any  Diflurbances 
44  arife  about  this  Matter.  I  will  not  take  the 
44  Defence  of  Counfellor  Meyerhof  upon  me  ^  but 
44  this  I  affure  you,  he  did  not  love  me,  but 
44  he  did  his  Lord,  and  he  hath  nothing  granted 
44  to  the  Brethren  without  confuting  the  former's 
44  Intereft  (5).

X)  3  cumbrances, 
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Counfellor  Brauer  anfwered  the  30th  of  Jan, 
Your  Honour's  of  the  25th,  t  receiv'd  but 
f  *  I  aft  Saturday  in  the  Evening,  and  I  am  ready 
15  to  hear  your  Propofal  whenever  I  can  have 
w  the  Honour  to  wait  upon  you  ;  and  after  our 
interview  further  Meafures  may  be  taken.  I 
rauft   allow  that  particular  -  Prudence  is  re- 
quired  to  bring  fuch  a  Number  of  People  of 
**  fuch  different  Notions  under  one  head,  and  that 
no  Second  to  you  could  be  found  polfefTed  of 
**  fuch  a  Capacity,  or  who  could  make  right  Ufe 
<c  of  the  fame.    I  therefore  am  thoroughly  con-

The 
Honour  of  feeing  aPerfonof  his  own  Rank 
one  of  his  Subjects,  would  be  too  great  for 
«•*  my  Sovereign. 

<c  My  Lord  thinks  that  the  building  of  Herrn- 
ct  haag  is  of  no  Profit  to  him  or  his  County,  and 
<c  this  is  a  Truth  of  which  his  illuftrious  Rela- 
tions  have  often  try'd  to  give  a  plain  Demon* 
*e  ftration. 

"  'Tis  true,  the  building  of  this  Town  hath 
brought  a  great  deal  of  Money  into  this  Pro- 
<c  vince,  and  does  fo  fiill.  Yet  the  Sovereign 
"  hath  no  Profit  by  it,  and  the  County  but  a  very 
u  inconfiderable  one.  The  Emolument  which  a 
*c  few  of  his  Subjects  thereby  enjoy  cannot  balance 
«c  the  Detriment  it  brings  to  others,  which  at  laft 

cumbrances .  So  they  paid  but  the  intrinfic  Value  for  the  fame. 
They  paid  nine  Years  together  for  their  Protection  yearly,  no 
inore  then  250  Guilders.  Now  any  body  may  judge  if  this 
Sum  is  too  large  to  pay  for  a  Place  which  contains  about  one^ 
^houfand  Inhabitants.  And  where  can  you  find  the  Profit  the 
tipufe  of  'Budingen  hath  had  by  thejii? 

4-c  rnuft 
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tk  muft  make  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  a  Lofer, 
"  or  muft  do  fo  in  time  to  come.    The  Maxim, 
"  The  more  populous  a  Country  is,  the  greater  is  its 
cc  Sovereign,  proves  true  only  among  great  Mo- 
cc  narchs,  who  have  their  Branding  Militia,  and 
"  who  have  Revenues  from  the  Excife  that  is 
"  paid  for  all  Commodities.    Here  the  Cafe  is 
"  otherwife  5  the  Sovereign  hath  of  his  Subje&s 
"  no  more  than  the  cuftomary  Taxes,  befides  that 
"  the  Tenants  and  Tradefmen  muft  defray  the 
<c  Incumbrances  of  the  Empire  and  the  Circle. 
4C  Thefe  laft  are  regularly  paid,  when  the  Num- 
<c  ber  of  the  Inhabitants  does  not  raife  the  Price 
"  of  Viftuals.  Here  the  contrary  happens:  Ma- 
"  nufa&urers  and  Tradefmen  are  obliged  to  pay 
"  more  for  their  Living  than  they  did  formerly  ; 
"  for  the  building  of  Herrnhaag  hath  augmented 
"  the  Buyers,  and  other  Prices  of  Goods  cannot 
"  be  raifed  in  proportion  to  this.    Thefe  laft  are 
"  moftly  fent  Abroad,  fo  they  muft  be  Sufferers 
"  by  it,  if  not  ruin'd  5  and  this  the  more,  as  the 
"  Tradefmen  of  Herrnhaag  work  fo  much  for  this 
€*  County,  whereby  the  Bufinefs  of  other  Inha- 
"  bitants  finks  and  makes  them  poor.  TheNum- 
"  ber  of  your  Tradefmen  is  fo  great,  that  the 
"  Produces  of  the  Land  is  not  fufficient  to  pro- 
"  vide  for  them  all ;  fo  the  old  Subjects,  as  well 
<c  as  thofe  at  Herrnhaag,  are  obliged  to  buy  of 
44  Strangers,  and  by  thefe  means,  the  Money  that 
"  arifes  from  , our  Neceflariesgpes  into  other  Coun- 
"  tries.    The  Waggoners  only  have  had  fome 
c<  Profit  by  thefe  new  Buildings,  but  this  only 
•c  fubfifts  till  the  fame  is  finished,  or  till  the 
"  Builders  have  provided  themfelves  with  Cai- 
"  riages.  Where  is  alfo  the  Profit  you  think  ihtt 
M  the  Sovereign  hath  by  you  ?  Is  it  that  his  Sub- 
"  jefts  who  are  obliged  to  pay  him  Taxes,  to 
"  ferve  him,  &c.  'are  rendered  poor  by  degrees, 
P  4  "  and

C€  and  incapable  to  pay  their  Dues?  Or  do  ydti 
cc  imagine  it  is  in  that,  that  others  are  rich  which 
46  likewife  are  his  Subjects,  but  who  pay  him  only

4C  loweft  of  his  Inhabitants  muft  pay  him  ?  I  tell 
cc  you  what  I  think,  and  humbly  hope  you  wont 
C€  take  it  amifs.  I  will  fay  nothing  of  other  Scruples 
altho*  they  are  founded  upon  a  found  Polity.'* 

Count  Zindendorf  anfwered  : 

€i  I  believe  you  jeft  in  y0ur  reafoning  upon  my 
"  Bailifflhip,  or  I  ihould  winder  that  you,  in  good 

earneft,  could  think,  that  I  jfhould  follicit  you 
u  to  give  me  this  Offide  at  Herrnhaag.  I  did  not 
u  want  to  be  your  Mailer's  Bailiff,  but  I  would 
6C  only  be  yours,  Vou  Ihould  not  write  to  me 
c*  in  the  ftyle  of  a  Lawyer,  tho'  I  am  acquainted 
**  with  the  fame,  and  difapprove  it;  but  you  Ihould 
€c  have  been  fincerely  open-hearted.  You  Ihould 
cc  not  call  Reflexions  upon  the  whole^  which  can- 
*6  not  be  alter'd  to  every  new  Counfellor's  liking ; 
u  but  have  given  me  Orders  about  Things  which 
<c  more  in  particular  take  their  Origin  from  that 
cc  whole.  I  then  Ihould  have  taken  pains  to  put 
rc  the  fame  into  a  prompt  Execution,  and  to  or- 
C€  der  all  things  fo  that  another  Perfon  would  be 
64  found  to  fucceed  me.  For  I  fee  very  well  that 
44  both  Parties  have  grown  miftruftful  in  my 
44  Abfence,  and  that  a  Community,  which  the 
44  greateft  Princes  do  honour,  cannot  fuffer  to 
-4  receive  fuch  Letters  as  hath  been  done  when  I 
44  was  not  prefent.  I  won't  enter  into  any  De 
44  tail,  I'll  forget  what  is  paft,  if  Time  to  come 
*£  only  proves  better  (6). 

(6)  It  is  quite  againft  Count  'Lim&endorf  that  any  Enquiry  he- 
made  into  his  Proceedings,  and  that  Meafures  ate  taken  ac- 
cording to.  the  Obfervations  made  ajbou  t  them,  which  did  not 
agree  with  his  Intentions,. 

«  We 
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*f  Wc  know  a  Count  of  Budingen  as  Sovereign, 
C€  and  therefore  did  depend  upon  him  to  grant 
€  i  v/hat  he  could  :  And  I  never  fhould  advife  to 
<c  make  Complaints  to  the  Emperor,  if  he  would 
cc  not  ft  and  to  his  Word ;  but  I  fhould  petition 
"  him  to  grant  us  the  Term  of  three  Years, 
"  which  is  fixed  in  the  Conftitution  of  the  Empire, 
"  after  which  I,  and  all  that  are  of  my  Opinion, 
"  would  become  Emigrants,  and  leave  the  empty 
"  Houies  behind  us,  as  we  have  done  at  Pilgerruh 
"  (7 except  the  Sovereign  fhould  prolong  this 
<c  Term,  in  coniideration  that  thefe  Buildings

"  this  Capital  is  not  in  their  Coffers  ;  nor  would 
"  they  be  contented  if  even  part  of  the  fame  fhould 
"  be  unlawfully  re-demanded  before  it  becomes 
"  due  (9;.  "  Dear 

(7)  Count  7jin%endorf  always  mixes  his  Menaces  with  kind 
Expreffions.  Here  he  wants  to  become  an  Emigrant  in  three 
Years  time ;  fo  he  ought  not  to  complain  when  his  Defire  was 
agreed  to  in  the  Year  1 740, 

(8)  Here  he  mentioneth  300000  Guilders,  and  a  little  af- 
terwards he  tells  Mr,  Bulfinger,  a  Member  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil, of  40000c,  As  for  the  half  Million,  which  he  fays 
the  tlermhuters  had  laid  out  in  thefe  Territories,  it  is  one  of 
their  ways  to  make  a  Shew.

cc  free  manner  as  poffible.  I  aflure  you,  I  and  my 
"  Friends  will  jointly  do  all  we  can  to  make  both 
€£  Parties  eafy,  by  procuring  their  Tranquillity, 
*6  and  Pll  take  care  that  I  am  the  greateft:  Sufferer 
cc  in  Cafes  wherein  eath  fide  muft  fuffer.  All  this 
tc  Pll  do  out  of  Love  and  Fidelity,  more  particu- 
u  larly  out  of  a  true  Veneration  I  have  for  your 
cc  Matter  and  his  Relations,  whofe  Confent  we

**  ty's  Difcontent.  For  this  Reafon  I  will  not 
cc  enter  into  any  Detail,  but  fhall  only  obferve, 
Ci  that  I  am  fo  far  fr®m  having  cultivated  any 
<c  Sufpicion,  that  I  never  have  raifed  any.  Its 
*c  Birth  comes  from  the  Connexion  Affairs  have 
"  RtHerrnbaagy  and  from  feveral  Rules  there,  and 
ec  I  have  tried  rather  to  remove  the  fame  than  to 
"  nourifh  it,  which  I  can  prove  by  authentic 
tc  Records.  'Tis  true,  my  Lord,  that  the  Counts 
ffi  of  Meerholtz  have  borrowed  of  you  300,000 
cc  Guilders  at  4  per  Cent,  to  reinftate  their  do- 
cc  meftic  Affairs,  but  it  is  undeniable,  that  the 
cc  Contracts  made  for  this  Loan  have  brought 
44  forth  the  Sufpicion  you  complain  of.  I  wont  here 
€C  obferve,  that  you  at  leaft  have  6  .or  7  per  Cent. 
cc  Intereft  for  your  Capital,  nor  will  I  doubt  that

"  Huftandry 
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e*  Hufbandry,  Diligence,  and  heavenly  Benedio 
c<  tions  have  their  Influence  in  it.  But  this  I  mult 
Cc  needs  fay,  that  if  the  real  Intereft  of  my  Lords 
<c  moved  you  to  lend  them  this  Sum,  you  would 

have  been  fully  fatisfied  with  the  Payment  of 
<c  Intereft  either  in  Cafli  or  in  Grains,  having  the 
*6  Writings  in  your  Hands,  which,  if  thought 
Cc  proper,  could  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Au- 
<c  lie  Council  of  the  Empire,  and  you  would 

have  taken  no  PofTeffion  of  thefe  mortgaged 

Lands.  If  you  maturely  confider  it,  you  will 
Cc  find  the  Sources  of  all  Differences  in  the  Con- 
'c  trafts,  and  thence  you'll  fee  that  they  began  in 
6<  the  Time  of  Counfellor  'Nitfchman^  who  for  all 

the  Pains  he  took,  could  not  entirely  quench 
<c  them.  All  this  I  can  prove  whenever  it  is  re- 
c<  quired,  and  I  believe  they  never  will  ceafe  til! 
*c  thefe  Contracts  are  void.  Mr.  Beuning  is  not 
c'  to  be  blamed  that  he  went  upon  a  fure  foot- 
cc  ing,  and  that  he  does  fo  ftill;  nay  I  take  it 
cc  to  be  his  Duty.  But  who  can  deny,  that  he 
<c  could  have  had  Security  which  would  have 
"  caufed  no  Sufpicion,  and  this  Truth  hath  a 
<c  great  Influence  in  the  Affairs  of  Herrnhaag  in 
"  regard  to  their  Connexion.  The  Difference 
<c  of  fo  many  forts  of  People  that  cultivate  thefe 
"  Lands,  the  private  Intereft  of  every  one  of  them 
C(t  which  here  interferes,  the  Independence  they 
"  claim  a  Right  to,  the  Confufion  which  fo 
"  often  arifes  from  this  Pretenfion,  their  Habi- 
u  tation  amongft  the  old  Subjefts,  who  hate  them, 
"  feeing  that  they  only  pay  the  Taxes  ;  this  I  fay 
*c  are  the  Rocks,  whereon  the  Harmony  and  Con- 
"  cord  are  ftaved  to  Pieces.  Herrnhaag  by  itfelf 
"  would  not  caufe  fo  much  Trouble  (10).  To

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"  this  Place  my  Lord  hath  granted  Privileges, 
"  and  it  ftill  enjoys  the  fame;  notwithftanding 
"  he  did  not  imagine  this  Town  would  ever  be- 
«  come  a  place  of  any  Importance.  Prudence 
"  requires  now,  to  prevent  the  Ruin  of  the  old 
"  Subjefts  which  this  new  Town  threatens.  This 
&c  is  the  Reafon  of  the  two  Letters,  which  you 
"  think  too  harlhly  written.  It  ftands  to  Reafon 
cc  that  the  Sovereign  mult  take  more  Care  for  the 
<€  Prefervation  of  his  old  Subjects,  whereupon  his 
«€  Revenues  do  depend,  than  for  new  ones  which 
<c  yield  him  hardly  any  Profit.  If  Herrnhaag 
"  payed  alike  with  other  Towns,  its  Inhabitants 
"  would  be  permitted  to  gain  as  much  as  other 
?*  Subje&s  do.  But  to  enjoy  all  Liberties,  in  a 
€C  Place  that  daily  grows  more  populous,  and  to 
€c  leave  the  Sovereign  nothing  but  the  Shadow  of 
"  Sovereignty,  without  Profit,  are  molt  incom- 
«e  patible  Things.53 
Count  Zinzendorf  declared,  the  n  th  of  Feb, 
ce  I  for  my  part  agree  to  all  that  you  fay  (i  i), 
"  but  no  fooner  come  Matters  to  be  adjufled, 
"  but  the  other  Party  hath  fo  many  Objections* 
"  that  it  is  very  hard  to  anfwer  them,  and  then  it 
cc  is  faid,  what  hath  been  written,  is  written,  elfe 
*c  there  could  be  no  Dealings  in  this  World.  I 
cc  opened  my  Mind  to  your  Lord  in  regard  to 
€C  the  Affairs  of  Meerholtz,  and  he  will,  I  doubt 
*c  not,  tell  you  of  it.  I  hope  that  after  two  or 
<c  three  Years  time  there  will  be  no  more  ufe 
^  made  of  the  Word  But,  if  you  only  deal  with 
6€  me  from  the  bottom  of  your  Heart,  except 
when  that  invincible  Error,  we  are  but  human 
cc  Creatures  (Homines  fwnus)  Ihould  occafion  it."

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The  fame  Nobleman  gave  a  Defcnption  of  him- 
felf  in  a  Letter  to  the  Sovereign,  the  ioth  of  Feb. 
faying, 

44  If  ever  you  have  been  pleafed  to  take  me  for 
44  an  honeft  Man,  you'll  receive  this  Letter  as 
44  it  is,  and  wont  think  me  able  to  debafe  my- 
44  felf  fo  far  at  any  time,  that  I  ihould  make  ufe 
44  of  Metaphors  to  hide  my  Sentiments  (12). 

44  Thefe  and  all  my  ExprefTions  you  may  believe 
44  to  be  always  the  belt  that  I  know  of,  to  declare 
44  my  Mind.  If  I  do  not  this  as  it  ought  to  be, 
44  it  is  not  the  fault  of  my  good  Will,  but  it  hap- 
44  pens  becaufe  I  cannot  do  it.  Nobody  is  under 
*4  more  Concern  than  I,  if  my  Friends  cannot  un- 
44  derftand  me.  For  I  never  have  dealt  with  In- 
44  trigues,  but  have  learn'd  to  maintain  the  Ways 
44  of  our  Lord,  that  are  fo  full  of  his  Love  to- 
44  wards  ,  me,  and  in  which  he  leads  me,  by  a 
44  Method  which  is  not  common,  and  therefore 
44  is  often  for  a  while  mifiiked,  but  hath  at  laffc 
44  always  been  found  to  be  very  true  and  fimple. 
44  This  fome  take  to  be  the  moft  refined  Politicks, 
44  not  knowing  that  divers  Methods  may  produce 
44  the  fame  E fifed.  My  Character,  which  I  by  the 
44  Grace  of  the  Lord  have  fhewn  wherever  I  have 
44  been  is,  that  I  am  open-hearted,  compafTionate, 
44  reafonable,  and  eafy  to  deal  with.  And  becaufe 
44  I  have  always,  before  the  beginning  of  any  Ne- 
44  gociations,  been  more  anxious  to  prevent  other 
44  People's  Lois  and  to  fecure  their  Gain,  than 
44  they  were  themfelves  (13),  hath  render'd  my 
44  fimple  Method  more  agreeable,  that  of  itfelfis

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"  turn,  that  I  entirely  difapprovpd  this  Negocia- 
"  tion  with  Meerholtz^  but  that  I,  out  of  Regard 
"  for  the  Love  and  Civility  I  then  met  with  from 
<c  your  Side,  would  freely  fuftain  the  Affairs  w'uk 
"  Budingen,  nor  do  any  thing  therein  by  which  I 
"  could  be  faid  to  be  the  Gainer  (16). 

He  proceeded  to  give  an  Account  of  the  Con- 
dud  of  the  Count  of  Meerholtz,  criticifes  the  fame, 
and  wanted  to  know  this  Lord's  Intention  ;  or  if 
the  fame  only  wanted  to  fatiate  himfelf  in  the 
Perfecution  of  the  Moravian  Church  :  to  which  he 
adds, 

"  This  is  of  greater  Weight.  If  Meerholtz  hz- 
"  gins  to  quarrel  with  the  fame  I  fhall  have  a  good 
"  Opportunity  to  lay  open  that  quack-fcribblingof 
"  thofe  Writers  that  have  attacked  us.  A  Prince 
"  of  the  Roman  Empire  hath  no  more  Reafon  to 
<s  ground  himfelf  upon  thefe  Writings,  than  if 
"  one  out  of  fome  Books  would  Demonftrate, 
<c  the  Cahinijis  were  not  to  be  fuffered  in  the 
"  Empire  (17)." 

At  laft  he  faid : 

"  But  dearefl;  Coufm,  I  don't  make  a  Joke  of 
"  y°ur  Difpleafure.  My  Coufins  at  Wackterftach 
"  have  not  troubled  themfelves  to  fhew  me  any 
"  Friendfhip,  and  if  I  reafon  as  a  Man  of  Senfe, 
"  I  muft  think,  that  they  at  Meerhdtz  don't  like

With 
ct  Budingen  it  Kath  not  been  fo  :  you  loved  me  as 
cc  dearly  as  I  fclid  you.  Your  late  Spoufe,  the 
c<  dear  General,  and  all  your  dear  Children  were 
tc  not  only  civil  and  benevolent,  but  quite  con- 
u  fident  with  me,  and  it  vexed  me  moft  fadly 
"  to  find  your  Love  to  be  cool  about  a  Year  ago. 

"  You  cannot  think  that  I  am  indifferent  to 
<c  you,  becaufe  I  don't  come  fo  often  to  you. 
<4  Innumerable  and  continual  Occupations,  hinder 
€C  me,  to  dine  twice  a  Week  with  Perfons  of  Qua- 
cc  lity ;  and  I  cannot  forbear  to  fhew  how  they 
<c  difturb  me  notwithftanding  all  my  Phlegm.  So 
<e  you  muft  impute  the  Fault  to  thefe.  You  for- 
6i  merly  liked  Herrnhaag^  now  it  feems  you  don't 
cc  mind  it,  or  think  the  Place  no  more  fo  profit-

"  tations  of  the  Inhabitants,  impoflible  to  eftablifh

c*  for  my  three  Houfes  this  Year  above  three  hun- 
"  dred  Guilders  ( 20). 

<c  I  have  two  Baronies  in  England,  for  one  of 
"  thefe  I  pay  yearly  no  more  Ground-Rent  than 

one  white  Rofe  ^  for  I  paid  the  reft  when  I 
"  bought  it,  and  nobody  will  trouble  me  here- 
"  after.  For  the  other,  which  contains  more  than 
"  ten  thoufand  Hufesy  I  pay  no  more  than  300 
"  or  400  Guilders.  All  fuch  Things  are,  accord- 
1C  ing  to  the  firft  Agreement,  fo  the  Alteration  in

cc  Pray  favour  me  again  with  your  Love  and 
u  Confidence,  or  tell  me  wherein  I  have  offended 
cc  you.  Tell  me  freely  how  you  like  Herrn- 
4C  haag  fhou'd  be,  and  I'll  do  any  thing  that  lies 
"  in  my  power  (21).  But  let  me  fee  once  every 
"  thing  fettled  that  I  may  not  here  only  live  in 
cc  Troubles,  enjoying  every  where  elfe  a  perfect 
"  Tranquillity.  For  it  is  impoffible  for  me  to 
<fi  ftay  here  always,  as  it  hath  pleafed  the  Lord  to 
cc  commit  twenty  Rich  Places  to  my  Care, 

The  late  Count  of  Budingen?  being  an  extraor- 
dinary mild  tempered  Perfon,  gave  for  Anfwer 
That  he  himfelf  did  not  like  any  Alteration,  as 
long  as  Experience  or  other  evident  Proofs  did  not 
perfuade  him  to  the  contrary,  and  that  he  wifh'd 
to  adjuft  their  mutual  Differences  in  an  amicable 
manner  without  any  Rigour,  as  well  thofe 
which  the  Moravians  had  with  his  Coufin  at  Mar- 

(20)  They  laid  the  Taxes  upon  the  Rooms,  and- would  net 
pay  any  Ground-Rent.

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holtz,  efpecially  thofe  that  arofe  from  their  pre- 
tended Independence.  A  Conference  was  holden 
between  Count  Zinzendorf and  Counfellor  Brauery 
who  had  plain  Power  from  the  Count  of  Meer- 
hoitz.  This  palled  with  great  Civility.  The 
fubjedt  of  it  was  the  Complaints  of  Meerholtz  in 
regard  to  Marienborn.  To  thefe  Count  Zinzendorf 
declared  himfelf  in  the  moil  reafonable  Terms, 
and  made  no  Difficulties,  not  even  upon  fuch 
Points  as  he  could  have  found  ground  for  them. 
But  to  the  Grievances  of  Budingen  he  pretended 
to  be  a  Stranger ;  and  wrote  the  13  th  of  February \ 

"  I  am  entirely  a  Stranger  to  thefe  Affairs,  and 
S4  don't  doubt  to  many  Differences.  It  is  impof- 
*c  fible  to  avoid  them,  when  Juftice  makes  two 
€C  different  Contra&s  in  the  fpace  of  fix  Years, 
ec  by  which  the  Statutes  of  the  Places  were  never 
<c  regulated,  as  I  always  undertake  to  prove (22); 
"  And  it  is  better  that  the  Sovereign  confirms  the 
"  fame  than  to  draw  them  up  by  the  way  of  a 
"  Contrad." 

By  thefe  means  he  ufed  to  Jearn  the  Count  of 
Budingen Js  real  Intention,  who  referred  himfelf  to 
his  Letter  of  the  30th  of  'January,  and  that  of  the 
9th  of  February.  This  Lord  further  declared, 
that  the  Inhabitants  of  thefe  mortgaged  Lands 
could  not  be  independent,  and  they  caufed  great 
fufpicion,  by  regulating  their  Affairs  at  Herrnbaagj 
as  well  as  in  the  Country,  in  fuch  a  manner  that 
the  Sovereign  fhould  be  deprived  of  the  Jurifdic- 
tion  in  his  own  Demefries  ;  and  that  he  could 
have  no  more  Intelligence  of  their  Affairs,  than 
what  they  fhould  like  to  give  him.  Further,  that 
it  was  very  unjuft  to  pretend  he  fhould  truft  their 
Specifications  and  nobody  had  been  fworn  into

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&ny  Office  at  Herrnhaag.  The  firft  Article  he 
wanted  to  adjuft  whilft  Mr.  Banting  was  prefent, 
and  faid,  that  if  they  intended  to  pofiefs  the  mort- 
gaged Lands  for  no  other  Purpofe,  the  Adrni- 
niftration  of  them  might  be  put  into  the  Debtors 
Hands,  and  the  Creditors  fatisfied  With  having 
the  Writings,  which,  if  required,  Ihould  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Emperor.  Pie  would  let  them  farm 
the  Revenues  of  Herrnhaag,  whereby  all  Smug* 
gling  could  be  prevented.  To  this  Count  Zin- 
%endorf  replied  :  They  wanted  a  great  deal  of 
-Grain,  Fruit,  G?<r.  for  fuch  a  Multitude  of  Peo- 
ple, and  therefore  it  was  neceffary  to  have  the  Pof- 
feffion  of  thefe  Lands. 

He  was  told  :  It  was  eafy  to  pay  the  Intereft,  and 
part  of  the  Capital,  in  fuch  Neceflaries  according 
to  a  Tax  which  Ihould  be  agreed  upon,  and  that 
it  would  be  the  fame  to  Budingento  pay  ready  Cafh 
or  this  way.  He  replied :  That  Mr.  Beuning  was 
whimfical,  and  would  perfift  in  his  Contract  for 
thirty  Years,  and  that  if  his  Coufin,  had  to  deal 
with  them  they  would  fee  that  he  was  not  a 
Merchant ;  but  that  he  had  an  honeft  Heart, 
and  that  then  there  would  no  Difficulties  to 
furrender  the  Lands  in  the  Bailiage  of  Dudel/heimr 
if  he  could  only  have  the  Pofieffion  of  Leuftadt* 
That  he  rather  Ihould  take  but  2  per  Cent,  to 
ferve  his  Coufin,  if  the  latter  would  difcharge 
him  from  the  other  Incumbrances,  and  would 
adjuft  the  Differences  with  the  Neighbours  (23).

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Thefe  Conferences  began  to  be  very  frequent  after 
Mr.  Brauer  had  made  his  Report  of  them.  Count 
Zinzendorf  did  hence  perceive  that  no  Objection 
was  made  againft  his  Perfon,  as  his  Propofals  were 
not  entirely  rejected  by  talking  about  them  pro 
and  con.  He  deiired  that  propofals  fhould  be 
made  him  in  Writing  ( 24).  This  Affair  was  then 
brought  before  the  Council :  and  the  Vote  of  this 
College  was:

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44  which' they  already  had  threatned  the  Count  of 
44  Meerholtz.  They -would  remain  in  Poffeflion  du- 
44  ring  the  fame,  and  fo  the  Evil  could  not  ceafe. 
44  Before  the  Expiration  of  the  Contrail,  it  would 
4C  be  an  Impoflibility  to  come  to  the  Poffeffion  of 
44  Leuftadti  which  Place  they  already  had  let  to 
44  one  of  their  People  upon  aLeafe  for  twenfy-two 
4  4  Years,  and  this  Perfon  was  to  have  an  Indemni- 
44  fication  in  cafe  things^Qiould  be  aiter'd.  There- 
44  fore  was  it  thought  more  proper  to  chufe  theleaft  -

44  (c)  Count  Zinzendorfs  Propofal  to  take  this 
44  Loan  upon  him  at  2  per  Cent,  if  the  Sovereignty 
64  fhould  be  granted him,could  be  the  eafier  accept- 
44  ed,  as  they  already  pretended  to  be  Independent, 
"  and  as  there  lived  no  other  Subjects  in  Letijladt

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€<  he  would  bring  to  his  Side,  fo  this  would  not 
€C  much  fignify.  Moreover  it  was  beyond  doubt 
"  that  he  in  fuch  a  long  time  would  meddle  with 
thefe  old  Subje&s,.  if  the  old  Contract  fhould 
*g  be  in  Force.  This  Contract  could  not  expire 
"  till  after  thirty  Years,  if  even  the  Interefi  fhould 
iC  be  leffened,  and  that  more  could  be  paid  than 
"  the  Populated  Part  of  the  Capital  when  they 
"fhould  farm  the  Revenues  of  Herrnhaag.  It 
44  was  thought  it  would  be  eafy  to  affign  them 
46  juft  and  Chriftian  Limits  in  their  religious  and 
c<  civil  Matters,  as  they  would  find  that  nothing 
48  ivas  done  to  them  with  any  felfifh  Views,  as  all 
v€  Sufpicion  of  gaining  any  by  them  would  ceafe 
46  entirely.  Such  a  Liberty  of  Confcience  could 
"  then  be  granted  them  as  would  agree  with  the 
44  Will  of  our  Lord,  and  all  honeft  Sentiments* 
<c  A  godly  honeft  impartial  Perfon  could  then  be 
"  put  at  the  head  of  their  Community,  without 
whofe  Prefence  they  Ihould  not  hold  any  Con- 
*c  gregations,  nor  treat  about  any  religious  or  civil 
<c  Matter.  By  this  their  real  Mind  would  be 
4C  fooner  difcover'd,  and,  if  found  without  any 
<fi  Peril,  they  might  enjoy  Peace  and  Quietnefs." 

Propofals  agreeably  to  this  Opinion  were  de- 
livered to  Count  Zinzendorfi  with  the  annexed 
Condition,  that  it  was  agreed,  he  fhould  become 
the  only  Creditor  according  to  his  Offers,  and 
fhould  have  the  PofTeffion  of  Leujiadt  if  he  would 
return  the  other  Lands  and  Farms,  and  that  the 
Affairs  of  Herrnhaag  fhould  be  afterwards  regu- 
lated* This  Declaration  was  made  the  8th  of 
March  j  747.  He  gave  to  this  a  fhort  Anfwer,  the 
§th  of  March,  faying : 

"  You  may  be  fure  the  Count  of  Budingen  hath 
fV  not  to  deal  with  me  as  with  a  Merchant,  but  as 
"  with  a  Friend.  I  don't  care  if  I  Iqfe  by  him 
"  fome  thoufands,  evenfliould  it  be  tea  or  twelve 

^  thoufand 
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tC  thoufand  Guilders.  Lofe  I  muft,  fo  I  muft 
<c  only  ftrive  to  make  my  Lofs  as  inconfiderable 
cC  as  can  be.  For  I  reckon  it  part  of  my  worldly 
cC  Duties  to  do  at  this  Conjuncture  any  thing  that 
<c  tends  to  your  Mailer's 'Profit." 

After  thefe  Affairs  refted  for  awhile,  fo  that 
the  new  Counfellors  at  Budingen,  gained  time  to 
fee  a  little  more  of  the  Moravian  Conftitutions, 
and  to  look  over  the  Records  and  printed  Rela- 
tions about  them ;  from  which  they  learned  the 
whole  Proceedings  of  this  People. 

Towards  the  end  of  April,  Mr.  Brauer  fpoke 
with  Count  Zinzendorf^  who  declared,  that  fome 
body  ffiould  farm  the  Revenues  at  Hermhaag* 
and  he  would  bring  a  Printing- Office  to  that 
Town,  for  which  he  alfo  would  pay  a  confider- 
able  Tax.  But  he  did  not  explain  himfelf  about 
the  Premifes  Mr.  Beuning  had  in  Poffeffion,  and 
which  they  wanted  to  be  independent.  The  Sove- 
reign wanted  nothing  more  than  to  get  rid  of  the 
Obligation  this  Contraft  had  brought  him  under 
for  thirty  Years.  Counfellor  Brauer  made  there- 
fore the  following  Declaration  the  iftof  May. 

"  I  have  not  fail'd  to  make  the  Report  foon 
"  after  ray  Return  of  what  your  Honour  hath 
"  been  pleafed  to  tell  me  about  the  farming  the 
"  Revenues  at  Herrnhaag,  as  well  as  of  your  In  - 
"  tention  to  bring  a  Printing- Office  thither.  But 
"  neither  my  Mafter  nor  the  General  have  yet  pofi- 
"  tively  refolved  upon  this.  They  am wered  only, 
u  They  expefted  firft  your  Anfwer  to  their  Propo- 
"  fals  and  they  Ihould  declare  themfelves  about  it. 

This  Declaration  was  drawn  up  according  to 
the  Opinion  givei>  by  the  Council,  wherein  this 
Printing-Office  was  thought  to  be  a  dangerous 
Matter,  as  their  Syftem  was  not  yet  rightly 
underftood;'  and  as  many  learned  Writers  feemed 
to  prove  out  of  the  Scripture,  that  the  Mora- 
E  4  vians 
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mans  were  guilty  of  many  Errors,  Schifm  and  Dif- 
fidence from  all  the  three  Religions  that  are  to  be 
fuffered  in  the  Empire.  Budingen  would  there- 
fore become  part  of  thefe  Offences  and  help  them 
to  propogate  their  falfe  Doctrines,  if  fuch  a  Privi- 
lege fhould*  be  granted  them.  And  if,  neverthe- 
lefs,  the  fame  fhould  be  conferred  upon  them,  this 
Condition  was  to  be  annexed,  that  nothing  fhould 
be  printed  there  relating  to  religious  or  civil  Mat- 
ters, that  had  not  before  pafl:  the  Cenfurers  Hands. 
But  things  came  not  fo  far  that  it  fhould  have 
been  necelTary  to  confult  under  what  Conditions 
this  Article  could  be  granted  them  :  for  Count 
Zinzendorf  anfwer'd  in  a  general  Declaration  ; 

"  I  wonder  at  what  you  fay  about  the  Printing- 
"  Office,  I  never  did  want  any  Gonceflion  for  it, 
f*  and  think  I  have  no  Occafion  for  it,  for  all 
cc  things  that  belong  to  me  muft  enjoy  the  fame 
66  Privileges  which  I  have  inthofe  Places  where  I 
*&  am  (25).  The  General  hath  as  far  as  I  know 
"  no  Coregent,  and  I  do  not  intend  to  be  forced 
"  to  fuch  things  as  to  do  that  good-natur'd  Ac- 
46  tion  to  put  them  again  in  the  Pofleffion  of  the 
44  mortgaged  Lands  (26). 

44  I  have 

(25)  Hence  you  may  fee  how  far  Count  Zinzendorf  ex- 
tends his  Bufmefs.  He  thought  the  Count  of  Budingen  would 
give  the  Concemon  for  the  Printing-Office  if  there  was  paid 
for  the  fame  the  yearly  Revenue  of  150  Guilders.  But  when 
he  found  that  this  would  not  do,  he  began  to  confider  the 
keeping  of  this  Office  as  a  Privilege  granted  already,  for  which 
he  had  no  Occafion  to  afk  for  any  Permiffion. 

(26)  Count  Zinzendorf  was  of  the  fame  Mind  with  Mr. 
Brauer^  about  the  Pofteffion  of  thefe  mortgaged  Lands ;  for  this 
he  declared  in  a  Letter  to  this  Gentleman  which  we  have  re- 
cited in  this  Paragraph.  By  this  he  induced  the  Sovereign  to 
agree  that  he  mould  become  the  fole  Creditor.  No  fooner 
did  Count  Z/;?z^^r/*underrtand  that  the  Count  of  Budingen 
made  no  Objection  again!!  the  Propofal,  but  he  appeared  as  a 
Mediator,  having  all  the  while  the  Inftrument  of  Mr.  Beun- 
ings  Cefllon  in  his  Pocket.  See  Sect.  12.  Note  4.    This  was 
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<c  I  have  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  thefe  Pre- 
c  miles,  and  I'll  return  Mr.  Beuning  the  Con- 
«  trad  I  made  with  him,  if  you  require  it,  to 
6  make  your  Negociation  quite  free  (27).  I  won't 
c  farm  '  Herrnhaag,  I  fliall  not  ftay  long  there* 
<  and  perhaps  fliall  not  fee  the  Place  for  fome 
4  Years.    I  have  taken  fo  much  Bufinefs  upon 
c  me  in  Silefm,  Holland,  and  England,  that  I  lhall 
«  have  no  time  to  ftay  here.    All  my  Propofals 
<c  were  made  with  the  Intention  to  double  my 
"  Coufin's  Revenues  at  Herrnhaag  by  an  eafy  me- 
"  thod,  and  this  fo  much  more,  as  I  know  that 
"  thefe  will  leffen  by  the  fame  degrees  as  the 
«  Number  of  Inhabitants  will  do  (28).  I  fpoke 
"  to  you  about  the  Printing-Office,  as  I  had 
44  done  with  the  late  Counfellor  Meyerboff,  only 
44  to   fatisfy  Mr.  Stors,  for  I  do  not  like  to 
44  hurt  a  Child;  much  more  to  wrong  one  of 
44  his  Rights.    But  I   never  took  it  to  be  a 
44  Conceffion,  when  I  was  invited  to  bring  the 
44  faid  Office  hither,  which  hath  been  done  four 
44  or  five  X*mes  (29)- 

4C  This  Office  belongs  to  the  Synod  of  the 
44  Moravian  Church,  and  ought  to  be  wherever 

fo  rude  an  Anfwer,  that  it  gave  Sufpicion,  that  he  intended 
fomething  elfe  than  to  deliver  up  the  Farms,  and  to  be  con- 
tented with  the  Writings  and  the  Poffeffion  of  Leuftadt. 

(27)  In  the  mean  Time  that  he  allured  Budingen  would 
find  he  had  not  to  deal  with  a  Merchant,  he  was  about  bring- 
ing the  Mortgage  into  his  own  Hands.  See  Seel:.  12.  Note  4. 

(28}  Count  Zitrzendorfs  Behaviour  was  fo  civil  only  to 
make  himfelf  Creditor  to  the  Houfe  of  Budingen. 

(29)  What  he  tells  here  about  an  Invitation  given  him  is  a 
notorious  Falfity.  For  his  own  Letters  are  at  hand,  in  which 
he  deiired  to  have  the  Conceffion  for  the  Printing-office  after 
the  Houfe  of  Meerholi%  had  forbidden  the  fame  to  be  kept  at 
Marienhom,  in  the  Year  1744  and  45,  which  Orders  they  did 
not  obey.  Nor  would  he  in  the  Year  1 747,  when  he  wanted  to 
bring  this  Office  to  Budingen,  have  offered  the  yearly  Payment 
of  150  Guilders  for  the  fame  if  he  had  thought  himfelf  autho- 
rized to  keep  it  there, 

*  that 
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*-  that  »>  fc>r  it  is  under  its  Cenfure,  and  works 
"  only  for  the  Community.    It  was  therefore  an 
"  ca,y  matter  to  allure  Mr.  Stors,  that  the  fame 
"  would  do  him  no  Prejudice,  as  there  would  be 
"  no  Book  printed  therein,  that  had  been  printed 
"  for  a»y  °ther  Bookfeller.    The  fame  can  alfo, 
"  aIo"g  with  the  Seminary,   be  tranfported  to 
"  another,  if  the  former  is  not   permitted  to 
"  be  here.    Becaufe  I  never  ihall,  fo  long  as 
"  1  llve  in  this  World,    ad  contrary  to  the 
«  Will  of  my  Superiors :  for  all  that,  I  think  it 
'[  b,elow  my  Condition  to  afk  for  Permiffion  of 
"  things  that  in  themfelves  are  but  juft,  but  I  fhall 
«*  always  refign  my  Will  to  theirs,  without  any 
f  regard  to  Right  or  Generofity  on  their  Part. 
"  I  promife  you  therefore  that  I  fhall  leave  my 
*?  Abode  here,  and  all  that  belongs  to  it,  at  the 
"  fartheft,  towards  next  Winter,  if  things  con- 
"  tinue  in  their  prefent  Situation. 
Mr.  Brauer  anfwered  to  this  : 
"I  lhall  make  the  Report  of  your  Letter  very 
**  foon,  but  in  more  moderate  Terms.   I'll  not 
"  throw  Oil  into  the  Flame,  your  Equity,  Love 
"  and  Efteem  for  my  Lord,  would  have  been  put 
"  beyond  all  Sufpicion  if  the  change  of  your 
*  Abode  was  not  to  be  made  fo  foon." 
Count  Zinzendorf  replied : 
"  What  1  wrote  to  you  was  not  for  you  tofhow  it, 
<{  but  to  let  you  fee  the  very  bottom  of  my  Heart. 

A  few  Weeks  after  this  he  fent  word,  that  he 
would  take  Leuftadt  in  his  Polfeffion  at  2  or  2  and 
a  half  per  Cent,  out  of  mere  Love  for  the  Sove- 
reign, if  he  could  have  the  fame  by  a  Contrad  to 
buy  it,  wherein  the  Sovereign  could  put  fome 
Claufes  regarding  a  Releafe  of  the  fame  Town, 
befides  referving  certain  Rights,  the  Maintenance 
of  which  by  Law-Suits,  hath  been  the  Ruin  of 
many.  He,  on  his  fide,  wanted  only  fuch  Privi- 
leges

leges  as  would  ferve  to  preferve  their  religions 
Railes,  and  for  to  encourage  others  to  come  and 
dwell  with  him.    To  this  he  added  : 

"  But  if  you  have  chang'd  your  Mind  about 
46  this,  as  you  have  done  with  regard  to  Herrn- 
"  haagy  it  is  a  thing  indifferent  to  me;  more 
"  efpecially  as  I  am  certain  I  fliall  have  no  Pro- 
44  fit,  but  lofe  by  it,  and  as  my  Views  are  only 
44  to  make  you  rejoice,  and  to  render  your  Ser- 
"  vices  fruitful  and  memorable  to  the  Houfe  of 
"  Ifenhurgb  (30) 

This  Letter  gave  no  Satisfaction  to  Mr.  Brauer  *r 
who  anfwered  he  had  not  yet  made  the  Report  of 
the  Count's  two  laft  Letters,  for  he  was  fare  this 
would  have  given  the  Sovereign  a  worfe  Opinion 
of  fever al  things,  and  that  his  Lord  had  taken 
no  further  Notice  of  thefe  Affairs. 
To  this  Count  Zinzendorf  anfwered :  • 
"  I  don't  fend  you  Letters  to  make  a  Re- 
44  port  of  them,  but  to  give  you  private  Notice. 
«  I  don't  know  what  Ideas  your  Prince  can  have 
"  that  could  be  ftill  worfe.    I  abfolutely  want 
«  him  to  truft  me,  or  elfe  Til  drop  the  Matter  en- 

{30)  This  fhould  feparate  the  Count  oiBudingen  for  to  make 
him  not  take  care  of  the  Means  ufed  by  them  to  become  Pro- 
prietors of  the  Sovereign's  Demefnes,  and  for  that  Reafon 
Count  Zimxndorf  wanted  to  have  an  Accefs  to  the  Archieves  of 
Budingen,  to  which  purpofe  he  afeed  the  Counfellor  of  the 
Regency  then  being,  June  21,  1743. 

«  Could  not  a  little  Cheft,  with  ftrong  Locks,  find  room 
«<  in  the  Archieves  of  Budingen,  which  might  be  marked  thaf 
"  it  might  be  found  again  a  hundred  Years  hence,  without 
«<  reflecting  upon  the  fame  ?  And  would  you  be  fo  kind  as  to

laS  he  pretend  to  have  acquired  of  the  Baron  Schrautenbach. 
But  he  repeated  his  good  Intention  for  to  obtain  Leuftadt, 
when  he  found  that  all  thefe  Offerings  were  rejected  :  and 
wrote  therefore  to  Mr.  Brauer,  Jan.  27,  ,748,  thus  : 

In  the  mean  Time  that  I  would  difengage  my  dear  Cou- 
«  fin  of  the  Mortgage  to  Mr.  Beuning,  and  that  you  dif- 
anulled  my  Plan  of  exchanging  for  Lindheim,  the 

former  of  which  you  could  make  no  Profit,  but  which  was 
of  equal  Value  to  me  with  Lindheim,  notwithftanding  that 
Leuftadt  is  of  more  Importance.  I  opened  Negotiations  with 
others  and  always  was  left  in  the  Lurch,  fo  that  I  neeo-

Cellionof  that  fine  Town  of  Trebus  in  Upper-L^>z  to 
the  Baron  of  Schrautenbach,  to  no  purpofe,  for  I  never  have 
heard  any  thing  of  the  Matter,  and  am  not  ufed  to  make 
any  offers  in  a  Hurry."  j  verjr 
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But  the  danger  in  which  the  Sovereign  was  en- 
tangled, was  already  too  well  known,  and  it  ap- 
peared from  former  Negociations,  that  things 

did 

«  I  very  well  know  that  you  may  give  a  flight  Anfwer,  by 

afldng  me,  who  obliged  you  to  be  fo  ferviceable  ?  and 
M  it  would  be  a  hard  matter  to  anfwer  this  Queftion  ;  for 
"  it  is  a  true  Obfervation  of  the  Italians,  that  there  are  cer- 
€S  tain  Moments  which  one  ought  to  take  care  of.  This  every 
r<  body  knows ;  but  he  that  does  not  mind  the  Profit  of  his 
"  Neighbours,  without  his  private  Intereft,  can't  have  an  Idea 
€<  of  fuch  free  Services.  Thefe  I  perform.  I  had  no  other 
*'  Reafon  to  offer  in  writing  to  take  the  Mortgage  in  hand, 
"  to  the  good  of  the  Houfe  of  Budingen,  to  give  the  Poffeffion 

of  the  fame  again  into  the  Sovereign's  hands,  but  that  I 
"  had  Money  ready  for  this  purpofe.  Nor  had  I  any  other 
"  Reafon  for  to  exchange  Leuftadt  for  Lindheim,  but  that  I 
<c  did  not  want  fo  large  a  Commodity  for  the  boarding  of 
"  Children,  whereto  I  could  not  make  any  ufe  of  an  a£ti<vc 
"  Jurifdi&ion.  For  I  have  given  away  more  than  one  thou- 
"  fand  of  Subjects,  without  having  any  Money  for  them, 
"  only  to  make  me  free  of  the  Embar ailment  in  an  eafy  way 
£  to  the  fame,  but  never  did  I  ftrive  to  increafe  the  Num- 
"  ber  of  them. 

"  My  Seat  in  Lauffnitz  will  meet  with  the  fame  Fate  as 
<c  that  of  the  Caftle,  <vtz.  to  be  a  Nurfery  for  young  Chil- 
'«  dren,  as  I  have  had  no  Anfwer  to  my  kind  offer  about  ex- 
"  changing  Leuftadt  for  Lindheim,  which  laft  I  have  given 
*'  back  to  the  Baron  of  Schrautenbach,  after  he  had  ordered 
"  the  fame  to  me ;  for  I  juft  now  underftand  that  Herman  (who 
"  farmed  Leuftadt  (hath  fo  an  inviolable  Right  and  Title  to 
"  the  former  Town,  and  you  have  rejected  my  kind  Offers, 
"  which  you'  feem'd  to  like  firit  But  I  <wo?it  refufe  to  Jerque 
"  you  for  all  that,  if 'you  ever  fiould  chufe  to  make  fuch  a  "Change 
"  "without  that  1 'Jhould  be  the  Gainer  by  it,  for  the  Recefs  of 
"  the  Admin  iftration  given  in  the  Year,  1744,  authorizes 
"  me  hereto.'* 

Reafon  tells  every  body  that  Count  Zinzendorf  wanted  to 
become  a  Sovereign  in  thefe  Territories.  Mr.  Beuning's  Let* 
ter  to  his  Adminiftrator  Sh&ckard,  written  in  July,  1747,  a 
Month  after  Budingen  had  obliged  the  Inhabitants  to  do  Ho- 
mage, whereby  Count  Xinzendorf  's  Views  were  fruftrated, 
will  rerve  as  a  further  proof  of  this : 

"  I  can't  fay  that  I  did  every  thing  with  the  Confent  of 
"  my  Heart,  and  I  forefaw  the  prefent  Accidents.  Perhaps 
"  it  is  good  that  fuch  Things  happen  in  the  Beginning,  and, 

N.B 
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did  gr6%v  always  worfe  by  ufing  thefe  Means, 
This  brought  the  Sovereign  to  the  .Refolution  to 
avoid  thefe  by  the  fureft  Method,  The  Difputes 
began  about  Beuning's  Pretention  to  the  Indepen- 
dence  of  ali  the  Inhabitants  of  thefe  mortgaged 
Lands,  and  to  a  Jurifdiftion  which  he  himfelf 
would  adminilter  during  the  Contraft.  All  thefe 
were  Strangers,  not  one  of  them  had  done  Ho- 
mage, and  therefore  the  Council  at  Budingen  gave 
the  following  Opinion  : 

4C  All  the  Revenues  had  hitherto  been  left  in 
€C  the  Creditors  hands  without  dedudling  one 
56  Farthing.    That  it  was  but  juft  he  fhould  pay 

6C  N.  B.  for  to  tell  the  Truth,  it  was  but  an  Effay  if  Matters 
*t  would  go  on  fo  or  not,  and  nothing  elfe.  I  wifh  only  that  if 
tf£  we  were  to  go  on  upon  the  old  footing,  they  would  order 

things  fo  that  at  kit.  there  would  be  nothing  fpoiFd.  I 
ce  never  defpifed  the  Counc.il,  but  I  could  do  no  othcrwife,  and 
"  I  find  myfelf  well  enough  by  making  ufe  of  the  fame,  and 
"  it  is  certainly  better  to  be  obedient  than  to  act  ftubborn." 

This  blind  Obedience  caufed  Mr.  Beiming  to  write  to  tKe- 
Sovereign  of  Budingen,  February  1$,  3748,. 

"  It  was  to  be  wifhed  that  dear  Count  Xinzendorf  would 
f*  follow  the  Advice  of  his  Friends,  for  ufmg  the  common' 
ce  Ways  in  temporal  Affairs.  People  would,  return  him  then 
«c  more  Thanks,  and  he  would  not  expole  his  Inclination  for 
"  to  ferve  any  body  in  worldly  Affairs,  to  fo  many  kdpicicus 
"  and  finiiler  Interpretations.  But,  if  you  will-ever  believe 
xc  me,  I  take  the  Liberty  to  afmre  you  that  Count  Zinzen* 
"  dorf,  according  to  his  own  domeitk  Affairs,  which  I  know 
"  perfectly  well,  cannot  meddle  with  my  Affairs,  I  have  with 
"  Meerhvltz,  or  Budingen,  without  hurting  himfelf  very  much, 
*c  and  ail  that  he  has  done  were  the  effe&s  of  his  Love  to- 
"  wards  you. 

If  you  confront  this  with  Mr.  Beuning's  Letter  to  his  Ad- 
miniftrator,  (Seel.  12.  Rote  4.)  you  will  fee  that  they  are  un- 
der an  abfolute  Obligation  to  write  as  they  are  ordered.  And 
Count  Zinzendorf 'wrote  to  Mr.  Brauer,  June  30,  1747. 

"  I  afk  the  Favour  of  you  to  tell  me  once  the  Reafons 
iC  that  made  you  think  I  wanted  to  make  a  Property  of  the 
<£  Farms,  even  if  you  fhould  do  it  a  Year  hence.  For  I  call 
t(  the  Saviour  to  witnefs,  that  I  never  intended  it,  nor  do  not 
"  know  what  I  fhould  do  it  for3  and  that  whofoever  makes  you 
"  believe  fo  is  a  Deceiver™ 

himfelf 
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€C  himfelf  in  this  manner  the  Intcreft  and  part  of 
"  the  Capital,  but  his  being  Independent  was  not 
"  neceffary  to  this,  much  lefs  that  he  lhould  exert 
<c  a  Jurifdi&ion  over  the  Inhabitants  of  thefePre- 
M  mifes,  and  fuch  as  fliould  have  any  Complaints 
"  againft  them.  It  was  agreed,  that  it  would 
w  be  good>  that  the  Inhabitants  that  had  done 
"  no  Homage  fliould  do  the  fame,  whereby  their 
"  giving  the  Hands  lhould,  to  fhew  them  ftill 
€C  more  Mildnefs,  ferve  infteadofan  Oath.  That 
"  Mr.  Beuning's  Adminiftration  fliould  be  con- 
"  firmed,  if  they  had  thus  acknowledged  th«* 
T  Sovereign,  tho'  with  this  Condition,  that  the 
"  Lands  lhould  never  come  into  Count  Zinzen- 
<c  dorfs  Hands,  who  had  began  to  meddle  with 
"  them,  and  that  none  of  them  lhould  pay  any 
**  Refpecl  to  this  Nobleman's  Order,  nor  lhould 
u  they  give  their  Confent  to  any  CeffionofMr. 
"  Beuningy  in  favour  of  the  faid  Count.55 

The  Regency  added  this  laft  Claule,  becaufe  it 
was  known,  (Vide  Sed.  1 2 .  Note  4. )  that  in  the  very 
beginning  the  Moravians  had  done  all  they  could 
to  bring  this  Mortgage  into  Count  Zinzendorfs, 
Hands,  that  the  real  Creditor  Mr.  Beuning  {h-ould 
only  lend  his  Name  to  deal  with  the  Counts  of 
Ifenburgh  upon  more  eafy  Terms  ;  that  an  Inftru- 
ment  for  fuch  a  Ceffipn  had  been  drawn  up  al- 
ready, which  Count  Zinzendorf  would  not  put  in 
Execution,  in  order  to  obtain  under  various  pre- 
texts, the  Confent  of  the  Counts  of  Ifenburgh y  for 
which  laft  Reafon  all  Negociations  had  been  broke 
off. 

The  Sovereign  approved  and  confirmed  this 
Opinion,  and  brought  the  fame  fo  far  in  Execu- 
tion that  the  Inhabitants  were  obliged  to  do  Ho- 
mage on  the  above-mention'd  Conditions,  Anno 
1747,  to  which  they  agreed.  Mr.  Shukard,  Beun* 
pf's  Adminiftrator  made  firft  fome  Scruples,  but 

he 
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he  conform'd  with  the  reft,  after  he  had  been 
told  that  the  Adminiftration  Ihould  remain  the 
fame,  and  he  could  not  be  1  offered  to  live  here  if 
ht  would  not  do  Homage  like  others.  Notice 
hereof  was  given  to  Mr.  Beuning  and  to  Count 
Zinzendarfy  who  were  told  that  this  had  been  done 
for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Sovereignty,  and  for 
the  eafy  removal  of  all  future  Dilputes.  That 
here  was  no  Intention  to  take  the  Security  from 
the  Creditor  or  to  alter  the  Adminiftration,  nor 
to  bring  his  Capital,  the  Intereft  and  part  of  the 
fame,  what  he  had  received,  into  any  Danger  fo 
that  he  could  adminifter  thefe  Lands  and  pay 
himfelf  as  he  had  hitherto  done,  and  that  his 
Security  was  rendered  herewith  more  folid,  as 
Juftice  would  be  adminifter'd,  only  it  had  not  been 
thought  proper  to  let  thefe  Villages  go  into  the 
Hands  of  Count  Zinzendorf  or  the  Moravians  (32). 

Mr.  Beuning  anfwer'd  by  thanking  the  Sove- 
reign for  the  Grace,  Love  and  Efteem  that  he 
fhew'd  for  his  Perfon.  He  affured  that  he  looked 
upon  him  not  only  as  a  particular  Friend,  but  as 
upon  a  Father  -y  and  that  it  vexed  him  that  he  could 
not  have  had  the  honour  to  pay  him  his  Refpedts 
when  he  the  Year  before  had  been  at  Herrnhaag 
(33).  This  moft  obliging  Letter  was  written  be- 
caufe  he  could  not  confult  with  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf ox  the  Moravians.  For  as  it  was  known  how 
far  their  Obedience  obliges  them,  Mr.  Beuning  had 
the  above  Notice  given  him  the  1 6th  of  June, 
and  the  Homage  was  done  not  before  the  23d, 
and  fo  was  his  Letter  of  the  1 7th  fooner  written 
than  they  could  tell  him  what  he  Ihould  anfwer. 

(32)  This  was  the  moft  fureft  Method  for  fecuring  tfie 
Rights  of  the  Sovereign,  whom  everybody  would  have  blamed 
if  he  had  let  Count  Zinzendorf  do  as  he  Ihould  pleafe.

16,  will  fheW 
how  they  turned  every  thing  otherways ;  we  ob- 
ferve  only  that  the  Moravians  were  not  fo  well 
pleafed  with  it.  Count  Zinzendorf  anfwered  the 
123  d  of  June. 

"  I  have  no  Reafpn  to  mate  any  Remarks  up- 
<c  on  what  you  give  me  Notice  of  after  that  the 
<c  thing  was  done,  as  you  ipfo  faHo  difannul  the 
<c  'plain  Power  I  had,  and  as  Mr.  Beuntng  can

ct  As  for  the  innumerable  Vexations  and  Com- 
"  plaints  of  your  Subjects  againft  us,  I  am  very 
<c  forry  that  I  cannot  redrefs  the  fame  at  once, 
<c  and  I  hope  to  remedy  this  in  Regard  to  our 
cc  perfonal  Connexion  with  them,  for  this  is  not 
"  a  Place  of  Reft  for  us.  It  is  impoffible  for  me 
<c  to  tranfport  the  Town  of  Herrnhaag^  and  I 
ci  think  there  live  your  befl  and  moil  godly  Sub* 
<c  jedts.  All  accidental  Connexion  with  us  that 
c<  difturbs  you  and  your  Subjects  fo  very  often, 
<c  may  be  prevented,  if  you  would  return  the 
cc  Loan  in  a  couple  of  Years  %  give  Notice  of  this

*f  do  any  fuch  thing,  or  trouble  him  unlawfully. 
"  Nothing  elfe  can  he  expeft  of  me  for  his  Cre- 
"  ditors.    For  no  Judicature  of  the  Empire  can 
ec  oblige  me  to  have  Inhabitants  in  my  Territo- 
"  ries  which  will  not  be  my  Subjefts,  nor  will 
f<  the  fame  blame  me  that  I  have  obliged  the  Ad- 
"  miniftrator  of  thefe  mortgaged  Lands  to  do 
"  Homage  to  me  like  the  reft  of  my  other  Sub- 
"  jefts.    That  I  myfelf  take  Care  of  the  Admi-

«  Still  you  know  that  this  is  contrary  to  the  Laws 
ci  of  the  Empire,  and  that  even  a  Sovereign  him- 
"  felf  is  not  at  Liberty  to  grant  a  Conceffion  for 
"  the  fame  without  feme  Reftriftion.    Nor  can 
"  I  grant  any  Conceffion  for  this  Office,  as  I  am 
"  not  yet  convinced  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Herat- 
"  haag  are  my  moft  godly  Subjects,   which  I 
"  could  prove,  if  I  ftiould  chufe  to  depute  a 
u  Commiffion  to  enquire  into  my  Complaints,  cr 
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"  to  put  another  Juftice  to  your  common  Tuflice" 
whom  I  know  perfectly  well.  ' 

The  Unitas  Fratrum  fent  the  following  Day  this 
Letter :  1

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It  was  thought  not  worth  the  while  to  anfwer  this 
Letter,  as  the  Sovereign  had  never  granted  thefe 
Dignities  which  they  here  appropriated  to  them- 
ielves ;  and  as  the  Colleges,  of  which  they  ftiled 
themfelves  Members,  had  never  been  authorized 
by  the  fame.  Therefore  did  the  Regency  only 
notify  to  them,  that  their  Letter  had  come  fafe  to 
Hand,  and  learnt  by  it  that  the  Intention  of  this 
Loan  had  been  to  make  this  Mortgage  a  Property 
of  the  Moravians,  or  to  make  them  at  leaft  Ad- 
miniftrators  of  the  fame,  and  to  obtain  fiich  an  In- 
dies himfelf  here  General  Dean,  is  the  fame  Perfon  that  unred 
Mr.  Beiming  to  make  his  Pretenfions  over  to  the  Countefs  of 
Xinzendorf:  The  fame  Man  wrote  to  the  Adminifirator, 
Schukard,  the  17th  of  June  1746. 

Thou  halt  nothing  to  do  but  to  bring  every  thin  a-  in

For  he  had  underilood  that  the  Pvegency  of  Budingen  be- 
gan to  fee  that  they  gave  6  01-7  per  Cent.  Intereft  for  the 
Loan,  and  was  afraid  there  mould  be-  any  Enquiry  made  in- 
to  the  Matter.  The  fame  Perfon  after  finding  that  Mr. 
Schukard 'w^s  not  willing  to  agree  with  his  Propofals,  wrote 
to  the  fame  the  19th  of  July,  1746.

«  any  where  in  Ifenburgh,  and  that  all  the  Nego- 
"  ciations  with  your  Houfe,  have  no  other  Influ- 
"  erice  in  mine  or  my  People's  Affairs,  than  what 
cc  the  fame  have  after  the  Agreements  made,  that  is, 
«  that  it  is  neceflary  for  any  one  to  look  over  his 
«  Properties  or  Farms.  Then  you  will  be  forry 
"  to  have  declared  a  Sufpicion  without  Reafon 
for  the  fame  (39)5  which  hath  caufed  the  Wet- 
^  ter  avians  to  defpife  and  to  hate  me  fo,  that  they 
^  won't  be  Friends  for  many  Years.  This  makes 
"  me  rather  give  way  than  to  interrupt  thereby 
€C  my  heavy  Occupations." 

The  fame  Count  wrote  to  Mr.  Brauer,  June  30.

<c  Brethren,  and  our  Inftitutions,  can't  hurry  fa 
<c  much  as  they  did  formerly  at  Pilgerruh.  They 
"  muft  therefore  afk  the  Advice  of  a  flulfiil

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u  this  fhould  be  againft  the  Meaning  of  the 
"  Contract. 

"  Be  henceforth  fo  kind  to  ask  me  before  you 
"  pafs  Sentence  upon  me,  and  don't  put  Things  to 
u  other  Peoples  Confcience  which  they  cannot 
u  know,  for  1  could  not,  out  of  true  Love  to  you, 
*<  tell  their  Intention. 

"  Be  pleafed  to  let  your  humble  Coufin  enjoy 
<c  his  Tranquillity  at  Herrnhaag  till  Mcbaelmas-daj, 
tfe  I,  on  my  Part,  fliall  do  nothing  but  what  my 
u  Office  requires  of  me,  nor  will  I  in  any  fiiapo- 
"  meddle  with  your  Rights  at  Herrnhaag,  If  it 
"  is  in  my  Power  to  give  anything,  only  tell 
kC  me,  and  I  will  give  it.  If  I  have  made  any 
"  Innovations  about  Things  that  were  not  granted, 
"  I  will  remove  them  before  I  leave  the  Place. 

"  The  Printing-Office  1  will  remove  from  thefe 
4i  Territories,  and  Mr.  Brauer  may  inform  me  of 
44  your  Pretentions  as  a  Sovereign ;  for  I  have, 
"  in  certain  Regards,  feveral  Sovereigns  at  oncef 
i6  but  I  have  not  heard  any  Objection  againft  me 

thefe  25  Years  (42)." 

All  this  quieted  the  Houfe  of  Budingen.  The 
Homage  done  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  mortgaged 
Lands,  entirely  cut  off  their  Pretences  of  "being 
independent,  and  the  Promife  made  by  them 
not  to  refpecl  any  "  Orders  of  Count  Zinzendorf  ov 
the  Moravian  Community,  made  the  Sovereign  be- 
lieve that  they  could  not  obtain  their  End  in  Re- 
gard to  thefe  Territories.  They  were  left  in  the 
Adminiftration  for  to  pay  themfelves  Intereft  and 
part  of  the  Capital,  and  continued  fo  to  the  End 

.  (42j  ftis  not  true  that  no  Obje&ion  hath  been  made  againft 
him  in  civil  Matters  for  fo  long  a  time  5  and  even  °if  it 
was  fo,  it  would  not  fufhciently  prove  that  his  political  Syitem 
was  perfectly  good.  The  Hiltory  of  the  Popilh  Government 
gives  Proofs  enough  how  powerfully  People  may  gain  their 
Ends  when  they  are  cloaked  under  the  Buckler  of 'Religion.. 
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of  this  Affair  ;  which,  not  without  the  Almigh- 
ty's Help,  happened  to  appear  in  a  very  unex- 
pected Way,  of  which  the  Sequel  of  our  Narra- 
tion will  give  an  Account, 

SECT.  XIV. 

The  firft  Intention  of  Budingen  was  to  adjuft 
the  Difputes  about  the  Mortgage,  and  regulate  the 
Taxes  at  Herrnhaag,  before  the  fame  Place  fhould 
be  reformed,  and  to  prevent  their  faying  that  every 
thing  was  done  for  the  private  Intereft  of  the  So- 
vereign. But  when  all  the  Difficulties  againft  the 
Execution  of  this  Work  were  confidered,  and  fuch 
Meafures  taken  as  we  have  told  in  the  jforeo-oin? 
Sedion,  it  was  thought  high  time  now  to  look  out 
for  the  Limits  of  Herrnbaag,  and  to  enquire  into 
the  real  Syftem  of  thefe  Moravians  in  religious  and 
civil  matters.  The  Opinion  of  the  Council  about 
this  Point  was : 

"  That  there  were  enough  true  Signs  and  dan- 
"  gerous  Articles  which  would  caufe  the  Sovereign 
6£  to  depute  an  Inquifition,  or  at  leaft  Commit- 
"  tee,  but  that  this  was  a  Matter  full  of  Diffi- 
"  culties.  Firji,  there  were  not  able  perfons 
c<  enough  to  be  found  in  thefe  Dominions  to 
"  be  Commiffioners  in  this  hard  Cafe,  and  that 
"  thofe  few  that  could  be  found  could  not  take 
"  Care  enough  of  thefe  Matters,  having  already 
"  Work  enough  upon  them.  Secondly,  the  fame 
i€  might  be  fufpe&ed  as  partial  Judges,  therefore 
ic  it  would  be  neceffary  to  chufe  one  or  feveral 
"  Members  to  this  Committee  that  had  no  Con- 
F  neftion  with  either  Party.  Thirdly,  it  was  very 
"  dubious  and  uncertain  what  would  be  finally  de- 
"  cided  by  fuch  a  Committee,  and  then  there 
"  were  but  fmall  Hopes  that  the  fame  would  fur- 
*  vey  the  foundation  h  for  that,  as  far  as  then  was 

u  known, 
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<c  known,  the  Rules  at  Herrnhaag  were  fo  often 
44  altered,  that  they  feldom  remained  the  fame 
44  for  a  Week's  time,  which  made  it  uncertain  if 
44  Things  that  now  were  found  to  be  fo,  would 
44  remain  thus  a  little  while  after.    That  they  fend 
44  fo  many  People  abroad,  and  fo  they  moft  cer- 
44  tainly  would  do  with  them  that  were  the  moft 
4'  proper  Perfons  to  be  examined,  whereby  they 
would  elude  any  Enquiry  that  could  be  mad© 
"  of  the  Offenders,  and  their  Chiefs  would  proba- 
44  bly  make  Exception  againft  their  Appearance 
"  before  fuch  a  Committee,  or  would  make  ufe 
h  of  fuch  Diffimulations,  and  give  fuch  manifold 
44  Turns  to  their  Affairs,  as  would  puzzle  the 
44  moft  fkilful  Member  of  this  College  ;  and 
44  would  be  of  greater  Effed  upon  Perfons  that 
"  had  fomething  elfe  to  take  care  of,  which  was 
44  enough    to   employ  them   continually.  The 
44  Evil  would  be  rendered  worfe,  if  this  Commit- 
44  tee  fhould  not  penetrate  to  the  bottom  of  thefe 
if  Affairs.    This  would  make  the  Moravians  pi* 
44  umph,  and  furnilh  them  an  Occafion  to  add 
44  more  Strength  to  their  Inftitution,  and  to  ex- 
44  tend  themfelves  more  and  more.    They  fhould 
4C  be  told  of  fuch  a  Committefe,  and  depute  the 
4 4  fame  only  for  to  enquire  into  thefe  Matters, 
44  without  giving  a  decifive  Power  to  the  fame  * 
«  and  to  try  by  thefe  Means  to  learn  their  real 
44  Intention:  But  that  there  were  certainly  fome; 
44  Remedies  which  would  be  more  fafe  and  better, 
"  but  only  a  little  flow  in  their  Operation.  The 
44  Sovereign  had  undoubtedly  a  Right  to  enquire 
44  into  the  Intention  of  all  Societies  in  his  Terri- 
44  tories,  and  to  make  the  moft  ftrifteft  Search 
44  of  the  Meafures  they  fhould  take,  to  find 
44  how  the  fame  was  inclined  to  the  whole  Country, 
46  in  regard  to  Religion  and  civil  Matters    and  to 
44  decide  afterwards  how  far  thefe  Societies  could  be 

44  fuffered. 
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€C  fuffered.^  That  it  was  the  Duty  of  a  Sovereign 
cc  to  do  this  as  the  Commonwealth  was  given  to 
"  his  Care,  and  that  he  was  obliged  to  ufe  the 
cc  right  Means  for  promoting  the    fame.  He 
€C  therefore  would  commit  a  Fault  if  he  did  not 
"  enquire  into  the  Meafures,  Intention,  and  Qc- 
cc  cupation  of  a  new  Society  which  daily  increafed 
<c  in  his  Dominions,  fo  that  he  might  fecure  him- 
4t  felf,  and  give  afterwards  Orders  accordingly. 
<c  That  all  this  was  the  more  to  be  obferved  in 
cc  regard  to  this  Society  of  the  Herrnhuters^  as 
€C  Hiftory  told  fo  many  Examples  of  People, 
cc  which,  by  fcreening  themfelves  under  Religion, 
"  had  fettled  in  Dominions,  and  afterwards  had 
"  caufed  the  Ruin  of  the  fame ;  and  at  Herrnhaag 
u  many  Things  had  happened  threatning  to  effect 
u  the  fame.    The  following  Method  was  therefore 
"  thought  to  be  the  belt  to  enquire  into  thefeAfFairs. 
"  A  Perfon  of  Honefty,  Integrity,  Experience, 
"  Truft,  and  Learning,  and  that  was  not  of  their 
<c  Perfuafion,   lhould  be  put  in    Authority  at 
"  Herrnhaag,    It  lhould  be  forbidden,  under  a  Pe- 
4C  nalty,  to  have  any  Meetings  by  Day  or  Night 
"  about  religious  or  civil  Matters  without  his 
<c  Prefence.    This  Perfon  lhould  have  no  Vote  in 
"  ecclefiaftical  Matters,  to  prevent  their  Com- 
^  plaints  about  having  their  Confcience  any  ways 
cc  troubled.    But  he  lhould  be  ordered  to  take 
*c  Notice  in  Writing  of  every  thing  belonging  to 
<c  their  DoArine,  Liturgy,  external  and  internal 
"  Rules,  and  to  fend  his  Obfervations  every  Week 
4C  to  the  Sovereign.    He  further  lhould  admonifli 
*€  the  Hermhuters  not  to  extend  their  Care  of  Souls 
^  to  any  other  civil  Affairs,  under  any  Pretext 
"  whatfoever;  nor  to  intend   hereby  to  make 
€£  themfelves  independent  of  the  Sovereign's  Au- 
"  thority  in  religious  Matters,  that  really  did  not 
belong  to  their  theological  Do&rine  or  the  Li- 

^  berty 
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*'  berty  of  Confcience.    That  he  Ihould  have  a 
"  Vote  in  civil  Affairs,  or  at  leaft  fo  much  Au~ 
"  thority,  that  he  mould  make  all  Deeds,  keep 
"  the  Records,  and  that  all  Tranfaclions  in  civil 
"  Matters  Ihould  be  void  if  done  without  him,  or 
"  of  which  he  had  not  taken  Notice  in  his  Proto- 
cob    No  Perfon  Ihould  be  fent  away  without 
"  his  Confent,  or  received,  except  that  the  fame 
"  was  qualified  by  the  ufual  Laws  of  thefe  Do- 
"  minions,  to  be  an  Inhabitant  thereof.  Nobody 
"  Ihould  be  married  without  his  examining  both 
"  Parties  concerned,  and  a  Certificate  of  the  Mar- 
"  riage>  of  which  he  alfo  Ihould  make  mention  in 
*'■  his  Protocol,  as  well  as  of  all  Tranfadions  be- 
"  ionging  to  the  Judicature  or  Policy,  and  to  de- 
"  cide  the  former  by  the  Laws  of  the  Empire  and 
"  thofe  of  this  County.    He  Ihould  permit  no- 
"  body  elfe  to  decide  the  fame  Matters  but  thofe 
'  who  were  made  Juftices,  and  who  had  been 
'  fworn  in  as  fuch.    Nobody  mould  be  permitted 
'  to  ftay  above  fix  Weeks  at  Herrnhaag  without 
'  becoming  an  Inhabitant,  or  without  beino-  a 
'  Servant  there  ;  who  alfo,  during  their  ftay  there, 
'  Ihould  be  the  Subjects  of  the  Sovereign  like  the 
'reft      People  of  Credit  of  thefe  Inhabitants 
'  Ihould  bechofen  for  Tutors  of  the  Fatherlefs. 
'  Accurate  Inventories  fhould  be  made  of  their 
'  Goods,  and  lawful  Care  taken  that  the  fame  are 
'  not  defrauded  out  of  them,  by  giving  them  to 
'  the  Community  or  its  Directors.    All  Bonds, 
'  PJ^gations,  Contracts  about  immoveable  Goods^ 
'  laft  Wills  and  Donations,  were  to  be  drawn  up 
'  in  the  common  Way,  or  at  leaft  to  be  con- 
'  finned  after  being  duly  examined.    A  Specifi- 
|  cation  of  all  the  Inhabitants,  rich  or  poor, 
'  fhould  be  yearly  fent  to  the  Sovereign,  attefted 
'  by  the  Perfon  that  fhould  be  appointed  their 
Prefident.  Nobody  mould  hereafter  make,  pub- 

"  lifh,

k€  lifli,  or  cftabiifh  any  new  Order  which  had  not 
*£  been  before  fent  to  the  Regency,  approved  by 
€i  the  Sovereign,  and  ill  hisT^ume  afterwards,  pub- 
*c  lilhed  and  affixed.  The  Perfon  that  fhould  be 
fc  their  Dire6tor,  ihould  be  alfo  Receiver  of  the 
4C  Sovereign's  Revenues  of  Herrnhaag  y  or  the  fame 
*6  fhould  be  lett  as  a  Farm  for  a  certain  Sum  of 
€C  Money  for  fome  time,  to  prevent  all  Difputes 
*c  as  already  had  happened  about  them,  and  that 
€S  the  fame  Perfon  could  not  be  fufpefted.  As 
<c  long  therefore  as  an  honeft  impartial  Man 
<c  Ihould  adminifter  this  Office,  their  real  Effence 
«c  would  be  known  in  civil  and  religious  Points. 

"  And  altho5  they  could  fay  that  it  was  pro- 
*Q  mifed  them  in  the  Contraft  for  their  Recep- 
*c  tion,  that  nobody  fhould  be  intruded  in  the  Unit  as 
<c  Fratrum^  and  that  it  therefore  feemed  that  fuch 
<c  a  Perfon  could  not  be  appointed.  It  was  to  be 
<c  obferved,  that,  the  fame  abfolutely  was  not  to  bes 
<c  one  of  them;  and  that  it  muft  be  thought, 
*c  that  fhould  they  allege  this  Claufe  to  hinder 
*c  the  Sovereign  from  doing  this,  that  the  Infer- 
*'  tion  of  the  fame  had  been  one  of  their  fly 
<c  Tricks,  which  was  then  not  apprehended,  and 
4C  was  not  to  balance  with  the  Commonwealth,  or 
*4  could  tend  to  nothing  elfe  but  to  make  themfelves 
"  independent,  and  to  leave  only  a  Shadow  of  So- 
"  vereignty  to  the  Prince,  whom  they  wanted  Ihould 
"  know  no  more  of  their  Affairs  than  what  they 
"  thought  fit.  It  would  moreover  be  good  to 
*c  hear  what  they  faid  to  thefe  Propofals,  for  to! 
"  get  at  leaft  a  little  more  Intelligence  of  them, 
*?  and  to  be  able  to  give  this  Perfon  fufficient  In- 
"  function,  who  fhould  live  at  Herrnhaag.  For 
"  they  certainly  would  make  great  Difficulties 
<c  about  all  this,  which  naturally  would  prove  that 
*c  there  was  fomething  in  their  Conftitution  which 
"  they  .were  obliged  to  keep  fecret,  and  which 

c 4  would 
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*c  would  not  allow  fuch  a  Director.  It  would  be 
"  advifeable  amicably  to  agree  with  them  about 
"  this  Matter,  and  to  get  a  Houfe  of  them  for 
<c  this  Gentleman's  Manfion,  otherwife  it  would 
4C  coft  a  great  deal  to  get  one  for  him,  which  by  all 
*c  manner  of  Means  fhould  be  avoided.  The  Re- 
V  venues  of  Henmhaag  were  to  be  fo  difpofed  of3 
"  that  the  fame  at  leaft  would  maintain  this  Per- 
<c  fon,  and  the  Sovereign  fliould  pay  his  Sa~ 
4t  lary. 

<c  The  Sovereign  approved  this  Opinion,  re- 
cc  folved  to  pay  the  Salary  for  fuch  a  Perfon,  and 
c<  ordered  an  ample  Detail  of  thefe  different  Points 
<c  to  be  made,  in  order  to  draw  up  afterwards  a 

Regulation.  But  the  Correfpondence  about  the 
<c  chief  Article  began  before  this  could  be  done. 
"  The  Sovereign  had  in  his  Letter,  June  ioy 
4C  Sett.  13.  made  fome  Motion  about  it,  and 
"  Count  Zinzendorf  declared  to  this,  June  29. 

"  You  will  institute  a  chief  Juftice  at  Herrn- 
"  baag  for  the  Matters  of  Law  and  fuch  as  belong 
<c  to  your  Revenues,  and  have  out  of  Regard 
<c  for  me  poftponed  yet  doing  the  fame ;  I  pray 
"  you  would  treat  me  in  another  Manner  as  I 
*'  but  newly  have  taken  my  Abode  in  this  Place, 
<c  which  has  been  built  but  eight  Years  fince. 
cc  I  fliould  have  efteemed  it  an  Honour  to  be 
<c  your  Plenipotentiary  in  this  Cafe.  Proper  Care 
4  6  would  have  been  taken  of  the  Adminiftratioa 
"  of  Juftice,  and  of  your  Intereft. 

"  It  would  be  beft  for  many  Reafons  that  a  Perfon 
cc  of  Quality  fliould  aft  as  the  Delegate  of  the 
<c  Sovereign,  and  this  is  very  ufual.  The  Earl  of 
4C  Granville^  my  Lord  Baltimore^  and  Mr.  Penn> 
ft  are  the  Proprietors  of  certain  Trafts  of  Land 
<c  in  America >  and  in  the  mean  Time  Governors 
€C  for  his  Majefty ;  for  all  that,  the  Intereft  of  the 
<c  Sovereign  is  in  more  Danger  there*  than  can  be 

4C  expected 
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u  expected  by  fuch  petty  Law-fuits  and  fuch 
cc  trifling  Revenues. 

"  But  it  were  for  all  that  to  be  wifhed5  that  Mr. 
cc  Brauey\  being  paid  for  it,  would  come  every 
cc  Fortnight,  or  at  leaft  once  a  Month,  to  Herrn- 
<c  haag  to  look  over  all  that  hath  palled,  for 
<c  there  will  be  Caufes  which  we  are  not  able  to 
cc  decide  without  Help  ;  ( i )  and  feveral  of  them 
*c  are  fuch  that  I  cannot  meddle  with  them.  And 
' cc  I  muft  allow  that  I,  under  certain  Reftriftions, 
"  fhould  like  to  have  an  Infpedlor  at  Budingeny 
*c  who  liked  us  as  well  as  wc  fhould  love 
"  him  (2). 

"  I  cannot  deny  that  Faults  are  often  committed 
*c  there  in  the  Performance  of  their  Duties,  as 
cc  Matters  are  often  treated  with  too  great  Sim- 
*c  plicity,  tho*  fometimes  we  are  wrongfully  taxed 
"  by  fome.  For  Example  :  I  preferred  Counfel- 
4C  lor  Singel  to  you  as  our  new  Vice- Common 
cc  Juftice  (for  Mr;  Peijiel  ftill  remains  in  this 
4C  Poft)  I  recommended  this  Perfon  to  you,  and 
6C  he  was  not  chofen  before  you  had  agreed  to 
f  it  (3). 

(i)  Count  Zinz-endorf  wanted  to  bring  this  Right  of  keeping 
the  inferior  Court  in  the  Hands  of  Mr.  Peifiel,  whofe  Father- 
in-Law  had  bought  the  Ground  whereon  Herrnhaag  was  built  * 
who  by  this  would  have  had  his  own  Jurifdi&ioii,  which  Count 
Zinzendorf  would  foon  have  been  in  Poffeifion  of,  by  a  Ceffion 
which  the  former  could  not  refufe  him.  He  paved  his  Way 
to  it  when  he  defired  to  be  Bailiff  there,  for  then  their  Affairs 
would  have  been  a  Secret  for  a  good  while.  If  Budingen  had 
agreed  to  fend  every  Fortnight  a  Perfon  there  to  decide  fuch 
Matters  which  they  wanted  to  be  adjufled,  he  would  have  feea 
no  more  than  what  they  thought  proper  to  •  fnew  him,  and 
their  Tranfa&ions'  would  have  been  fecure  to  themfelves.

(3)  Mentioning  a  Perfon  is  preferring  the  fame.  .But  as 
Mr.  de  Peifiel  himfelf  declared  that  he  was  not  fit  for  fuch  an 
Office,  having  never  fludied  the  Law,  it  plainly  appears  that 
they  only  wanted  to  make  one  Propietor,  and  afterwards  ap- 
point him  a  Judge.

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**  Two  Years  ago  I  prefented  Mr.  Singe!  our  titw 
u  Vice-Ordinary,  for  my  Son-in-law  i$  in  it  ftill 
<e  and  remains  fo       notwithftanding  th&t  he  hath 

been  made  Bifhop  in  the  room  of  Biftiop  Po- 
**  lycarp  deceafed,  and  tiat  he  therefore  cannot 
84  always  do  his  Fun&ion  \  and  I  recommended 
**  the  fame  Perfon  feveral  Weeks  before  he  came 
"  to  this  Living  to  Mr.  BraUer.  But  may-be  you 
<c  have  forgot  this  laft,  and  Mr.  BraUer  feems  to 
u  be  ignorant  of  the  former  Fadt. 

"  I  agree  that  our  Negle&s  ftiould  be  puniflied, 
u  and  therefore  pray  you  would  regulate  all  this 
"  by  your  Orders,  which  afterwards  (hall  be 
<c  punctually  obey'd. 

"  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  bring  thefe  Matters 
u  in  good  Order  before  I,  according  to  my  irre- 
*'  vocable  Intention,  leave  my  Abode  in  all  your 
cc  Dominions,  with  a  fincere  and  obedient  Mind 
<c  towards  you,  to  avoid  ail  Difputes  which  have 
"  hitherto  happened  again  ft  my  Will  unexpected, 
"  and  will  be  of  more  Confequence.  (5) 

u  All  thefe  NegleAs  in  thefe  Matters  you  ought 
"  to  lay  upon  me,  and  this  becaufe  that  I  feveral 
"  Years  fince,  as  the  omnifcient  Lord  knows,  ai- 
tc  ways  thought  myfeif  to  be  one  of  your  Servants, 
"  fworn  in  my  Office,  and  payed  by  you  -9  and 
u  never  conceived  that  your  Intereft  could  any* 
"  ways  differ  from  my  own  (6). 

u  Yourfelf  thought  fo  for  fome  Ye&rs  j  but 
u  fince  a  Year  ago  there  has  happened  fo  fuddea

He  made  afterwards,  as  no  Refolution  was  hir 
therto  given,  the  following  Propofals  to  Mr. 
jBrauer,  July  4. 

"  Be  fo  good  as  to  order  it  fo  that  there  is  np 
4C  more  mention  made  about  Mr.  Beuning's  Farms. 
1C  I  will  not  have  them,  nor  do  I  want  them  (7). 
"  For  if  my  Coufin  fays,  as  Chriftianity  an£ 
"  Equity  requires  ;  /  am  forry  that  I  granted  you 
f*  fucb  Privileges,  and  allows  a  moderate  Term, 
"  take  my  Word,  for  it  you  will  fee  that  all  the 
4C  Farms  that  come  into  other  People's  Hands, 
«5  except  Leujiadt ;  and  that  I  could  have  bought 
<c  for  mere  Love. 

"  But  if  I  could  make  Herrnhaag  by  your  Di- 
<c  re&ions  a  well  regulated  Place,  before  my  De- 
<c  parture,  and  could  make  a  better  Contrad  by 
<c  giying  a  fre^  Loan,  or  in  any  other  ways  J 
"  Ihould  be  of  any  Service  (%). 

"  I  fliould  neverthelefs  like  it  better  that  the 
"  Sovereign  gave  to  Haag  his  own  Statutes,  heard 
"  what  v/e  had  to  fay  to  them,  and  gave  both 
<c  Parties  Leave  to  write  pro  and  contra  about 
"  them,  and  confirmed  the  fame:  than  to  make 
"  a  Contraft  with  them,  which  does  not  become 
"  his  Subjeds,  and  whofe  very  Se6l  hath  caufed 
cc  fo  many  fcurrilous  Refle&ions,  and  likewife 
"  fo  many  common  Juftices  to  commit  Blun- 
"  ders  :  for  here  is  the  Idea  of  a  Sovereign  and 
"  the'  PoffefTor  attributed  to  the  fame  Perfon. 
"  This  Method  has  but  juft  now  been  ufed  at 
"  Neufaltze,  a  fmall  Town  belonging  to  the  King 
44  of  Pruffia*

44  the  Counts  of  Reusf,  where  every  thing  is  as 
44  much  reftri6led  as  poffible  (10).  This  VaiTal 
4C  would  have  certain  Revenues,-  which  he  muit 
44  firft  in  general  buy  of  Budingen,  whofe  Prince 
44  would  have  othet  Revenues  referved  for  hirhfelf* 
44  I  promife  you  herewith  that  I  do  not  want  to 
44  be  this  Perfon,  and  that  I  will  always  be  % 
4C  Stranger  at  Herrnhaag «,  as  often  as  I  come  there, 
44  for  fome  Weeks,  with  my  Family.  The  Mo- 
44  ney  I  will  procure  to  that  Perfon  which  Budin* 
44  gen  lhall  chufe  out  of  the  Brethren.  He  is  in 
44  the  mean  Time  comttion  Juflice.  The^efhould 
44  be  a  Vice-  juftfce,  who  mould  be  one  of  your 
44  fpecial  Servants,  and  who  therefore  every  Day 
44  could  take  Care  of  the  Rights  of  the  Sovereign: 
44  To  cut  it  fhort*  if  you  would  let  Herrnhaag  be

"  Nothing  is  more  difficult,  and  in  the  mean 
44  time  more  eafy,  than  to  reign  over  the  Spirit  of 
44  Confeflion  of  the  Brethren,  according  to  the 
44  Meafures  you  make  ufe  of.  They  are  Children 
44  of  God  and  no  obftinate  People,  but  almoft 
44  Philofophers  born,  tho*  they  are  a  little  altered 
44  through  the  Liberties  they  have  enjoyed  thefe 
4C  twenty-five  Years  in  Saxony,  but  more  efpecially 
44  in  Holland  and  England  under  my  Brother-in-law, 
44  and  fince  of  late  in  the  Territories  of  the  King 
44  of  Pmffia.  In  all  thefe  Lands  their  Privileges 
44  are  greater  than  here,  for  they  don't  prefent 
44  their  common  Juftices  or  Minifters  in  twenty- 
44  four  different  Places,  except  here  and  at  St* 
44  Thomas,  in  the  Dominions  of  the  King  of  Den* 
4C  mark  *,  in  which  laft  Place  they  have  been  per- 
44  fecuted  thefe  twelve  Years.  And  I  did  not 
44  build  a  Houfe  at  Neufaltze  becaufe  that  by  Mif-

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Cc  out  Difguife,  that  you  would  not  liefitate  one 
Minute  about  my  Pretenfions nor  would  make 
u  any  to  which  I,  as  Syndick  of  the  Brethren, 
u  could  not  direftly  agree. 

u  You  made  firft  a  ContraA  with  me,  and  yet 
"  we  cannot  truft  each  other.  You  knew  me  by 
"  thefe  Tranfaftions  (12).  But  I  am  fo  unfortu- 
"  hate  by  the  pedantic  Contracts  the  late  Bilhop 
"  Poly  carpus  hath  made  in  my  Abfence  with  Gotba9 
"  Brandenburgh,  Holland,  and  likewife  here  the 
"  fame,  (as  he  always  followed  his  leas  as  Bifhop) 
"  that  I  have  had  enough  to  do  to  alter  them  in 
"  four  Years  Time.  They  all  feemingly  form  a 
"  Sovereignty  in  other  Princes  Dominions,  and 
"  yet  contain  nothing  which  would  really  ferve 
"  our  Community  (13).  Did  not  your  Mafter 
"  take  me  for  a  Man  whom  he  muft  prevent  from

To  bring  Mr.  Brauer  quite  over  to  his  Side,  he 
thus  concludes  this  Letter : 

44  I  am,  and  fhall  remain  honeft  and  faithful  to 
<4  every  body,  more  efpecially  to  you*  let  Things 
"  go  as  they  will.  For  you  mult  not  take  it  amifs 
"  that  I  think  it  to  be  an  Error  in  Chronology 
64  that  our  Ideas  we  have  of  another  ihould  have 
"  grown  worfe  ;  at  leaft  I  deny  it.  In  the  Time 
"  of  Counfellor  Meyerhoff  I  did  not  like  you 
-*c  much,  and  the  following  your  Perfon  was  ftill 
<4  more  unacceptable  to  me,  but  this  Year  it  grew 
*c  more  pleafant;  and  if  you  was  not  fo  prompt 
64  to  fufpe&all  my  kind  Actions,  I  would  tell  you 
«  that  I  do  not  let  you  know  yet  half  what  hath 
**  pafifed,  for  I  think  it  impofTible  that  the  bad 
H  Reprefentation  you  had  of  me  fhould  have  en- 
*4  tirely  vanilhed  (16)." 

Mr.  Brauer  anfwered : 

"  I  can  give  you  no  pofitive  Anfwer  to  your 
«'  laft,  till  I  have  made  the  Report  of  the  fame  to 
H  my  Lord  after  his  Return  from  Offenbach,  and 
44  have  tried  to  alter  Matters  to  the  Satisfaction 
44  of  both  Parties  for  I  hope  not  that  one  of 
44  them  ftiould  act  rafhly,  and  that  the  other 
>4  fliould  not  defire  to  have  his  Will  in  fome 
44  Things,  Both  would  be  the  two  Extremes, 
^  Which  may  be  avoided,  and  the  Courfe  of  the

"  relating  to  the  Revenues  are  fo  regulated  that 
"  the  Treafurers  cannot  complain  :  And  laftly, 
**  if  no  Colleges  are  faid  to  have  been  eftablifhed, 
"  and  by  the  Sovereign  confirmed,  of  whom  h$ 
"  knows  nothing  at  all." 

Count  ZAnztndorf  anfwered  immediately: 

No  College  has  here  been  ereflied,  eftablifhed, 
<c  &c.  of  which  the  Sovereign  hath  no  Idea.  It  is 

inevitable  that  a  little  perfonal  Chancery  rnuft  fol- 
9C  low  me  upon  my  Travels  (17).  The  Sovereign 
<c  can  grant  us  evei"y  thing  when  he  will  favour 
cc  us,  and  leave  the  Care  of  the  reft  to  the  Biflhop 
*4  or  Adminiftrator  of  the  Calvinifts  amongft  us 
*c  to  defend  our  Attions,  whom  he  muft  acknow- 
"  lege  as  fuch  after  the  Example  of  the  whole 
cc  Empire.    For  Herrnbaag  is  according  to  the 

•  ftri&  Moravian  Calvinift  Rules  (18).    But  no-' 

(17)  He  continually  travels,  his  perfonal  Chancery,  con*

CQ  over  againft  it,  let  the  fame  be  difpleafing  to  us

All  this  Mr.  Brauer  received  to  make  his  Re^ 
port  of  it,  partly  to  make  the  fame  in  fact,  and 
partly  to  gain  Time  to  penetrate  into  the  Moravian 
Affairs  ftill  more  accurate.  Count  Zinzendorf  dur- 
ing this,  declared  himfelf,  July  28,  1747. 

44  As  for  the  Jurifdiction,  it  is  of  no  ufe  to  any 
"  body  elfe  but  to  the  Sovereign,  therefore  it 
"  would  be  a  g;ood  Thing  that  there  was  a  Vice-

Count  Zinzendorfy  after  he  had  beqn-  told  that 
a  Mafter  of  the  Rolls  out  of  the  Neighbour* 
hood,  an  honeft.  and  learned  Man,  fhould-  be  de- 
puted for  to  inquire  into  the  whole  Affair,  re- 
plied, July  3*.

"  We  know  very  well  that  we  are  no  Sove- 
reigns here,  for  in  other  Places  our  Commu- 
nity extends  itlelf  for  a  good  many  Miles,  but 
here  we  mufl  pray  for  every  Foot  of  Ground, 
fometimes  pay  for  the  fame,  and  then  after 
find  it  to  be  of  no  Ufe  to  us,  becaufe  that 
around  the  fame  or  betwixt  them  is  fituated  an- 
other fpot  of  Ground  which  does  not  belong  to 
us.  This  is  fomething  ftrange,  before  one  is 
ufed  to  it.  But  we  have  fhewn  herein  great  pa- 
tience, and  have  not  forgot  that  we  have  built 
upon  Defmefnes.  Therefore  it  is  alfo  true  that 
we  are  the  Sovereign's  Farmers  who  in  Chrif- 
tian  Duty  bound  are  obliged  to  take  Care  that 
he  has  as  great  a  Revenue  from  each  Houfe, 
Acre  or  Trade,  as  poflible.  This  therefore  will 
eafily  be  regulated  between  the  Regency  at 
Budingen^  the  Treafury  and  us. 
"  The  third  Point  is  the  Regulation  of  the  Mat-  ' 
ters  refpefting  the  Liberty  of  Confcience  and  our, 
Hearts.  We  are  ready  to  •  tell  every  one  of 
them  to  our  Sovereign,  and  we  wonder  therefore 
at  his  entire  Alienation  from  us,  and  that  none 
of  his  Servants  come  near  us.  It  was  not  for- 
merly fo  (28),

"  of  Confcience,  and  not  to  mention  them 
"  more  in  fpecial.  But  if  there  fhould  be, any 
"  Matters  therein  found,  which  the  Sovereign 
"  could  not  take  as  fuch,  we  fhould  not  infift  up- 
"  on  our  Right,  but  become  Emigrants  after  we 
"  had  been  paid  for  our  Houfes  which  we  bulk 
<c  in  hopes  that  the  Contrad  would  be  kept  ^  for 
"  in  this  no  Alteration  can  be  made  (29)/ 

"As  therefore  there  is  no  realDifpute  between  us 
cc  and  the  Sovereign,  every  thing  may  yet  be  eafily 
"  adjufted  without  the  Affiftance  of  any  Arbitra- 
"  tor.  If  for  Example,  Mr.  Braver  would  take  two 
"  other  Counfellors,  which  are  the  moft  againft  us, 
"  to  hear  what  Faults  they  find  with  us,  would 
"  fet  all  thefe  down  and  expedt  our  Anfwer  to 
"  thofe  which  he  fhould  think  the  moft  efiential

4 c  fairs  of  Mr.  Beiming.  For  they  think  now,  that 
cc  I  the  fooner  make  a  Community  which  really  is 
Cfi  fubjeft  to  the  Sovereig  n,  as  eafy  I  had  permit- 
"  ted  a  Contract  between  two  Perfons  that  were 
"  Strangers  to  one  another,  to  be  direftly  difan- 
"  nulled,  and  had  without  making  any  Remon- 
"  ftrances  abandoned  the  Privileges  therein  ftipu- 
<c  lated  to  the  Community.  This  is  the  very  Idea 
"  they  now  have  of  me,  and  the  Reproach  my 
cc  Wife,  Children  and  Servants  fo  often  make  me 
"  (32).  I  can  therefore  do  nothing  elfe  in  this

"  The  empty  Town  Pilgerruhy  to  the  abandon- 
"  ed  Houfes  of  which  Paftor  Hamelhzth  the  Keys 
"  for  thefe  fix  Years  pad,  is  in  the  Dominions 
tc  of  a  great  King.  But  he  could  not  make  us 
"  to  alter  the  third  Time  the  Contraft  with  him, 
?f  but  we  all  left  the  Place,  and  there  was  no  more 
"  difference  between  the  late  King  and  me  for  the

it  is  by  Force.    I  often  heard  them  fay  already : 

If  only  Papa  (fo  they  pleafe  to  call  me)  gives 
€t  not  again  every  thing  away  as  he  ufes  to  do, 
"  I  hope-  you  won't  take  my  Sincerity  amifs, 
"  Every  thing  will,  with  our  Saviour's  help,  do 
"  well,  if  the  Affair  is  tranfaded  with  Sincerity  and 
"  when  Budingen  lpfes  the  terrible  Idea  of  an  en- 
u  tirely  alter'd  Form  of  Regency.  My  Time  here 
cc  is  no  longer  than  one  Month  more. 

Count  Zinzendcrf  fent  after  this  another  little 
Billet  to  the  following  purport. 

"  I  write  you  this  little  Billet  as  one  Chriftian  to 
"  another.  You  muft  know  beft  if  thefe  Matters, 
"  of  whom  we  have  treated  together,  have  an  In- 
,  "  tention  to  a  Perfecution  out  of  a  perfonal  hatred, 
*c  as  the  fame  was  founded  upon  Equity. 

"  I  won't  mention  here  any  thing  at  all  of  my 
"  Printing-Office,  for  there  is  a  perfonal  hatred 
*6  in  that  Affair.  I  fliall  not  mention  my  own  Per- 
"  fon,  which  fince  two  Years,  is  hated,  for  what 
"  Reafon  I  don't  know,  for  all  that,  I  formerly 
"  was  a  dear  Coufin,  but  I'll  regulate  my  Abode 
"  fo  that  mySpoufe  fhall  not  come  back,  and  my- 
"  felf  will  be  abfent  for  fome  Years.  I  have,  thank 
"  God,  Houfes  and  Lands  enough  where  I  can 
44  live  as  Sovereign  and  have  Communities  about 
c€  me. 

"  I  only  fhall  fpeak  of  Herrnhaag.  If  you  can 
"  allure  me  that  you  don't  think  at  Budingen  as 
"  fome  of  my  Antagonifts,  but  impartial,  and  all 
"  Grievances  about  Herrnhaag  will  be  redreffedin 
"  one  Hour's  Time.  Depute  only  a  Committee, 
^  whilft  I,  or  any  other  general  Advocate  of  the 
"  Church  are  here  prefentj  for  elfe  you  will  get 

"  nothing, 
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*c  nothing  but  faJfe  Intelligence.  Let  the  fame 
44  confift  of  you  and  the  Infpe&or  of  the  reformed 
44  Church  at  Budingen^  Ecclefiaflical  and  Civil; 
44  and  all  Archives  at  Herrnhaag,  the  Principles 
44  and  Forms  of  Proceeding  in  our  Common-Court 
44  of  Juftice,  all  Deaneries,  Maxims,  Perfons,  and 
44  even  their  Hearts,  will  be  open  to  you.  I  am 
44  fure  you  and  the  other  Members  of  this  Committee 
44  will  fay  an  hour  after :  Here  is  nothing  but  the 
44  Temple  of  'our  Lord  (which  hitherto  all  Committees 
44  have  confefs'd)  or  you  will  at  leaft  proteft  with 
44  the  Deputy  of  the  Committee  of  Gcra.  I  never 
"  took  the  Devil  to  be  fuch  a  Liar  as  I  find  here.  But 
44  I  like  you  too  well -then  to  have  you  to  be  of 
*4  this  Committee,  if  it  is  out  of  a  particular  hatred, 
44  for  then  may  come  who  will.

Mr.  Brauer  anfwered  the  5th  of  Augiift. 

44  Reafonable  Principles  which  are  built  upon  a 
44  found  Politic  muft  be  made  ufe  of,  elfe  there  are 
44  no  hopes  to  come  to  any  End.  Not  that  there 
64  was  a  perfonal  hatred  againft  an  innocent  Com- 
44  munity,  but  becaufe  Matters  muft  be  fo  ordered, 
44  that  the  Sovereign  does  his  Duty,  which  is  the 
44,  Objed  of  all  his  Aftions  ;  that  he  has  nothing 
44  that  could  trouble  his  Confcience,  and  to  have 
44  nothing  done  wherefore  Polterity  could  reproach 
44  him..  If  it  is  poffible  to  obtain  thefe  Ends  in  an 
44  amicable  way,  my  Sovereign  and  I  fhall  not  be 
44  againft  it.  But  on  the  contrary,  it  does  not 
44  depend  on  me  if  I  or  any  other  Perfon  fhall  be 
44  deputed  to  this  Committee.  But  if  the  fame, 
44  againft  my  Hopes,  fhall  be  refolved  upon,  the  Re-

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Count  Zinzendorf  now  began  to  provide  that 
the  Herrnhut  Syftem  fhould  not  fuffer,  in  cafe 
another  Court  of  Juftice  fhould  be  appointed, 
and  that  the  fame  might  be  regulated  according  to 
their  liking.  He  therefore  drew  up  fome  Sta- 
tutes which  he  prefented  to  Mr.  Brauer  by  Mr. 
Siegel,  a  Gentleman  that  heretofore  had  been  Coun- 
fellor  of  the  Regency  in  foreign  Service.  Mr. 
Brauer  over-looked  them,  and  told  Mr.  Siege!  his 
Opinion  of  them.  But  he  took  them  back  to 
Count  Zinzendorfj  who,  without  doubt,  only  wanted 
to  know  if  this  Affair  would  be  rightly  pene- 
trated, or  what  would  be  judged  about  the  fame* 
Mr.  Siegel  therefore  made  his  Report  to  ^  Count 
Zinzendorf  who  thought  to  obviate  the  Objections 
which  Mr.  Brauer  had  made  by  the  firft  looking 
over  them,  by  fome  Alterations  in  thefe  Statutes. 
He  therefore  wanted  Mr.  Brauer  to  come  and  fee 
him;  and  wrote  to  this  Gentleman, 

u  I  believe  you  always  found  me  to  be  an  ho-, 
46  neft  Man.  I  made  the  Scheme  for  the  Statutes 
quite  againft  the  Will  of  my  Brethren  and  Sift 
"  ters.  Thefe  think  my  Care  to  be  fuperfluous,

and  prognofticate  of  me,  that  I  would  make 
"  Propofals  of  Things  nobody  had  thought  of, 
"  and  that  I  would  give  more  Room  to  the  Pre-

"  of  the  greateft  Monarchs  for  thefe  twenty-five 
cc  Years,  for  all  that  I  had  found  fo  mighty  Affiftr 
6C  ance  from  the  Lord(35). 

"  The  Brethren  have  nothing  to  objed  againft 
4<  a  Committee  at  Birftein^  and  hope  to  have  the 
Liberty  to  fpeak  for  themfelves,  and  that  their 
Cafe  will  be  found  juft  (36).  "  But

<c  of  Juftice,  if  he  fhould  live  at  Herrnhaag^  could 
"  not  hinder  himfelf  from  being  under  the  oeco- 
«f  nomy  of  the  Lord  ("38). 

"  In  regard  to  the  Revenues,  I  could  be  more 

pleafed  that  Herrnhaag  gave  2000  inftead  of 
cc  200  Guilders  yearly  towards  the  fame.  But 
"  Experience  will  ihew  that  this  Town  can  pay 
"  no  more  than  what  it  does  at  prefent,  if 
"  not  Count  Zinzendorf  pays  200  Guilders  by 
"  himfelf  for  his  own  Fancy.  But  what  can  fhew

But  Mr.  Brauer's  other  Occupations  hindred  him 
from  going  thither,  and  fend  the  Statutes  back  to 
Count  Zinzendorf  who  afked  for  the  fame,  and  had 
therefore  wrote  to  Mr.  Brauer  the  12  th  of  Aug.

The  fame  Day  that  Mr.  Brauer  had  fent  word 
to  Count  Zinzendorf  what  Day  he  would  come  and 
fee  him,  he  wrote  thus  to  Mr.  Brauer. 

"  I  abfolutely  infift  upon  having  a  true  Idea  of 
"  one  another. 

"  Firfty  My  Brethren  obfdnately  perfift  in  what 
"  has  been  granted  them,  but  this  they  fay  in 
u  plain  Words,  and  there  is  no  fear  that  they 
' c  fhould  cheat  any  body,  for  this  is  againft  their 
"  Nature  (40). 

"  Secondly y  One  would  think  that  I  was  more  to 
"  be  fufpefted  of  Treachery  than  they,  as  I  have 
"  feen  fo  much  of  the  World.  But  the  Grace  of 
"  God  has  fo  ordered  my  Heart  that  the  fame  al-

The  Statutes  that  Count  Zinzendorf  hzd  drawn  up, 
had  now  been  considered  upon  :  The  fame  were 
found  to  be  fuch  that  it  would  have  been  impoffible 
to  admit  them  as  Laws  for  this  Community,  with- 
out giving  thereby  more  Solidity  to  their  Confti- 
tution,  or  to  make  their  Principles  Laws  for  them. 
Both  this  could  not  be  refolved  on,  for  this  would 
h^ve  caufed  a  new  Evil,  and  would  have  hindred 
that  difficult  Work  to  look  into  their  Secret.  A 
Regulation  for  Herrnhaag  was  therefore  drawn  up 
according  to  the  Opinion  of  the  Council  which  is 
mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  this  Paragraph.  The 
fame  was  given  to  Mr.  Brauer,  to  deliver  to  Count 
Zinzendorfy  and  to  tell  him,  that  his  Statutes  never 
would  be  accepted,  and  to  hear  the  Objections  he 
fliould  make  againft  this  Regulation.  The  Con- 
ference was  holden,  Augufi  15.  andMr.  Brauer  gave 
the  following  Report  of  it.

cc  Affair,  and  to  make  himfelf  fecure  from  all  Re~ 
"  proaches.  Count  Zinzendorf  dire&ly  faid  in  great 
<c  Anger,  this  could  not  be  done,  it  was  a  Perfe- 
<c  cution,  he  long  ago  could  not  think  what  to 
cc  jmake  of  me,  but  that  he  now  faw  it.  The  Con- 
4C  tra£t  mentioned  that  nobody  fhould  be  intruded 
' "  into  their  Community,  now  the  fame  ftiould  be 
<c  difanulled.  So  many  innocent  Perfons  had  built, 
C€  their  Goods  fhould  be  feized,  and  a  way  made 
<c  to  their  total  Ruin.  Every  Body  that  was  only 
*c  worth  1000  Rixdollars  fhould  foon  leave  the 
"  Place.  Budingen  had  formerly  afted  kindly,  now 
<c  he  began  to  treat  them  rough;  this  was  not  juft 
"  and  honeft,  and  ufed  many  fuch  like  Expref- 
<c  fions.  I  did  not  interrupt  him  in  this,  but  de~ 
cc  clared  that  I  was  not  to  hear  fuch  Reproaches. 
iC  That  my  Sovereign  and  his  Servants  had  fuffi- 
"  cient  Reafon  for  all  what  they  did  in  this  Affair, 
"  and  none  to  negociate  with  Count  Zinzendorf 
"  about  it,  and  he  could  do  what  he  pleafed.  My 
cc  Sovereign  would  take  fuch  Meafures  as  God, 
"  Law,  his  Duty  as  fupreme  Judge  in  his  Territo- 
tc  ries,  and  his  Confcience  ordered  him.  Nobody 
"  had  hitherto  mentioned  any  thing  about  difanul- 
"  ling  the  Contract,  this  they  fuppofed  without 
"  knowing  the  Regulation  that  was  to  take  Place. 

Count  Zinzendorf  replied :  "  The  Intention  was 
cc  to  perfecute  them,  and  to  place  a  Perfon  here 
"  that  fhould  plague  them.  This  would  be  the 
€C  Ruin  of  the  Church.  They  never  had  met  with 
"  fuch  an  Accident  thefe  25  Years,  and  had  been 
cc  here  fecured  againftthe  fame.  Many  Members 
cc  of  the  Aulic  and  Empire's   Chamber  had 

^  nothing 
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"  nothing  to  fear  here,  no  Fifcal  would  or  could 
44  attack  them. 

I  replied :  44  I  had  heard  quite  a  contrary  Opi- 
44  nion  of  fome  Members  of  the  Chamber  at 
44  Wetzlar.  But  the  Truth  and  not  the  Judgment 
44  of  others,  that  perhaps  were  not  rightly  inform- 
44  ed,  could  here  decide,  and  that  the  former  never 
"  feared  to  appear  naked  or  to  be  enquired  into. 
44  I  had  here  the  Scheme  with  me  but  that  he 
44  would  not  hear,  and  for  all  that  would  judge 
44  in  a  great  Paffion.  That  the  Sovereign  was  not 
44  afraid  to  make  an  Edift  of  it,  and  then  they 
44  might  fend  it  along  with  the  Contradfc  to  all 
44  Univerfities  to  have  their  Opinion  of  the 
44  fame. 

44  He  anfwered :  It  was  known  that  all  Univer- 
44  fities  did  hate  him.  Such  Perfecutions  Ihould 
44  have  been  talked  of  fome  Years  ago,  and  he 
44  and  a  great  many  others  would  have  built  no 
44  Houfes  here. 

44  I  told  him,  that  if  they  would  not  chufe  the 
44  Univerfities  they  could  apply  to  the  Courts  of 
44  Judicature  of  the  Empire. 

44  He  faid,  Thefe  even  favoured  the  Sovereigns. 

I  replied.  44  They  adminiftred  Juftice,  and  this 
<c  would  be  done  to  them  equally  by  my  Sove- 
C€  reign,  who  had  no  Occafion  to  negociate  with 
<c  him  as  with  the  Syndick  of  the  Community,  but 
<c  would  henceforth  confider  Herrnhaag  as  a  Sove- 
4  4  reign ty  of  it.  Their  Liberty  of  Confcience  they 
4C  fliould  enjoy  as  far  as  it  is  compatible  with  Chrif- 
cc  tianity  and  Reafon,  and  this  was  the  firft  Arti- 
44  cle  in  the  Statutes  made  at  Budingen,  and  thera- 
44  fore  no  Perfecution  was  threatned. 

44  He  anfwered,  It  was  the  greateft  Perfecution 
44  to  force  them  to  accept  of  a  Bailiff.  The  whole 
44  was  my  Doings.  Counfellor  Nitchfman  had  told 
44  him.  beforehand,  that  I  had  a  Spirit  of  Perfecution, 
H  4  44  and 
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"  and  would  rout  every  thing  if  I  mould  have  any 
"  Thing  to  do  in  the  Regency.  The  Saviour 
"  w°uid  punifh  me  for  it.  God  would  find  me, 
'''  I  Aould  fuffer  for  it,  and  fo  would  others  which 
"  had  occafioned  it.  They  would  find  no  Reft 
"  any  where,  and  many  fuch  like  Words. 

"  I  let  his  Paffion  fpeak  out,  and  replied  after- 
"  wa!"ds.    I  had  not  deferved  fuch  Expreffions, 
"  and  were  not  ufed  to  them.    That  I  knew  well 
"  enough,  that  I  muft  anfwer  for  my  Actions  to 
"  the  Lord,  who  would  punim  or  reward  me  :  But 
"  that  I  certainly  put  more  truft  in  him  than  I  be- 
"  lieve  they  did,  notwithftanding  that  I  did  not 
"  judge  by  external  Godlinefs  but  by  being  con- 
^  vinced.    That  the  Lord  could  look  into  fecret 
"  Places,  and  would  judge  according  to  Truth, 
"  and  not  to  godly  Appearance.    I  had  now  an 
"  Idea  of  them,  and  believed  at  once  all  that  had 
"  been  written  of  them,  of  which  I  had  always 
"  had  fome  Doubts.  I  took  my  Hat  and  was  going 
"  away.  Count  Zinzendorf  direftly  began  to  foften 
"  his  Expreffions,  and  fpoke  with  fo  mild  a  De- 
"  portment,  that  I  could  not  but  admire  his  fud- 
"  den  Alteration.    He  told  me  very  much  of  th? 
cc  Concord  of  their  Communities,  of  the  admira- 
"  ble  Connexion,  the  Love  of  Peace,  Regularity 
"  and  ufe  of  the  fame.    This  he  did  to  fhew  how 
<£  fuperfluous  a  Judge  or  Recorder  would  be 
"  amongft  them,  and  alledged  many  Cafes  to 
"  prove  that  it  would  deftroy  Herrnbaag,  which 
£C  would  be  of  difadvantage  to  the  Sovereign.  I 
"  anfwered,  They  would  not  draw  fuch  bad  Con- 
"  fequences  from  this  if  they   did  not  fuppofe 
"  that  this  Judge  would  be  an  unjuft  Man,  and 
"  it  would  be  to  the  Detriment  of  my  Sovereign 
u  to   chufe    fuch  a  Pcrfon.    But  in  cafe  that 
tc  they  would  complain  againft  this  Judge  they 

66  might 
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■»  might  bring  their  Complaints  before  the  Re- 
<6  gency  or  the  Sovereign. 

"  He  replied,  They  fhould  for  all  this  be  cx- 
Ci  poled  to  many  Chicaneries,  and  Ruin.  And  this 
"  Man  would  give  them  Laws  which  would  de- 
"  ftroy  their  Rules.  But  "they  would  agree  to  it  if  I 
"  would  be  the  Perfon.  They  would  build  a 
"  Houfe  for  me  and  make  me  a  Prefent  of  it. 

"  I  told  him  :  They  knew  this  to  be  impracti- 
16  cable. 

"  He  faid,  Then  fhould  I  only  come  once  every 
"  Fortnight,  or  in  four  or  fix  Weeks,  to  take  a 
"  Review  of  all  Matters,  or  they  would  fend  all 
"  Wills,  Contrails  and  Deeds  to  Budingen  to  be 
"  there  confirmed. 

"  I  replied :  This  would  not  be  fufficient. 

"  He  anfwered,  Then  the  Bailiff  fhould  live  in 
"  a  neighbouring  Village:  They  would  build 
"  there  a  Houfe  for  him. 

"  I  told  him,  this  would  not  do  neither,  for 
"  he  was  to  have  the  Infpedtion  over  them,  and 
"  to  obferve  the  Revenues. 

"  He  anfwered,  Thefe  fhould  be  enquired'  in- 
"  to,  and  afterwards  let  in  Farms.  They  would 
<c  always  pay  200  Guilders  more  than  they  really 
"  could  amount  to. 

"  He  -afked  me  after  a  long  Difcourfe,  if  my 
"  Lord  could  not  be  perfuaded  to  put  no  Judge 
"  at  the  head  of  them  ? 

cc  I  told  him,  I  believe  not,  but  that  I  was  not 
"  pofitive,  and  that  I  could  do  no  more  than  to 
"  make  the  Report  of  it." 

SECT.  XV. 

It  is  neceffary  here  to  add  feveral  Things  which 
have  been  done  by  Count  Zinzendorf^  that  our 
Readers  may  the  better  fee  the  Caufe  of  his  Ac- 
tions, 
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tions,  and  learn  this  Nobleman's  way  of  Dealing. 
Counsellor  Brauer  did  not  much  like  him  at  firft, 
and  afterwards,  in  the  Year  i  747,  when  he  was  to 
adjoft  the  Differences  between  the  Houfe  of  Meer- 
holiz  and  Mr.  Beuning  at  Marimborn,  and  came  then 
for  the  firft  Time  to  Hermhaag;  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf fliew'd  him  there  all  their  Inftitutions,  and  at 
laft  tookhim  into  a  Watch-maker's  Shop,  and  afked 
the  Mafterif  he  had  not  a  Watch  ready  made  ?  who 
anfwered,  that  he  had  fold  the  very  laft  to  a  Bro- 
ther that  was  the  Count's  Servant,  and  along  with 
him.  He  bid  the  latter  let  him  fee  the  Watch. 
Count  Zinzendorf  look'd  at  it,  admired  the  fine 
Workmanlhip,  and  offer'd  it  to  Mr.  Brauer  for  good 
Remembrance  fake,  who  abfolutely  refufed  to  ac- 
cept  it.  They  afterwards  palled  through  another 
Room,  where  they  found  fome  fine  Tapftry  brought 
over  from  England,  and  which  was  only  called 
Paper-Hangings.  Of  this  Count  Zinzendorf  would 
make  a  Prefent  to  Mr.  Brauer,  who  alfo  refofed  it. 
They  entered  the  Clofet  by  themfelves,  and  Count 
Zinzendorf  afked  him  why  he  refilled  his  Prefents, 
adding,  that  he  ufed  to  do  fo  out  of  fmcere  Friend- 
lhip  ?  Mr.  Brauer  told  him,  that  he  thought  him- 
felf  unworthy  of  them,  and  anfwered  the  Count, 
who  would  know  his  real  Reafon,  that  it  would 
caufe  Reproaches  to  him  if  he  accepted  of  his  Of- 
fers, whilft  he  was  tranfafting  for  his  Matter,  and 
that  he  would  make  fuch  to  himfelf  which  would 
be  of  more  force  than  Prefents  of  more  Value. 
The  Count  replied,  this  was  a  very  trifling  thing 
for  him,  and  that  he  perhaps  had  made  Prefents  of 
fourfcore  Watches.  He  afterwards  tried  to  per- 
fuade  Mr.  Brauer  in  a  more  fubtile  way,  for  he 
wrote  to  him  thus, 

"  Would  it  not  do,  deareft  Counfellor,  that  you 
<c  fhould  be  our  common  Counfellor  in  all  Matters 
**  that  have  no  immediate  Connexion  with  Budin- 
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U  gen(l)<>  ^iat  Condition,  that  in  all  Matters 
44  you  would  only  a£l  according  to  Equity  and 
44  the  Laws  of  the  Country,  and  not  at  all  accord- 
44  ing  to  the  Favours  we  could  exa&  of  you  in  re- 
44  gard  to  your  Duty.  I  thereby  fhould  gain  that 
44  important  Privilege  to  be  able  to  follow  my 
44  Bufinefs,  having  left  all  wordly  things  in  other 
44  Mens  Hands/* 

The  Count's  Intention  hereby  was  certainly  not 
this  laft.  He  feems  not  to  be  born  to  be  a  So- 
vereign, nor  would  he  be  troubled  with  fo  many 
worldly  Affairs  if  it  was  not  his  Fault ;  and  even 
thefe  he  could  leave  to  others,  as  he  hath  many 
learned  Men  and  Noblemen  of  great  Experience 
amongft  his  People.  The  real  Point  he  aim'd  at* 
was,  that  Mr.  Brauer  fhould  become  his  Penfioner, 
and  therefore  take  his  Part.  But  Count  Zinzen- 
dor/  did  not  fucceed.  He  pofiibly  thought  that 
he  had  done  wrong  in  this  Cafe,  therefore  had  an- 
other Invention  ftill  more  ftibtle.  The  Dowager 
Countefs  of  Reufs  Eberfdor/  Count  Zinzendorfs 
Sifter-in-Law,  was  prevaii'd  upon  to  write  to  the 
Sovereign,  This  Letter  the  Count  had  written 
himfelf  at  a  Time  when  Mr.  Brauer  was  fent 
aboad  to  tranfaft  Bufinefs,  wherefore  he  flattered 
himfelf  to  obtain  the  Sovereign's  Confent.  The 
Letter  is  this. 

44  Your  Grace  often  has  told  me  how  much 
44  you  liked  my  late  Hufband.  If  you  are  pleafed 
44  to  beftow  the  fame  Favour  upon  his  Dowager, 
44  and  really  affift  her,  as  Hie  is  become  Tutorefs  to 
44  ten  Infants,  you  will  let  me  have  Mr.  Brauer  for 
44  my  Counfellor,  for  he  is  I  hear  one  of  the  befl 

(i)  Hiftory  had  fhewn  Count  Zlxendorf  that  feveral  Princes 
have  been  great  Lofers  after  they  had  fufFered  their  Counfel- 
lors  to  accept  Sallaries  of  their  Sovereigns.  His  aim  had  been 
fruftrated  by  the  homage  done  the  2^3th  of  June,  therefore  he 
writes  thus  the  6th  of  July,  to  repair  what  was  damaged  thereby, 

"  Lawyers, 
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"u  Lawyers.    He  fhall  help  me  to  regulate  my 

Dowery.  In  this  1  agree  with  my  Son.  I'll  tell 
"  him  my  Intention  about  the  other  Tutors,  and 
u  the  Education  of  my  Children.  He  fhall 
"  affift  me  in  it,  and  bring  all  Things  requifite 
<c  thereto  at  Wetzlar  in  order  ,  but  fhall  not  be 
*c  obliged  to  travel  any- further.  Afterwards  he 
cc  will  have  leifure  enough,  for  I  fhall  be  tradable, 
<c  and  won't  go  to  Law.  I  don't  think  but  that 
<c  you  will  fhew  me  this  Favour,  as  it  cannot 
4C  be  of  any  Prejudice  to  you.  I  pray  there - 
*c  fore  that  your  Grace  would  be  pleafed  to  per- 
u  mit  this  Gentleman  to  be  my  Counfellor  at 
u  the  next  Conference  to  be  holden  here  between 
"  me  and  my  Sons,  about  the  Beginning  of  my 
"  Tutorihip,  on  any  Day  his  other  Affairs  will 
"  permit  him  to  be  abfent,  and  this  even  before 
"  you  have  taken  your  Refolution  about  this  Pro- 
"  pofal.  His  Council  will  ferve  me  in  certain 
tc  Refpe&s  as  Rules,  fori  like  to  tranfaft  thefe 
"  things  with  Security. 

All  this  tended  only  to  bring  Mr.  Brauer  by  de- 
grees to  their  Party.  Count  Zinzendorf  "wrote  there- 
fore to  him. 

"  It  chagrined  me  very  much,  that  you  would 
"  not  accept  of  the  Propofals  of  my  Sifter-in-Law. 
"  You  would  not  have  loft  two  Days  in  the  whole 
"  Year.  For  my  Sifter-in-Law  has  People  enough 
&i  in  her  Service.  She  only  wants  a  Lawyer  to 
cc  take  good  Care,  i.e.  to  regulate  the  Formalities, 
6*  which  fometimes  are  of  Confequence." 

It  is  notorious  that  this  could  not  be  the  rpal 
Intention  of  the  Count,  for  in  Saxony  all  the  Forma- 
lities of  the  Law  are  moje  accurately  obferved  (2). 

(2)  Here  and  in  other  Places  appears  how  often  and  by 
what  different  means  they  thrive  to  get  this  Gentleman  over  to 
their  Side.  Thefe  artful  methods  would  be  excufable  in  a  Po- 
litician that  is  ncgociating,  but  are  not  fo  in  a  Perfon  that  wants 

to  reform  the  Churcn. 

Count 
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Count  Zinzendorf  finding  now  that  he  m  vain  had 
allured  Mr.  Brauer,  began  dire&ly  to  grow  angry, 
and  fhew  his  Paffion,  as  we  have  told  in  the  fore* 
going  Paragraph. 

SECT.  XVI. 

The  Statutes  which  Count  Zinzendorf  wanted  fa 
fadly  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Sovereign  are  as  fol- 
lows, viz. 

The  fundamental  Principle  of  this  Colony  is>  and  re* 
mains,  to  acknowledge  no  other  Superior  over  our  Con* 
fciences  than  him  that  has  created  and  redeemed  us  : 
and  for  fecuritfs  fake,  no  Inhabitant  is  to  be  corrected 
by  the  Church-Difcipline,  who  does  net  acknowledge  the 
fame  to  be  a  Correction  beneficial  to  him. 

This  Propofition  has  the  look  of  Innocence,  for 
the  Civil  Power  does  not  extend  itfelf  to  Articles 
of  Confcience,  as  long  as  they  are  to  be  decided 
by  nothing  but  undoubted  Verities.  But  when  the 
Liberty  of  Confcience  comprehends  Matters  which 
have  no  Limits  by  Reafon  nor  Revelation,  or 
when  it  is  to  be  left  to  the  arbitrary  Actions  of 
the  Subjects,  which  not  only  regard  the  holy  Truth, 
but  alfo  feveral  worldly  Tranfaftions,  which  the 
Moravians  brings  under  this  Title,  this  very  Prin- 
ciple of  theirs  becomes  wicked,  and  noxious  to  the 
Sovereigns.  All  human  Aftions  are  good  or  bad, 
and  in  this  very  Regard  all  belong  to  the  Confcience. 
The  Moravians  by  not  acknowledging  any  worldly 
Superior  over  this  laft,  rejed  all  Sovereignty  over 
them  (See  the  Proof  of  this  below).  It  is  eafy  to 
bring  Things  under  the  Title  of  Liberty  of  Con- 
fcience, but  it  ought  to  be  determin'd  what  Cafes, 
by  Right,  belong  to  the  fame  ^  but  this  Count  Zin- 
zendorf cannot  permit  to  be  done.  This  made  him 
write  the  alledged  Words,  Sea.  , 14.  Note  29.  He 
confeffed  there  that  he  could  or  would  not  fpecify 

thefe 
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thefe  Caufes  nor  admit  others  to  do  fo.  He  excepts 
there  againft  remonftrating,  arguing  or  difputing 
about  it.  But  the  Public  is  brought  into  greater 
Danger  by  the  Protection  which  the  Errors  in  Re- 
ligion, fo  often  brought  forth  by  the  Unit  as  Fratrum> 
would  acquire  by  this.  It  is  but  natural  that  the 
common  People  fliould  ftrive  to  get  loofe  from  any 
worldly  Jurifdi&ion.,if  their  Head  andBifhop,  Count 
Zinzendorf  hirnfelf,  in  his  Homilies  of  the  Paffion  of 
our  Lord,  p.  130,  wants  to  prove  that  nobody  is 
obliged  to  pay  any  Taxes.  The  Reader  won't  take 
us  to  be  rigid  in  our  Judgment  if  he  confiders  the 
following  Words  which  Count  Zinzendorf  wrote  to 
Mr.  Brauer^  the  17th  of  February  ijA-7->  when  it 
was  intended  to  make  fome  Alterations  about 
Herrnbacg.    He  then  faid, 

"  As  to  Hermhaag  it  is  a  hard  matter  :  for  the 
44  furprifing  Munificence  which  other  Monarchs 
cc  beftow  upon  the  Moravian  Brethren,  which  by 
44  Prtiffia^  and  but  lately  by  England  has  been  done, 
44  notwithftanding  the  prefent  Differences  between 
44  them  and  the  Court  of  Denmark^  which  lafi  mufl 
44  be  adjufled  by  the  Arguments  that  Kings  put  in  Prac- 
"  ticer 

■  Is  it  not  plain  that  he  meant  to  obtain  by  Force 
what  found  Reafon  would  not  allow  him  ? 

The  fecond  Article,  in  the  firft  Paragraph  of 
thefe  Statutes,  is  this :  ^hat  the  Church- Discipline 
fbould  correal  none  but  what  acknowledged  the  fame. 

But  what  is  Count  Zinzendorf  s  Church -Difci- 
pline  elfe,  but  to  keep  the  People  in  a  blind  Obe- 
dience unto  him,  and  to  refufe  the  Authority  of  any 
other  Sovereign  ?  They  certainly  enjoyed  at  Herm- 
haag an  abfolute  Liberty  of  Confcience,  but  were 
by  the  Count  kept  under  fo  oppreffive  a  one,  as 
e^en  cannot  be  greater  among  the  Roman  Catholics* 
The  Elders,  who  certainly  had  more  Wit  than  the 
reft,  were  exempt  from  the  moil  rigid  Laws,  to 
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keep  them  always  in  the  fame  Intereft.  Where  is 
the  Liberty  of  Confcience^  when  the  People  are 
obliged  to  obferve  fo  many  Holy- days  of  the  El- 
ders, unmarried  Sifters,  Brethren  and  Widows, 
which  the  holy  Scriptures  never  ordain'd  ?  Nay* 
where  can  you  find  even  a  civil  Liberty,  when  fick 
People  are  hindred  to  apply  to  the  Phyfician  they 
like  belt,  or  when  unmarried,  or  married  People, 
Widowers  and  Widows,  are  obliged  to  diftinguifh 
their  Condition  by  their  Drefs  ?  or  when  a  Marriage, 
before  duly  contracted,  is  declared  to  be  void,  unlefs 
that  the  carnal  Cohabitations  has  been  performed 
before  the  Elders  ?  which  can  be  proved  to  be  their 
Methods  by  authentic  and  judicial  Records.  It  is 
enough  to  obferve  about  this  their  Church-Difci- 
pline,  that  Herrnhaag  was  a  Town  of  this  County 
for  eight  Years,  and  the  Sovereign  never  called  up- 
on. It  cannot  excufe  them  that  they  would  not  cor- 
real any  Body  by  their  Church-Difcipline,  who  Jhould 
not  allow  the  fame  to  he  beneficial  to  his  or  her  Soul.  For 
the  fecular  Jurifdiction  was  really  deprived  of  its 
Power  when  Johann  Nitfchman,  before  many  of  the 
Herrnhuters^  abfolved  one  Mrs.  Simgens  for  Adultery 
which  had  been  committed  in  another  Place.  Who 
.can  praife  fuch  a  Difcipline  of  the  Church  ? 

SECT.  XVII. 

The  Tenor  of  the  fecond  Paragraph  of  the 
Count's  Statutes  is, 

"  For,  as  nobody  has  a  right  to  an  Infringe- 
"  meat  upon  the  Liberty  of  Confidence  of  his 
"  Wife  or  Children,  which  he  himfelf  fhould  ab- 
"  hor  to  be  ferved  with,  the  Exemption  of  this 

Individual,  cannot  be  of  any  Prej  udice  to  thefe 
"  Perfons  that  wanted  to  be  of  the  Community. 

Count  Zinzendorfs  ftile  is  fomewhat  Myftical, 
therefore  we  fhall  explain  what  he  meant  by  this. 

It 
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It  was  to  fay,  that  no  Parents  or  married  People 
tould  demand  their  Children,  Hufbands  or  Wives 
that  fhould  be  amongft  them.  Here  you  find  a 
Proof  of  the  Danger  we  have  fpoke  about  the  firft 
Paragraph  of  thefe  Statutes.  (See  the  foregoing  Pa- 
ragraph) They  counted  it  an  Infringement  upon 
their  Conferences  for  a  Hufband  to  redemand  of 
them  his  Wife,  Parents  their  Children,  which 
altho*  is  confiftent  with  the  Laws  of  Nature  and 
thofe  eftablifhed  by  civil  Authority.  But  the  Mo- 
ravian Brethren  pafs  over  them  all,  and  eludes  her 
with  the  Sovereign's  Legiflature.  They  make  a 
Divorce  without  his  Confent  as  foon  as  either  Party 
begins  to  think  another  way  than  they  do.  Count 
Zinzendorf  added  Modification  to  the  third  Para* 
graph  of  his  Statutes,  faying, 

^therefore  nobody  can  retratl  the  Deeds  at  his  own 
cfking,  that  were  drawn  up  by  his  own  Confent  with  the 
Community,  about  the  Reception  of  his  Children,  without 
the  Caufe  has  been  examined  into,  and  the  Conditions  of 
the  Parties  concerned  throughly  confidered. 

Count  Zinzendorf  in  the  firft  Paragraph  had  efta- 
hlifh'd  that  Parents  could  not  force  their  Children, 
or  Hufbands  their  Wives,  to  relinquilh  the  Com- 
munity, becaufe  this  was  a  thing  belonging  only  to 
Liberty  of  Confcience,  which  no  Sovereign  in  this 
World  could  be  a  judge  of.  He  faid,  in  a  Letter 
of  the  4th  of  July,  1 747, 

:  Many  have  fell  down  before  the  g)ueen  ^Poland 
about  their  Children,  but  it  had  no  EffecJ. 

Now  what  more  could  this  inconfiderable  Puif- 
fance  expect.    In  Auguft  the  fame  Year  he  wrote  : 

"  I  know  very  well  what  Power  Parents  have : 
4C  Cardinal  Mazarine  told  the  King  when  he  was 
44  about  marrying  Madaift  Gmniakt.  There  is  no 
44  Power  that  can  hinder  me  to  difpofe  of  my  Family 
44  juft  as  I  like.  (II  n'y  a  point  de  Puiffance  capable  d* 
44  empecher  que  je  ne  difpofe  de  ma  f ami  lie  a  mon  gee.) 
T  46  This 
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t{  This  is  the  Reafon  that  Parents  muft  renounce 
"  the  Power  they  have  over  their  Children,  be- 
fore  we  accept  them,  or  they  may  keep  them 
themfelves.  An  unruly  Boy  is  bad  enough  for 
**  himfelf,  but  let  him  be  bad  with  his  impure 
"  Spirit.  There  is  no  Occafion  that  he  mould  de- 
«*  part  and  bring  feven  more  back  with  him  worfe 
"  than  himfelf.  We  are  not  to  ferve  every  ones 
"  Whim.  Nous  nefommes pas  Minijlres  du  Caprice  d'ua 

*  ebatoun  )  Wc  take  Children  of  feveral  forts  of 
'*  People  out  of  Charity,  Pity,  and  then  we  tell 
*{  them  boldly,  when  they  force  us  with  Tears  in 

*  their  Eyes  to  accept  them,  and  often  (as  has 
happen'd  this  Year  five  or  fix  Times)  wait  ten 

«  Weeks  for  our  Refolution,  and  would  fubfcribe 
«  the  reverfe  with  their  own  Blood  if  we  ihould  re- 
"  quire  it.  Parents  are  at  this  time  a  Day  in 
««  great  Trouble  about  their  Children,  and  no- 
"  body  re-demands  them  of  us  without  being-  there- 
"  to  inftigated  by  fome  Villains.  Parents°  would 
«  loon  have  their  Children  again,  if  all  were  like 
"  Schuckards.  But  the  Miracles  of  Grace  which 
"  the  Lord  fo  often  operates  in  them,  and  the  fupe- 
"  nor  Right  grounded  in  Scripture,  a  godly  one 
"  has  over  a  bad  Partner  in  a  married  State,  who 
"  delivers  his  Child  to  the  Lord  by  their  Birth, 
"  muft  be  honoured.     And  we  always  are  fo 

happy  as  to  find  fome  worldly  Circumftances  by 
*«  the  means  of  which  we  can  give  Reafons  to  all 
"  judicial  Courts  about  our  detaining  them.  If 
"  we  were  judged  with  a  little  more  Charity,  you 
"  wouId  fee  that  we  do  not  mind  it  much  to  have 
'  a  Child  with  us,  and  our  Honefty,  Fidelity  and 

Generofity  towards  every  Perfon,  in  our  Cuftody, 
"  would  bring  us  to  the  beft  of  Characters." 

So  the  impure  Spirit   leaves  a  Child  that 
becomes  a  Moravian,   and   feven  others  come 
which  are  worfe,  if  they  leave  this  Community, 
I  and 
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and   nobodv    redemands  them  without  giving 
them  over  to  the  Devil,  or  being  inftigated  by 
fome  Villains.    All  this,  tho'  entirely  talk,  was 
only  pUt  in  to  quench  the  Inquifition  which  the 
Rep-ency  of  Budingen  would  have  made  upon  any 
fuch  Occafion.    For  then  it  was  not  thought  i that 
Salvation  was  to  be  found  only  amongft  the  Mora- 
vians    They  maintain  this  moil  pernicious  I  ma- 
ple, that  a  Child  mews  no  Difobedience  to  his 
Parents,  or  even  toGod;  when  it  is  or  will  be  amongft 
them.  Count  Zinzendorf  demanded  Mr.  Scbuckards 
Daughter  Magdalen,  and  required  his  Letter  mould 
.be  written  before  her  and  her  Mother-,  where  he 

fai«  I'll  fend  you  a  Copy  of  this  my  Letter  in  a 
few  Weeks  if  I  mould  hear  that  he  (Mr.  Scbuc- 
kard)  has  not  told  you  the  real  meaning or  it. 
«  For  Magdalen  is  old  enough  (me  was  then  16 
«  Years  old )  to  know  what  is  good  for  her,  and 
«  won't  trefpafs  againft  the  fourth  Commandment 
«  of  the  Lord,  by  being  obedient  to  ner  rather 
*'  which  created  her."  ,  . 

Scripture  nor  Reafon  learns  us  thefc  Principles. 
The  Moravians  don't  like  to  part  with  the  Children. 
The  Parents  of  many  of  them  are  rich  People, 
fome  of  them  poffefs  already  their  Fortune  fome 
areinExpedation  of  their  Portion,  which  fome- 
times  is  already  in  the  Community  s  Cam,  or 
£  very  near  to  have  it.    No  Tutors  are  there 
but  the  Community  itftlf.    Whence  mall  this  Mo- 
ney be  redemanded?  From  this  genera  Diaconac 
But  thefe  Proprietors  are  difperfed  all  over  the. 
World,  and  hence  the  Difficulty  of  regaining  thar 
Stock  is  evident.

The  fourth,  fifth  and  fixth  Seffions  of  liis  Sti*. 
tutes  arc : 

Sect.  4.  Our  eccleftaftical  Conftituticn  is  founded  in 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  acknowledges  the 'Confcfjion  of 
Augfburg,  to  be  a  full,  juft  and  plain  Explanation  of 
the  Principles  of  Lutherifm,  and  agrees  to  the  fame 
without  any  Exception.  In  regard  to  the  way  of 
Preaching,  the  fame  agrees  with  the  Decifion  of  the 
Synod  of  Berne,  Anno  1533,  which  agrees  with  the  for- 
mer. 

Std.  5.  And  whereas  it  is  f efficient  in  the  Roman 
Empire,  to  conform  with  the  Augftmrg-Ccnfefion  5 
other  ConfeJJions  of  Faith  that  agree  with  the  fame  ai 
the  Bohemian,  fhall  not  be  rejected,  but  for  all  that 
not  confidered  as  rules  for  the  Faith  or  Actions,  nor  fhall 
we  be  forced  to  do  according  to  them. 

Sedt.  6s  For  all  that,  we  admit  the  Augfourg  Con+ 
feffion  for  the  Rule  of  our  Faith,  we  will  not  exclude 
any  Body  from  our  Community  let  him  follow  any  other 
Religion  whatfoever,  for  all  thefe  that  ure'of  fuch  as  are 
tolerated  in  the  Roman  Empire  fhall  have  the  free  exer- 
cife  ofJVorfhip,  and  all  the  reft  depends  m  the  Sovereign's 
Perrdfjion. 

All  thefe  Articles  were  drawn  up  that  they,  after 
the  fame  fliouldhave  been  confirmed,  could  ihew 
the  World  a  new  Teftimonial  or  Certificate.  Fo£ 
Count  Zinzendorf  gave  himfelf  a  great  deal  of  pains, 
though  in  vain,  to  obtain  a  Certificate  that;  they 
had  lived  in  this  County  as  Lutherans,  in  the  be* 
ginning  of  the  Year  1748. 

*  W e  fhall  pafs  over  the  Reflexions  made  upon 
this  Occafion  by  the  Regency  of  Budingen,  leaving  it 

.  to  our  Readers  whether  this  fhews  not  our  Impar- 
tiality, fo  that  they  may  form  a  Judgment  of  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Society,  We  only  add,  that 
I  -  %  when. 
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when  they  firft  came  to  this  County,  they  came  tin* 
der  the  Title  of  Moravian  Brethren,  after  this  they 
pretended  to  be  ftfift  Lutherans,  and  in  the  mean 
time  would  tolerate  amongft  them  any  Perfon  of 
any  Perfuafion  whatfoever.  Count  Zinzendorf  rec- 
koned it  a  Sin  when  the  Sovereign,  in  his  Edift, 
which  we  fhall  mention  hereafter,  told  them  that 
they*  neither  in  Dodrine,  nor  in  Behaviour,  were 
fuch  as  they  fliied  themfeives.  This  firft-merition'd, 
Count,  wrote  to  Counfellor  Reich,  the  21ft  oiOttQ- 
ber,  1750. 

"  The  fecond  Sin  of  our  Antagonifts  is,  that  they 
*c  call  the  People  at  Herrnhaag,  Herrnhuters.  What 
t(  Offence  hath  this  Place  given  which  is  an  Evan- 
*c  gelical  Lutheran  one,  that  a  Community  fhould 
<c  be  called  by  its  name,  which  really  confifts  of 
"  Calvinifts,  Mennonifts,  and  others  from  Luther- 
"  anifm.  The  Sovereign  of  Herrnhaag  hath  re- 
€C  ceiv'd  them,  and  made  an  Epifcopal  Church  of 
cc  them,  without  the  Knowledge  of  the  Patron, 
tc  real  Spoufe,  and  Warden,  who  notwithftanding 
"  had  been  ordained  and  conftituted  as  fuch. , 

SECT.  XIX. 

The  7th  Seel,  of  the  Statutes  propofed,  is  this. 

Nobody  will  be  banifhed  this  Place  becaufe  his 
Perfuafion  is  not  ours,  or  that  he  would  (for  to  faj  fo ) 
abandon  the  fame.  But  the  main  Reafon  for  fending  a 
Family  or  a  Jingle  Perfon  away,  jhall  be  the  Inconjiftence 
cf  the  Security  for  his  Perfon  and  Behaviour  Jtipulated 
in  th$  Contract  with  the  Sovereign.  The  Reverfe  there- 
fore which  has  been  in  Ufe  thefe  twelve  Tears  is  here- 
with confirmed. 

The  Moravians  wanted  the  liberty  to  receive 
People  at  their  own  Option.  So  by  thefe  Ex« 
preffions  they  would  fend  away  People,  tho*  the 
moft  hon^ft  and  faithful  Subje&s,  if  the  ferns  Ihould 

not 
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not  do  as  they  liked.  As  for  the  Reverfe  Count 
Zinzendorf  makes  mention  of  here,  there  is  no  fuch 
thing  to  be  found  in  the  Archies  of  Budingcn* 

SECT.  XX, 

The  8th  Se&.  is  thus  canvaffed. 

The  Community  of  Herrnhaag  acknowledges  the  Sove* 
reign  of  Bu&mgtn  to  he  their  Father,  and  they  his  Chil- 
dren^ And  whereas,  nothing  can  hinder  us  to  pay 
Obedience  and  Service  to  our  Sovereign,  in  Cafes  which 
don't  touch  our  inirinfical  and  religious  Conftitution,  or 
that  we  permit  the  fame  to  be  put  in  Execution,  where- 
of we  ^  are  exempt  by  the  Privileges  granted  to  uf,  for  all 
that  it  ferves  for  Salvation  to  live  to  the  comfort  of  Pa- 
rents and  Sovereigns-,  fo  net  one  aft  jhall,  even  if  often- 
times committed  or  any  Prefcription  be  of  value,  if  any 
fuch  moft  humble  Deference  is  not  obferv'd.  This  Pa- 
ragraph is  to  have  the  force  of  an  eternal  Obligation  : 
That  the  Simplicity  and  Fidelity  may  be  encouraged,  nor 
be  blamed  or  troubled  by  making  bad  ufe  of  the  fame. 

This  Paragraph  plainly  ihews  how  Count  Zin- 
zendorf intended  to  become  a  Superior  and  Sove- 
reign at  Herrnhaag ;  this  fhould  ferve  for  a  perpe- 
tual Agreement.  What  would  then  have  become  of 
the  Sovereignty  of  the  Prince,  if  he  agreed  to  this, 
or  when  Parents,  Hufbands,  &c.  fhould  have  re- 
demanded  their  Children  ? 

SECT.  XXI 

The  9th  Sect,  of  Count  Zinzendorf  s  Statutes  is 
this  : 

The  Proprietor  of  the  Lands  at  Herrnhaag,  i.  e.  the 
true  Inhabitant  of  the  Acres,  that  has  paid  for  them; 
is  always  the  Community's  Justice,  who  is 
to  chufe  afiilfulMan  out  of  the  Community  for  his  Part- 
ner, with  the  Title  of  ■  DireSior  of  the  Judicature  at 
I  3  Herrnharg, 
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Herrnhaag,  in  the  Name  of  the  Count  of  Ifenburgh. 
This  Man  is  to  be  fworn  in  his  Office,  and  no  civil 
T ranfaciion  can  become  Legal  without  him. 

So  Herrnhaag  was  to  be  independent  from  Budin** 
gen-,  as  it  f/as  to  be  the  perpetual  Property  of  him 
that  bought  thefe  ten  Hufes  of  Land  whereupon 
the  fame  was  built. ,  The  Community  had  bought 
the  fame,  but  one  Hofer,  a  Swifs,  had  lent  the 
Money  thereto.  Count  Zinzendorf  had  not  only 
built  there  a  magnificent  Manfion  -  Houfe,  but 
had  already  got  moft  of  the  Acquifitions  of  the 
reft  of  the  Inhabitants/ and  would  therefore  foon 
have  appeared  as  a  Proprietor  and  common  juftice. 
The  Town  was  inhabited  by  Butch  and  Englifh  and 
feveral  German  Merchants  of  importance,  and  began 
already  to  have  a  confiderabie  Trade.  This  very 
.foon  would  have  ru'in'd  the  City  of  Budingen  and 
the  Counts  thereof*  -  this  Dire&or  fhould  even 
be  one  of  their  People  to  keep  the  Sovereign  and 
Public  ignorant..  'Count  Zinzendorf  anfwered,  when 
the  firft  Objections  to  this  Article  were  made. 

"  It  is  fo  every  where,  where  there  is"  a  Com- 
tc  munity  of  us.  Lieut.  Colonel  Zaionfcheck,  one  of 
**  our  Members,and  one  of  the  States  of  the  Coun- 
*c  ty,  is  our  common  Juftice  at  Herrnbut  in  Saxo- 
"  ny,  and  Count  Zinzendorf  s  Secretary  is  Dire6tor 
C6  there.  It  is  not  neceflary  to  mention  him'  at  Neu~ 
<c  falize  and  in  Silejia.  This  Matter  depends  on  the 
«6  Community's  Pleafure,  and  the  Propietof  of  the 
Ground  is  in  the  Country,  as  at  Gnadentay,  Mr. 
"  de  Wiedebach,  &c.  In  Cities  the  two  Deputies 
cf  of  the„  Community  are  in  the  Senators  or 
«c  Directors,  as  v.  9. 

This  at  once  fhould  remove  all  Doubts.  But 
the  Herrnhuters-hzA  loft  their  Credit  about  rightly 
a'dminiftring  juftice.  Many  Inftances  had  been 
found  to  give  Reafon  to  miftruft  them.  v  We  fhall 
alledge  here  one  worth  our  Notice, ' 

0  \  .The 
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The  Court  of  common  Judicature  at  Herrnhaag, 
had,  Anno  1742,  afked  the  Regency  of  Budingen  for 
Requifitorial  Letters,  and  given  the  following  Cer- 
tificate with  the  underwritten  Names  of  Mr.  de 
zowr  Mr.  Sbinhrgs,  and  of  Mr.  Hayde  AfTeffor  in 
the  faid  Court. 

"  John  Tobias  Pflaumer  hath  required  of  us,  to 

give  him  a  Certificate,  purporting  that  he  hath 
"  lived  here  a  Year  and  a  half,  and  that  his 
"  Conda A  always  hath  been  fuch,  that  we  always 
&  approved  of  him.  He  farther  defired  us  to 
<c  recommend  him  to  the  Regency,  as  he  is  will- 
44  ing  to  fettle  here,  that  the  faid  Regency  might 
«  grant  him  their  requifitorial  Letters,  and  ufe 
"  their  Interpofition  to  bring  his  Tutors  to  an 
4C  Accompt,  that  he  might  come  to  the  Poffeffioh 
4C  of  his  Goods,  as  he  now  is  come  to  Age.  We 
««  therefore  have  granted  him  this  Certificate,  feal'd 
"  with  the  Seal  of  the  Court  of  the  common  Ju- 
44  dicature.    Herrnb<mg,  June  8,  1748. 

The  Regency  granted  this  Demand,  and  the  Mo- 
ney belonging  to  this  Perfon  was  fent  to  Herrnhaag7 
and  was  afterwards  clearly  found  to  have  been 
brought  in  the  Community's  Coffer,  or  in  thofe  of 
the  fame.  Would  it  therefore  not  have  been  a  Sin 
to  leave  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  to  them  \

The  10th  Se&.was  thus  canvaffed. 

44  This  Director  mnft  a£t  with  his  two  Al&flbrs,; 
4C  whom  he  muft  fwear  into  their  Office  in  the  N ame 
4C  of  their  Sovereign,  and  take  care  of  the  Formali- 
46  ties  in  ©economical  Matters.  Except  this,  the 
44  general  Diaconat,  which  afilfts  all  Communities, 

throughout  the  world, .  and  which  more  partial- 
4C  larly  takes  care  of  the  Community's  Credit  at 
u  Herftihaa?*  where  the  fame  is  called  th$  Qia'conat*  'a 
I  4  i'A" 
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"  free  Company,  like  fome  privileged  Colleges  in  the  Ter~ 
ntories  of  other  Sovereigns,  as  a  College  of  Com- 
<c  merce,  all  which  in  Places  of  Importance  take  care 
"  of  the  Trade.  The  fame  can"  t  he  obliged  tofhew  its 
"  Books  to  any  body,  or  give  an  Account  of  its  Manage- 
"  ment,  except  when  the  fame  Jhould  be  too  fhort  in 
"  Law.  They  have  proved  themfelves  to  be  true 
«  Managers  of  the  public  Wealth,  by  difperfing 
"  more  than  a  hundred  thoufand  Guilders,  with- 
c6  outcofting  the  Community  one  fingle  Penny, 
"  The  Members  of  the  fame  are  elefted  or  dif- 
"  miffed  by  the  general  Diaconat  which  hath  fuf- 
"  tain'd  the  Credit  of  all  Moravian  Brethren, 
"  with  more  than  two  Millions.  This  the  more 
"  bccaufe  that  the  fame  does  not  aim  at  any  pri- 
"  vate  Intereft  but  the  real  Credit  of  the  Diaconat 
"  of  the  Churches. 

This  plainly  fhews  that  they  wanted  to  be  inde- 
pendent, andanfwers  the  Idea  Mr.  dcDamnitz  gave 
of  this  Diaconat,  Jan.  5,  1748.  Saying: 

"  The  general  Diaconat  takes  care  of  the  Oeco- 
"  nomy  of  all  the  Communities  all  over  the  World,. 
"  whoever  have  Colonies  of  us,  affifts  them,  lends 
"  Money  to  their  Undertakings,  negotiates  and 
"  makes  Contrafts  with  the  Lords  of  the  Manors, 
"  or  their  Exchequer,  but  bath  never  a  certain 
"  Abodes 

And  Count  Zinzendorf  in  a  Letter  to  Mr.  Brauer% 
April  17,  1750,  faid: 

"  There  is  a  general  Company  ere&ed  which 
cc  is  independent  from  the  Community.  The  fame 
"  (after  that  I  have  refign'd)  confifts  of  one  Pre- 
"  fident  and  ten  or  twelve  Affeffors.  This  Com- 
<c  pany  has  above  a  Million  to  lend  out  at  4,  5, 
"  and  6  per  Cent,  in  Europe  and  America.  The  molt 

Part  thereof  is  lent  out  to  other  Lords  by  our 
"  Recommendation.'* 


The 
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The  fpecial  Diaconat  is  the  fame  in  every  Colony. 
The  General  receives  and  preferves  the  Sums  which 
are  gotten  from  others,  and  difpofes  of  the  fame  by 
directing  the  fpecial  Diaconats  how  to  employ  them. 
They  ufe  the  Name  of  Community  very  promif- 
cuoufly.  If  one  becomes  a  Moravian  Brother  or 
Sifter,  he  or  flie  gives,  we  fuppofe,  300/.  This  he 
gives  to  the  Community,  that  is  to  the  general  Dia- 
conat, which  gives  him  a  little  bit  of  Paper  as  a 
Bill  of  Exchange.  So  this  becomes  the  Commu- 
nity. Thefe  two  Colleges  are  the  very  Pillars  of 
the  Unitas  Fratrum.  What  Sovereign  could  now 
govern  fuch  a  Company  that  has  no  certain  Abode, 
and  is  to  be  independent  wherever  it  is  ? 

APerfon  who  went  from  them  declared  in  a  Law- 
ftiit  at  Budingetiy  that  the  general  Diaconat  was  as 
potent  as  the  greateft  Duke  in  Germany,  Count 
Zinzendorf  himfelf  fays  that  it  was  fo  rich,  what 
will  become  of  it  at  laft  ?  The  moft  Part  of  the 
Brethren  give  their  Money  to  the  fame  at  4  per  Cent. 
The  fpecial  Diaconat  of  each  Colony  has  the  Re- 
venues of  the  fame.  Private  Perfons  firft  kept 
Apothecaries,  Ironmongers,  Grocers  Shops,  &c.  but 
the  Diaconat  foon  found  means  to  come  to  the  Pof~ 
fefiion  of  them.  The  Proprietors  or  others,  became 
Journeymen  in  them,  and  the  Diaconat  had  the 
Profit  of  the  Goods  fold.  So  was  it  with  the  Com- 
munity's Inn,  for  they  themfeives  faid,  Jan.  5, 
1748. 

"  That  the  general  Diaconat  took  the  Revenues 
"  of  the  common  Cafh,  out  of  the  Lodgings, 
"  Shops,  Apothecaries,  &c.  and  that  all  thefe 
"  things  belonged  to  its  Accompt."  A  Brother 
that  has  no  more  than  4  per  Cent,  wants  different 
Neceffaries,  thefe  he  abfolutely  muft  buy  in  the 
Shops,  and  fo  the  general  Diaconat  pays  no  more 
than  2  per  Cent.  They  fend  their  People  abroad, 
many  of  thpm  die  and  where  can  any  body  aflc  for 

their 
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their  Money  ?  What  can  his  Children  alk  for,  who 
conftitutes  Tutors  over  them  ? 

Count  Zinzendorf  anfwered  when  Budingen  would 
not  approve  of  this  Sedition, 

"  The  general  Diaconat-is  not  a  College  of  Ifen- 
Ci  burgh,  but  travels  about.  No  more  can.be  pre- 
c:c  tended  of  the  fame,  except  that  the  Diaconus 
46  when  he  comes  hither  to  look  over  the  Ac- 
'I  compts  of  the  Colony,  fliall  give  notice  of  his 
<c  Prefence^  and  be.  a  Stranger  equal  as  .the  ordi~ 
"  nary  and  common  Juftice." 

What  is -the  meaning  of  their  being  Strangers, 
and  therefore  independent  ?  Count  Zinzendorf  re- 
plied when  he  was  told  that  this  could  not  be 
agreed  to : 

46  No  other  Evil  can  arife  from  treating  fuch 
H  univerfal  Servants  of  the  Lord  with  cavilling, 
€C  but  that  the  fame  avoid  thefe  Territories  and 
"  leave  the  Matter  about  the  Loan  as  it  is.  The 
*f  Pofleflbr  of  Herrnkaag  redemands  his  Money. 
"  The  Houfes  pay  with  what  they  contain,  the 
"  Lands  are  given  back  for  ready  Payment,  and 
"  left  to  be  inhabited  by  thofe  who  pleafe.  There 
"  may  thereby  happen  fome  ads  of  Violence,  let 
cc  them  then  happen  to  whom  they  will ;  for  it  muft 
"  happen  foon. 

But  notwithstanding  this  threatening,  the  Statutes 
were  rejected. 

SECT.  XXIII. 

The  i  ith  Se6h  of  thefe  Statutes  is  : 
"  And  whereas  the  Deputies  of  the  Church  have 
always  acknowledged  and  admitted,  and  the 
"  Contracts  made  with  them,  by  their  Majefties 
64  the  Kings  of '  Great- Britain,  Pru/Jia,  Denmark,  the 
44  States-General,  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Holftein  and 
n  other  Sovereigns,  and  the  Count  of  Ifenburgh

c  Budingen  himfelf,  who  has  three  of  them  in  hU 
c  own  Hands;  No  Jiteraiion  therefore  can  be  made 
c  in  any  Regulations  o  f  the  Community  without  confult- 
<c  ing  the  civil  Elders  of  the  Moravian  Church,  or 
4  4  the  general  Diacomt,  or  at  leaft  the  deputed  Syndick 
44  of  the  Unitas  Fratrum.  Thefe,  let  them  have 
44  any  other  Office  in  the  Community  whatfpcver 
4C  it  may  be,  fhaironly  ftile  themfelves  Deputies 
**  of  the  Brethren  for  this  Affair.  The  King  of 
44  Pnifia's  ftile  in  Sile/ia  would  be  the  beft  if  the 
44  Sovereign  fliould  order  any  thing,  or  when- any 
44  extraordinary  .  Cafe  fhould  happen,  who  without 
"  any  more  Titles  addrefles  himfelf  to  the  Direc- 
"  tory  of  the  Community  of  the  Brethren.  That  Com- 
"  munity  which  is  interefted,  elefts  their  Deputies, 
"  and  is  to  bring  the  Cafe  before  them,  and  give 
"  their  Anfwer  in.  This  is  abfolutely  necefiary, 
cc  and  muft  be  ftriftly  obferved  by  a  Community 
"  that  renounces  all  matters,  of  War. 

Both  Contra&s  wixh  Budingen  (for  there  never  has 
been  a  third)  were  made  with  Deputies  of  the  new 
Inhabitants,  and  all  thefe  Denominations  are  yet 
unknown.  Count  Zinzendorf  thought  his  own  Peo- 
ple would  find  themfelves  wrong'd,  and  would  aifo 
make  new  Regulations,  affifted  therein  by  the  So- 
vereign ;  he  therefore  wanted  to  prevent  this  by 
iiiaking  the  Syndick  Mailer  over  them  all,  tho'  un- 
der a  very  low  and  humble  Denomination.  Where 
is  the  Dirc&orium  of  the  Brethren  elfe  to  be  found 
but  in  the  general  Diaconat  which  really  is  inde- 
pendent ? 

They  argue  that  the  Sovereign  fhould  have  the 
right  to  fend  his  Orders  to  Herrnhaag  which  fhould 
contain  nothing  new  but  Things  in  general.  For 
the  12th  Section  is  thus  : 

'  44  But  the  ordinary,  and  all  Orders  of  the  So- 
ic  vereign,  which  contain  nothing  new,  but  Matters 
44  in  general,  and  only  fopie  particular  Affairs,  are 

.   ,  •  .  -    '   '   ■ '  44  no 
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tc  no  more  to  be  fent  to  the  common  Court 'of 
<c  Juftice,  but  to  the  Count  of  Budingen.ox  his  Direc- 
"  tor  at  Herrnhaag.  But  if  other  Affairs  fhould 
"  happen,  which  belong  to  the  external  of  the 
"  Church,  as  for.  example,  the  Surplice-Fees  for 
"  carrying  of  a  dead  Corpfe  in  JDudelfheim:  or 
"  about  an  Act  of  which  the  ecclefiaftical  Re&or 
"  of  Herrnbaag  ftiould  be  defired  to  perform  then, 
"  or  if  any  thing  fliould  happen  with  another  Lu- 
"  theran  or  Roman  Prieft,  the  faid  Matters  mult 
"  be  direded  to  the  Ordinary  of  Herrnhaag." 

The  Sovereign  of  Budingen  would  never  have  been 
able  to  learn  the  true  Syftem  of  thefe  People  if  he 
had  approved  of  this,  neither  could  he  ever  have 
deftroy'd  the  fame;  for  the  general  Diaconat  would 
never  have  condefcended.  "What  Reafon  had 
they  to  make  fuch  Oppofition  when'  an  honeft  im- 
partial Man  was  to  be  put  at  their  Head  as,  the 
only  Way  to  keep  their  dangerdus  Syftem  from  be- 
ing hidden,  which  threatened  to  overturn  the  So- 
vereign's Power. 

They  wanted  no  Titles,  becaufe  if  they  had  been 
put  to  the  Records  the  Regency  would  have  learnt 
the  Names  of  the  Perfons  which  were  their  com- 
mon Juftice,  which  Office,  Barons,  Noblemen  and 
others  that  formerly  had  ferved  other  Sovereigns, 
have  adminiftt;ed. 

SECT.  XXIV. 
The  13th  Sedtion  is. 

"  A  Specification  of  all  thefe  Families  which 
"  ftay  with  us  above  a  Year  (for  fo  long  at  leaft 
"  they  can  live  with  us  as  Guefts)  flhall  be  fent 
*c  yearlv  to  the  Sovereign,  The  fame  lhall  be 
"  ftrucK  out  in  the  Lift  when  they  go  away  again 
c<  after  they  have  given  due  notice  there  and  fettled 
*  with  the  DiredxHy  and  it  lhall  be  added  accord- 
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*c  ing  to  the  beft  Intelligence,  where  they  are  gone 
"  to. 

So  they  had  time  enough  to  fee  if  any  new  Comers 
would  do  for  them.  The  Sovereign  could  never 
be  fare  of  what  Subjects  he  had,  and  the  Specifica- 
tion would  have  always  been  made  according  as 
they  liked  it,  the  Direftor  being  one  of  them. 

The  14th  Seft.  is  of  the  fame  Fafhion. 

€<  They  that  marry  here,  muft  before  give  notice 
*<;  to  the  Direftor  of  the  Rights  he  has  to  do  fo,  or 
"  he  does  not  fettle  here.  To  give  a  Specification 
"  of  the  principal  Perfons  when  fo  many  ihould 
"  be  convoked  here  of  the  general  Diaconat  of 
"  the  Colonies  to  the  Number  of  150,  when  feme 
"  of  them  Ihould  pafs  through  here  to  fettle  any 
"  where  elfe,  which  altho*  has  not  happened  thefe 
"  ten  Years,  would  be  too  troublefome,  efpecially 
cc  if  there  Ihould  be  thereto  annexed  a  Defcription 
"  of  every  ones  Circumftances  in  particular  which 
"  is  to  be  inftead  of  an  Oath :  This  Depofition 
64  muty  always  (as  Reafon  and  Equity  orders)  re- 
"  fleet5  more  upon  the  Laws  of  the  Country  where 
"  they  go  to,  than  of  thofe  they  came  from. 

This  was  not  what  the  Sovereign,  in  regard  to  the 
Marriages  of  them  pretended,  as  before  hath  been 
obferved.  And  who  Ihould  know  at  Budingen  the 
Rights  of  fo  many  different  Countries  and  Empires  ? 
Was  not  this  to  fay,  Marriages  fhall  be  performed 
at  Herrnhaag^  but  the  Sovereign  fhall  not  inquire 
or  judge  of  them  ? 

SECT.  XXV- 

The  15th  and  16th  Seft.  were  thus: 
"  No  Inhabitants  fhall  be  received  without  the 
<c  Direftor  of  the  Sovereign  knows  of  it,  and  they 
"  fhall  be  banifhed,  by  a  Decree  of  the  fame, 
£  wherein  aljfo  the  Rcafons  are  contained^  therefore. 

"  But 
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fic  But  this  fhall  not  belong  to  the. two  Unmarried 
"  Chorifters,  which  retain  their  Fafliion  of  a 
cc  Dove-houfe.  For  it  would  be .  improper  to  re- 
*c  ceive  ail  that  multitude  of  People  that  yearly 
fic  refort  thereto,  and  alio  inconvenient  to  ufe  any4 
ec  Solemnities  by  difmifllng  them  after  a  fhort  ftay, 
u  which  always  is  very  hard  for  them.  But  if  the 
6C  Difmifiion  is  out  of  Obftinacy  not  accepted  of* 
<c  or  is  like  a  Banifliment,  the  Director  mult  do 
cc  the  fame  by  his  Decree. 

Se£t.  1 6.  "  The  Director  muft  always  have 
cc  fufficient  Caufe  for  fuch  a  Decree.  But  he  muft 
"  take  his  Knowledge  from  what  the  Public  fays* 
C£  This  the  more,  as  the  Community,  according 
<c  to  the  Sedtion  of  the  perpetual  Contract  made 
4C  with  the  Sovereign,  may  receive  whom  fhe  plcafes, 
<c  and  the  Love  to  a  Chriftian  is  the  reafon  that 
<c  fuch  Meafures  are  taken,  not  at  all  the  Limita- 
"  tion  of  this  Statute  of  whole  Confervation  the 
"  Wealth  of  the  Church  depends. 

The  Sovereign  would  give  the  Power  of  receive 
ing  People  to  his  Bailiff*  that  ftiould  be  no  Mora^ 
vian,  they  will  not  give  the  fame  to  a  Herrnhut 
Director.  He  ftiould  only  fubfcribe  the  Decree 
when  they  fliould  think  fit  to  make  fuch.  Who 
elfe  but  the  Elders,  that  always  fhould  be  con- 
fidered  as  Strangers,  were  to  give  him  Advice 
therein.  The  Direftor  fhould  not  oblige  the  un- 
married People.  For  they  are  the  Perfons  that 
take  care  of  fuch  as  nobody  ought  to  know,  but 
he  that  knows  already  thir  Syftem.  He  fhall  think 
the  Reafons  that  the  Public,  u  e.  the  Elders  or  the 
general  Diaconat  alledge,  for  good  and  fufficient. 
Who  then  is  at  the  head.of  the  Judicature  ? 

It  is  true,  it  was  granted  them  in  the  Contract 
to  receive  and  difmifs  out  of  their  Community 
whom  they  ftiould  pleafe.    But  what  Community 
■  #as  this  ?   Thirty  or  forty  Families  that  were  to 

elhiblifh 
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eftablifli  Manufactures,  and  never  have  come  in 
the  Country.  There  was  no  mention  made  of  a 
College  of  Elders,  general  Diaconat,  all  which 
who  could  foretell  would  be  there  at  any  Time  ? 
Who  could  know  that  the  Moravian  Church  had 
political  Maxims  from  whence  the  Wealth  of  the 
former  depended  ? 

Count  Zinzendorf after  he  faw  that  the  Sovereign 
would  not  give  this  Power  to  any  other  Perfon 
but  to  one  who  was  no  Moravian,  anfwered : 

«  The  Dire&or  fliall  not  meddle  at  all  with  it, 
«  if  you  think  a  general  Proof  inefficient."  As  if 
he  was  to  give  the  Sovereign  his  Orders,  or  if  Love 
to  a  Chriftian-Regulation  had  caufed  him  to  make 
■thefe  Propofals. 

S  E  C  T.  XXVI, 
Sect.  17th,  he  faid : 

"  They  that  go  away  for  themfelves  muft  give 
Notice  of  this,  and  particularly  to  the  common 
"  Court  of  Juftice,  nor  can  they  be  received  in 
"  any  other  Place  of  this  County,  without  pro- 
"  ducing  a  Certificate  that  nobody  has  any  law- 
"  ful  Demands  upon  them." 
.  -Here  they  confider  Hermhaag  as  a  Place  feparated 
from  the  County.    They  would  hinder  the  Sove- 
reign from  protecting  their  Refugees,  as  had  been 
already  done,  but  they  wanted  to  feduce  his  Sub- 
]e6ts  which  they  liked.    So  have  brought  amongft 
:them  the.  Manufactory  of  Ribbons  that  formerly 
'  was  in  the  City  of  Budingen. 

SECT.  XXVII. 

The  Tenor  of  the  1 8th and  29th  Se&ions  were: 
46  The  Sovereign  is  always  empowered  to  leave 
45  the  intrinfical  part  of  our  Conftitution,  or  to  in- 
•**  quire  into  the  fame,  !4  And 
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Aiid  m  the  Sovereign  is  not  for  lis  in  par- 
"  ticulars,  bccaufe  he  is  feemingly  ignorant  of 
"  our  interior  Affairs  :  He  is,  on  the  other  fide, 
<c  to  take  legal  Cognizance,  of -pur  Protection  a~ 
"  gainft  the  Infringement,  of  oiir  Privileges  from 
€C  any  quarter,  and  more  particularly  of  thofc 
"  ftrong  forbidden  Libels,  which  very  often  con- 
<c  tain  no  Truth  at  all. 

Sect.  19.  "  The  Community  at  Herrnhaag  mult 
cc  in  the  firft  cafe,  out  of  Love  to  their  gracious 
44  Sovereign  and  Fidelity  to  the  fame,  avoid  all 
rt  Things  which  can  provokeRevengc  or  fubmit  the 
C5  fame  to  the  Cenfure  of  the  Public.  Should  the 
"  fecond  cafe  be  more  agreeable,  the  Community 
4C  and  its  Members  from  all  fides, would  enjoy  adfcive 
"  and  paflive  all  Liberties  which  they  are  intitled 
"  to  by  commonly  received  Opinion,  or  which 
€C  have  been  granted  them  moft  prudently  in  the 
"  Territories  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Poland  as 
*c  Eledor  of  Saxony. 

All  this  was  faid  only  to  catch  hold  of  the  Con- 
firmation of  thefe  Statutes,  For  why  oppofed  Count 
Zinzendorf  the  intended  Commifiion  in  1741,  as 
he  doth  here  again  ?  Fie  knew  that  Budingen  would 
not  grant  them  their  wanted  Rights,  fo  they 
cpuld  refufe  to  accept  of  fuch. inquiring  Deputies. 

SECT.  XXVIII. 

Seft.  20th,  fhould  be  thus : 
"  And  whereas,  Difputes  may  eafily  arife  about 
fuch  a  point  of  Fad;  The  Sovereign  has  been 
"  pleafed,  that  the  Decifion  about  the  fame  always 
"  fhould  be  by  his  firft  Counfellor  of  the  Regency, 
<c  and  in  refpeft  to  the  Sovereign's  Religion,  and 
cfi  notwithftanding  that  moft  of  the  Inhabitants  are 
%c  Lutherans,  by  the  Adminiftrator  of  the  reformed 
"  Trope  in  the  Unitas  Fratrum,  (which  at  prefent 

I4  iS 
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**iS  the  Rev.  Mi*.  Cochius  firft  Chaplain  to  his 
ix  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffta)  and  that  when 
"  thefe  two  Gentlemen  do  not  agree  in  their  Opi- 

nions  about  the  Queftion,  the  Brethren  fhould 
"  be  favoured,  or  the  fame  fhould  be  left  to  be 
"  decided  by  an  honeft  -Office-Handing  Lawyer  at 
"  Franckfort,  or  at  Wetzlar,  whom  both  Parties 
"  hath  hitherto  confider'd  as  their  Friend. " 

How  finely  they  wanted  here  to  fubtraft  them- 
felves  from  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Regency, 
and  have  to  do  with  only  one  Man.  Count  Zin- 
zendorf  never  wrote  to  this  College,  but  only  to 
Mr.  Brauer?  and  in  July  1 747. 

"  Will  you,  if  only  my  Son  or  Son-in-Law 
"  fhould  copy  my  Letters  to  you,  anfwer  me  in 
"  your  own  hand  Writing.  I  think  not  like 
"  others  before,  but  when  I  write.  This  makes 
iC  my  Letters  fo  confus'd  that  they  are  hard  to  be 
cc  read.  But  I  would  rather  write  to  you  my  own 
"  felf,  than  that  a  third  Perfon  fhould  interfere  with 
"  our  little  Billets." 

But  the  extrafts  of  a  Conference  between  Count 
Zinzendorfi  Mr.  de  Bamnitz^  and  Mr.  Brauer^  holden 
the  11th  of  July ^  and  the  latter's  Report  of  the 
fame  to  the  Sovereign,  will  more  plainly  prove, 
how  they  wanted  to  make  thefe  public  Matters 
private  ones. 

"  They  wanted  me  fadly  to  become  a  Juftice  at 
"  Herrnhaag,  and  defired  me  to  adminifter  this  Of- 
cc  fice  notwithftanding  I  fhould  be  in  Budingm\  I 
cx  anfwered  that  I  had  no  leifure  Time  left  to  do  this. 
"  I  did  not  chufe  to  be  at  their  Head  half  only, 
"  and  only  for  the  Title's  fake,  and  could  not  do 
"  my  Duty  if  I  fhould  be  at  Budingen.  They  re- 
"  plied,  There  was  not  much  bufinefs  to  do,  and 
"  there  would  hardly  be  three  fheets  of  Paper  writ-* 
"  ten  in  a  quarter  of  a  Year.  They  would  pay  me 
**  a  Salary,  and  fo  much  that  I  could  very  well 
K  keep 
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u  keep  a  Secretary.  I  told  them  5  That  if  I  fhauld 
$c  be  their  Juftice  all  Things  ftiould  neverthelefs 
M  pafs  through  my  Hands,  and  I  had  no  Time 
<c  to  fpare  they  would  find  themfelves  miftaken, 
<c  for  I  never  could  ufe  myfelf  to  indulge  the  un- 
<c  limited  Liberties  as  they  defired,  and  Ihould 
ec  therefore  always  be  too  rigid.  Count  Zinzen- 
cc  dorf  replied,  You  can't  hate  us,  We  believe  that 
*c  a  particular  Genius  always  is  with  the  Perfon  in 
cc  the  firft  Office.  The  fame  muft  always  love 
6C  us.  We  have  the  Experience  of  this  in  all  our 
"  Colonies  for  thefe  25  Years.  I  replied,  That  ! 
€C  did  not  believe  this,  for  I  was  in  a  College  where 
<€  all  Things  paffed  through  all  Hands,  and 
*£  Herrnhaag  was  fubjeft  to  the  fame.    They  faid, 

That  is  nothing,  you  muft  treat  thefe  Matters 
€l  alone.  I  faid,  that  it  was  impoffible,  becaufe  I 
tc  was  twice  or  thrice  abfent.  They  anfwered,  in 
"  thefe  Cafes  all  Matters  fhould  wait  till  my  Re- 
"  turn.  I  told  them  that  this  was  againft  the  col- 
"  legial  Conftitution." 

Ovit  Perfon  Overlooks  a  thing  fooner  than  many, 
and  is  fooner  impofed  upon  than  a  whole  College, 
and  a  Prefident  of  a  College  that  is  not  an  honeft 
Man  can  better  and  eafier  obtain  his  Ends.  But 
we  obferve  only  the  great  Profit  the  Moravians 
would  have  had  by  the  Confirmation  of  thefe  StaT 
tutes.  For  even  the  firft  Counfellor  of  the  Regency 
could  have  done  nothing  of  himfelf,  being  hin- 
dred  by  the  Adminiftrator  of  the  reformed  T rope, 
and  they  would  have  excepted  againft  all  Lawyers, 
by  faying  that  they  were  not  their  Friends. 

SECT.  XXIX. 

The  21ft  and  2 2d  Sections  were, 
'«*  The  burial  Ground  of  thefe,  that  do  not  be- 
<K  long  to  the  Choir-Conftitution,  or  that  exprefsly 

"  ddirc 
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c<  deflre  to  be  buried  in  the  Ground  fituated  by 
**  Hartcke,  is  and  remains  the  Haag  burial  Ground, 
"  where  the  Redtor  is  obliged  honeftly  to  bury* 
cc  and  to  receive  the?  Surpiice-Fees,  of  every  one 
u  the  Ordinary  of  the  Place  tells  hinjof  " 

Se6t.  22.  "  The  Surplice-Fees  are  to  be  paid 
I4  to  thofe  Parifhes  through  which  a  dead  Corpfd 
"  fhould  pafs  for  its  Interment  at  Hermbaag,  and 
"  the  Accounts  of  fuch  Cafes  as  hitherto  have  hap- 
"  pened  ftiali'be  fettled." 

Here  they  think  like  Romans,  for  they  would 
not  bury  every  one  in  their  own  Ground.  Count 
Zinzendorfhimklf  cmkd  his  $d?i,  who  died  a  Year 
before  their  Burying-Ground  at  Herrnhut  was  ready, 
and  was  buried  there  in  the  Lutheran-Ground,  °to 
be  dug  up,  and  to  be  laid  in  their  own  newxG  round. 
They  carry  the  Bodies  of  thofe  that  die  in  the 
Choir  -  Conftitution  often  many  Miles  through 
other  Territories  to  be  buried  at  Hermbaag  in  their 
Ground ;  perhaps  becaufe  they  believe  that  their' 
People  enter  Heaven  by  another  way :  and  bury 
them  with  rejoicing  Mufic  to  encourage  otherPeople 
to  become  more  and  more  entirely  devoted  to  them. 
It  fhews  alfo  how  little  Regard  they  have  for  the 
Lutheran  and  reformed  Religion,  that  they  will 
not  fuffer  any  of  their  Choir-Conftitution  to  be 
buried  amongft  any  of  thofe  two  Religions* 

SECT.  XXX. 

Se6t  23d  and  24th  were, 

"  And  that  a  kind  Prince  may  lofe  no  Emoly^ 
«  ment  he  might  reap  from  thefe  new  Buildings* 
"  A  proper  Comptroller  ftiall  be  kept  at  the  ex* 
*<  pence  of  the  Community,  to  fetdown  all  extra- 
"  ordinary  Profits  that  fhall  happen  all  the  Year 
"  round,  and  produce  thofe  Annotations  at  Mi- 
*$  chadmas.  Xhe  Diaconat  fliail  well  examine  theril 

K  a  "by 
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"  by  *e  Contract,  that  no  principal  Part  of  the 
Commerce,  nor  one   fingle  Article  remains, 
"  where-from  the  Sovereign  had  no  Profit. 

Se&.  24.  "  The  Regency  fhall  communicate  to 
"  this  Perfon  all  real,  and  not  probable  Quarrels, 
"  efpecially  fuch  as  happen  with  the  neighbouring 
c'  Villages ;  which  he  fhall  well  confider,  and  lay 
"  them,  along  with  his  Opinion  thereof,  before  the 
"  Diaconat  at  Michaelmas.    There  all  Smuggling 
"  (hall  be  feverely  punifhed,  all  occafions  of  Quai> 
"  rels  removed,  or  a  Verdid  be  given  for  the  De- 
"  fendant:  and  even  our  Right  fhall  be  regulated 
"  yearly,  that  theft  may  be  no  Prejudice  done  to 
ce  any  third  Perfon,and  that  we  be  not,  even  indireet- 
"  ly  of  Detriment  to  the  Trade  of  our  Neighbours, 
"  but  that  we,  on  the  contrary,  may  be  and  re- 
"  main  the  Inftruments  of  their  worldly  Wealth.  - 
The  Inftitution  of  this  Comptroller  would  hinder 
the  Sovereign  from  giving  his  Bailiff  the  Commif- 
fion  of  the  Revenues.    For  it  would  ftand  under 
the  Diaconat,  and  therefore  was  not  in  the  Sove- 
reign's Service,  and  he  would  now  pretend,  through 
his  Remonftrations,  that  the  Trade  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Budingen  and  other  Places,  fhould  not  be 
hindred.   Shews  not  this  that  the  general  Diaconat 
wanted  to  be  Sovereign  over  Herrnhaag.  This 
fhould  all  be  in  the  Contrad  interpreted  in  favour  of 
the  Sovereign,  but  where  had  this  College,  that 
never  had  entered  into  Contract,  the  right  to  inter- 
pret the   fame.    It  would  have  been  favourable 
as  long  as  the  Regency  had  condefcended  in  every 
thing.    The  Death  of  fome  rich  People,  as  that 
of  Mr.  deLai/h,  would  have  brought  the  Exchequer 
for  the  tenth  Penny,  10  or  12000  Guilders.  But  this 
Favour  would  foon  have  been  altered  after  they  at 
Budingen  had  looked  into  their  right  Syftem  in  re- 
ligious and  civil  Matters,  and  after  the  taking  of 
Meafures  accordingly.    The  8th  Seftion  of  thefc 
**.  Statutes

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*5  mitted  to  the  Care  of  a  Schoolmafler,  and  which

Count  Zinzendorf ]  when  told 
that  thofe  Sections  which  had  been  once  refufed, 
would  never  be  accepted,  replied ;

<c  foon  as  ever  poffible." 

That  the  Diffemination  of  their  Books  will  be 
always  odious  to  them,  is  to  be  underftood  of  thofe 
that  are  not  of  their  Se&,  for  thofe  of  their  Sedt 
muft  abfolutely  poffefs  them,  and  may  fooner  be 
without  the  Holy  Bible  than  thofe.  They  muft  learn 
out  of  them  to  talk  according  to  their  Fafhiori, 
and  the  Diaconat  has  a  great  Income  from  the  fame. 
Therefore  would  they  pay  1 50000  Guilders  Excife. 
They  do  not  like  that  any  others  fhould  fee  them, 
for  thereby  have  their  Errors  been  detected.  The;

^  this  would  reftore  a  perfeft  Confidence  ?  I  told 
«  him  I  could  not  tell  what  my  Sovereign  would

«  convincing  Proofs,  and  that  I  rather  would  deny 
<c  that  fuch  could  come  from  thence.  He  faid,. 
ct  This  Plan  fheuld  be  delivered  if  the  Confidence 
cc  thereby  could  be  reftored  therewith. 

This  Plan,  dated  the  29th  of  December  1 747,  and 
written  in  the  Name  of  the  whole  Community  of 
the  unaltered  Augjbourg  Confeffion,  was  this* 

"  Your  Lordfhip  laft  Sumnier  received  a  Ca- 
"  veat  againft  fome  Negotiations  (27).  This  was 
V  done  out  of  a  real  Sorrow  that  th^  Community 
"  fhould  come  under  fome  Engagements,  which 
cc  would  be  of  great  Detriment  to  us  if  the  Nego- 
"  ciators  of  them  fhould  die  or  be  far  from  us. 
"  We  knew  the  way  of  that  Mediator's  Proceeding 
<c  very  well,  and  he  himfelf  perhaps  can't  deny 
44  that  he  is  not  to  be  match'd  with  regard  to  his 
4t  Perfection,  but  becaufe  he  can  fo  feidom  well 
"  agree  with  the  World  (28).  We  have  therefore 
ct  thought  it  more  proper,  that  our  ordinary  De-

Budingen  thought  now  that  it  would  bring  every 
thing  in  Herrnhaag  in  good  Order,  as  Mr.  de  Bamnitz 
had  not  much  oppofed  the  putting  a  Bailiff  there. 
But  he  wrote  the  30th  of  December  quite  another  De- 
claration : 

"  I  have  by  making  the  Report  of  our  Confer-

M  might 
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might  gain  feme  Ground  at  Herrnhaag,  and  that 
■Budingen  might  not  except  againft  his  Reception 
and  Diredorlhip.  But  the  Sovereign  would  treat 
with  nobody  but  the  Freeholders  there.  Count 
Zinzendorf  alledged  the  following  Reafons  on  his 
Side. 

1.  I  can  effed  what  I  fign. 

2.  I  am  Syndic  with  full  Power,  but  another 
muft  afk  the  Community  (2). 

3.  That  by  thefe  means  the  Community  at 
Herrnhaag  had  not  to  meddle  with  it,  which 

1.  Muft  not  know  fuch  Things  (3). 

2.  Whofe  Guardians  dare  not  make  an  inte- 
rim Contrad  in  prejudice  of  that  of  the 
1  ft  January  1743  ;  for  this  is  againft  their 
Duty  and  Confcience,  and  would  be  fe- 
verely  punilhed  by  the  civil  Elders,  who 
foon  or  late  would  call  fuch  Guardians  to 
an  Account  (4). 

4.  It  happens  very  fortunately  that  Mr.  de  Pei- 
Jiel  is  prefent ;  he  is  civil  Elder,  and  if,  inftead  of 
the  Community  of  Herrnhaag,  1  the  whole  Community 
be  inferted,  he  may  fign  (with  my  tacit  Con- 
lent  (5). 

5.  If  I  don't  fign  this  Contrad:,  no  new  one  can 
be  promifed,  for  nobody  can  annul  or  impower  to 
annul  the  former,  without  making  himfelf  odious 
to  all  the  Community. 

6.  If  a  new  Contrad  Ihould  be  made,  which  I 
wifh,  the  Sovereign  is  not  peremptorily  to  deter- 
mine in  it,  for  he  has  only  a  Right  as  a  contrad-

Ing  Party;  butitmuft  be  done  with  more  Pru- 
dence, yet  without  Fraud  ;  that  it  was  what  all  the 
Communities  prayed  for  (6)  s    for  the  Contrad 
contains  Things  actually  repugnant  to  our  Confti- 
tution,  inferted  by  Counfellor  N.   (7),    "  and 
"  about  which  I  have  beeen  difputing  with  him 
«  thefe  four  Years,  and  thefe  he  furreptitiouily 
«  got  figned  in  a  Hurry  when  I  was  in  America. 
"  If  you  fay,  why  was  it  not  then  altered  dire&ly  ? 
"  I  anfwer,  It  is  a  very  bad  example  to  annul,  or 
"  fo  much  as  to  alter.    What  would  the  World 
<<  think  were  we- to  alter  our  Contrad  three  times 
"  in  ten  Years,  out  of  Complaifance  to  the  Sove- 
"  reio-n  ?  Who  would  like  to  live  in  fuch  a  Place  ? 
"  In  live  Years,  and  among  a  virtuous  People, 
«  the  Nature  of  the  Thing  would  furniflh  irrepre- 
"  henfible  Temperaments  :   But  this  muft  not  be 
«  openly  told  left  it  ulcerate  the  generality." 

Thefe  Reafons  not  feeming  fufficient  were  re- 
jeded,  and  it  was  judged  that  an  Affair  of  this 
Nature  fhould  be  tranfafted  by  a  Deputy,  and  Ple- 
nipotentiaries of  the  whole  Unit  as.  The  Increafe- 
Contrafts  had  hitherto  been  made  with  the  Depu- 
ties of  the  Inhabitants,  and  nobody  knew,  from 
the  Increafe,  that  the  Herrnhaagers  were  in  a  So- 
ciety with  other  Colonies,  or  that  they  were  fub- 
jeft  to  a  general  Deaconry,  and  that  among  them 
were  Perfons  who  fet  up  to  be  independent  on  the 
Sovereign,  and  claimed  a  Supremacy  in  all  Mat- 
ters ecclefiaftical  and  civil.  This  clandeftine  crafty 
Junto  had  never  been  acknowledged,  much  lefs 
any  Contracts  made  with  them.    Count  Zinzen-

candid  Negotiation  with  them  ,  he  was  thwarted, in  the  iaireit 
Overtures,  fe  all  this  was  nothing  but  mere  Words,

M  2  d°rf 
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dcrf9  aiming  tp  curry  Favour  at  Herrnhaag,  de- 
fired  that  this  Contra6t  now  depending,  ihould  be 
made  by  the  whole  Unitas.  Budingen  would  have 
nothing  to  do  but  with  the  Inhabitants,  and  made 
the  following  Remarks  on  the  Aft  of  Ceffation. 

6f  The  Unitas  is  a  Body  known  neither  phyli- 
"  calif  nor  morally,  of  which  no  proper  idea  can 
*f  be  formed.  2.  Is  foreign  to  this  country.  3. 
«<  Of  an  uncertain  Exiftence.  And  as  the  former 
"  Contracts  have  only  been  made  with  the  Depu- 
t  ties  of  the  Community  dwelling  here ;  and  the 
"  only  Queftion  in  the  Contraft  being  about 
"  Rights  and  Obligations  relative  to  the  Colony 
**  eftablifhed  at  Herrnhaagy  there  is  no  Occafion 
"  for  Mr.  Peifiel  to  have  a  Power  of  the  whole 
"  Unitas  ;  and  of  what  Ufe  were  it,  as  here  he 
"  can  be  look'd  upon  only  as  a  Deputy  of  the 
"  Community  at  Herrnhaag,  or  as  a  Freeholder 
44  there,  and  as  fuch,  and  in  no  other  Quality,, 
"  can  he  contraft." 

Thus  Budingen  faw  the  Danger  accruing  from 
this  Unitas,  and  perceived  that  they  were  driving 
at  a  Superiority  oyer  Herrnhaag>  elfe  there  would 
have  been  no  Objection  againft  contrafting  with 
Mr.  Peijlcl,  whatever  Deputy  he  had  ftilecfhim- 
felf.  This  Exception  Count  Zinzendorf  being 
aware  of,  affirmed  that  they  always  made  their 
Contracts  in  this  Manner,  and  that  they  had  re- 
moved the  Colleges,  which  gave  fuch  Offence,  ta 
Budingen.  His  Words  were  as  follows,  in  a: 
Writing  dated  .  1 8th  February  1748. 

"  Refufing  to  contraft  with  me*  you  muft  with 
44  the  Deputies  with  which  you  have  made  the  firft 
*<  and  fecond  Contraft,  though  in  the  fecond  I 
44  have  no  Concern.  Thefe  were  the  Deputies- 
44  General  of  the  Church,  namely,  Bifhap  Nitfeb- 
44  mm*n&VirugeIfteinr  who  both  were  no  Inhabi- 

44  tants 
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"  tants  of  Herrnhaagj  and  neither  could  or  would 
"  be  (8). 

"  In  England^  Holland*  North  America ,  Den- 
<c  mark,  Brandenburg*  Saxony \$  Wetteravia  and  Voigt- 
"  land9  we  have  twenty-one  Eftablifhments,  ex- 
u  clufive  of  others,  as  at  Surinam  and  Caprio  de 
"  Barbice*  it  has  not  been  moved  to  form  the 
"  Contract,  which  was  to  be  a  (landing  Regula- 
<c  tion,  but  with  thofe  Deputies  of  whom  the 
4<  Counfellors  at  Budingen  pretend  no  phyfical  or 
"  moral  knowledge  can  be  had. 

"  Thefe  Counfellors  have  had  the  civil  Elder?, 
"  Deputies,  and  the  whole  Unitas*  in  thefe  Terri- 
cc  tories,  without  any  Difturbance  or  Prejudice  to 
"  the  Sovereign's  Rights,  ever  fince  the  Year 
*c  1740,  and  from  hence  Contracts  have  been 
<c  tranfa&ed  with  Pruffia*  Denmark*  Rujfia*  Eng- 
"  land)  and  Holland)  till  Meerhoth)   behind  my 

back,  arid  Mr.  Brauer*  in  many  Letters  to  me, 
?f  protefted  that  thefe  Colleges  were  abfolutely  iri- 
"  tolerable  (9)  ;  upon  which  they  removed  in  the 
<c  moft  refigned  Tranquillity,  and  the  Saviour  has 
"  already  led  them  to  a  better  Settlement,  and 
"  where  their  reputable  Manner  of  living  fliews 
<c  they  were  not  put  to  their  Shifts  for  an  Afylum. 
"  I  am  the  laft  that  goes  away  this  Month,  and 
*€  my  Wife  will  follow  with  all  that  belongs  to 

us(xo)." 

SECT.

Soon  after  this  laft  Contract  was  made,  when 
Budingen  was  taking  Measures  for  difcharging  the 
Loan,  a  new  Incident  fell  out.  The  whole  Capi- 
tal was  to  be  lodged  in  the  Chamber  of  Revenues 
in  Saxony  \  and  upon  Notice  given,  Mr.  Zetchwitx 
appeared  as  Saxon  Commiffioner.  Budingen  could 
have  protefted  againft  this  Meafure  as  illegal  ^  but 
the  Sovereign  was  equally  content  whether  the  Re- 
ceipts were  given  by  Saxony  or  by  them.  But  the 
Herrnhiiters  had  two  Reafons  for  this  Depofite. 
They  did  not  think  that  Budingen  would  be  able 
to  raife  a  Capital  which  was  lent  at  4  per  Cent,  for 
thirty  Years  in  the  Space  of  fix,  elfe  they  would 
not  have  redemanded  the  Money,  which  fame  of 
them  could  not  conceal.  For  notwithftanding  that 
Count  Zinzendorf  wrote  to  Mr.  Brauer,  6th  Decem- 
ber 1748  : 

"  I  know  fo  much  of  Mr.  Beuning,  that,  being 
cc  by  the  arbitrary  Alteration  made  with  his  Stew- 
"  ard  by  the  Regency  of  Budingen^  brought  to  de> 
cc  pend  folely  on  his  Debtor,  he  cannot  fairly  let 
<c  the  Capital,  of  which  no  more  than  120000 
"  Guilders  were  his  own,  continue  any  longer.39 

"  I  knew  that  a  Year  would  put  an  End  to  my  Stay  here, 
*e  and  fome  Months  to  that  of  the  civil  Elders  ;  as  it  proved 
"  about  laft  Midiummer,  when  they  returned  to  their  Homes, 
"  not  being  to  make  their  Appearance  here  again  till  after 
*  <c  fome  Years,  to  fee  if  their  perpetual  Office  of  Confuls  of  the 
"  Brethren,  which  has  been  acknowledged  by  our  refpe&ive 
"  Sovereigns,  did  not  require  fome  charitable  or  monitory 
■  "  Duties." 

Here  the  Count  confefTes,  that  the  Office  of  a  civil  Elder  is 
fixed,  and  that  they  muft  travel  to  vifit  the  Communities, 
Thefe  differ  from  the  ecclefiaftic  Elders  ;  and  hence  it  appears 
that  the  Community  receives  Dire&ions  from  them.  Vide 
Sea.  \z. 

This 
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This  is  contradicted,  Note  31.  Se&.  13.  But 
the  Drift  of  all  this  was  to  bring  Budingen  into 
1  rouble.  They  could  not  ftay  till  the  Term  of 
Payment,  but  wanted  to  give  the  Sovereign  all  the 
Difturbance  they  could.  The  general  Deacon 
IVeis  propofed  a  Ceffion  to  the  Emperor.  Mr.  de 
Zefchwitz  fent  a  Letter  with  a  Tender  of  it  to  a 
neighbouring  State,  whom  they  would  fain  have 
ftimulated  to  have  enforced  their  Offer  by  violent 
Meaiures.  But  Budingen  remained  immoveable, 
and  their  Schemes  failed.  Count  Zinzendorf  had 
flattered  himfelf  that  thefe  Difficulties  would  have 
induced  Budingen  to  have  figned  under  a  Carte- 
blanche,  as  a  Purchafe  of  the  Count's  Favour  to 
clear  him.  The  laft  Term  of  Payment  was  at 
Eafler  1749,  and  in  April  1748  the  Count  had 
wrote  to  this  Purpofe  : 

"  If  all  my  Credit  can  help  you  to  arfpeedy  and 
earlier  Difcharge  of  the  Demand,  that  there 
^  may  be  no  Stain  on  the  Reputation  of  an  il- 
<<  luftrious  Houfe  of  the  Empire,  which,  in  all 
;c  Appearance,  difdains  any  Chicane,  I'll  not  he- 
«  fltate  to  ferve  you  in  it  with  all  my  Heart  and 
«  Intereft." 

In  another  Letter  he  fays, 

«  It  muft  not  be  laid,  that  the  Lord  of  Herrn- 
"  haag  fhould  want  50000  Guilders,  whilft  by 
«  any  Means  I  can  procure  them.3' 

And  oneS^/%  a  Brother,  when  the  Term  of 
Payment  elapfed,  offered  to  advance  50000  Guil- 
ders at  4  per  Cent,  on  no  other  Security  than  a 
Note  of  Hand. 

Their  fecond  Intention,  by  this  Depofite  was 
this  :  The  Mortgage  was  for  thirty  Years,  ^  and  lo 
drawn  up  thatthe 'Creditor  would -have  paid  him- 
felf within  the  time  ;  but  he  had  partly  under  farmed 
it.  After  the  Expiration  of  fix  Years  the  Farm 
returned  to  its  proper  Owners.  Count  Zinzendorf 
M  4  had 
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had  Jong  before,  offered  100  Ducats  yearly  for  it. 
The  Herrnbuters  were  fo  offended  that  the  Farmers 
had  done  Homage  to  the  Lord  of  Budingen,  that 
they  refoived  to  prevent  the  Compenfation  they 
claimed,  and  this  was  another  Motive  for  the  De- 
pofite,    Budingen  was  to  be  obliged  to  enfure  a 
certain  Sum  to  the  chief  Commiffioner  of  the 
Chamber,  but  this  he  refufed  without  a  general 
Releafe,  that  he  might  be  expoied  to  no  further 
Demands.    But  the  Farmers  or  Contradors  feeing 
no  other  Remedy,  went  to  Law.    The  Defendant 
was  to  give  Security  for  the  Payment  of  that  Sum 
which  he  mould  afterwards  be  judged  to  pay ;  he 
did  not  mind  Decrees,  the  Money  was  what  he  had 
his  Eye  upon,  and  to  this  End  brought  many 
Letters  of  Recommendation  from  other  Courts, 
and  many  other  Artifices.    The  Regency  of  Bu- 
dingen iflued  an  Attachment  againft  the  Defendant, 
fixing  the  Sum  at  40000  Florins.    The  Herrn- 
haagers  declared,  that  they  were  willing  to  be  re- 
fponfible  for  this  Sum,  and  brought  a  Draught  of 
the  Security  ;  before  this  the  Sovereign  was  to 
have  paid  Mr.  de  Zetfcbwitz  the  Loan,  retaining 
the  24000  Florins  which  had  been  attached,  and 
this  was  to  be  done  in  -Frankfurt  by  a  Deputy  of 
one  of  the  Imperial  Circles.    The  Herrnhagers  had 
fentj  their  Deacon  Lucius  to  Frankfort,  with  the 
above  Inftrument  of  Security,  and  he  fhewed  it  to 
the  Gentleman  who  was  to  make  the  Payment  in 
the  Sovereign's  Name.    He  made  no  Scruple  to 
underwrite  a  Certificate,  that  if  the  fame  had  not 
been  confirmed  already,  it  fhould  certainly  be 
done ;  and  the  Effects  of  the  Community  of  Herrn- 
haag  manifeftiy  amounting  to  much  more  than 
40000  Florins,  fothis  Gentiemanuot  fufpe&ing  any 
Harm,  paid  them  the  Money.    But  after  they  had 
the  Money,  the  Deacon  exerted  all  his  Sophiftry 
to  decline  iigning  the  Bond ;  and  though  attefted 

by 
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by  two  Courts  of  Judicature,  and  by  the  Imperial 
Chamber,  yet  it  remains  unfigned  to  this  Day. 

SECT.  XXXVII. 

In  the  Year  1749,  died  the  old  Count  of  Budin- 
gen,  whofe  fecond  Son  came,  by  an  Agreement 
made  with  his  elder  Brother,  to  the  Sovereignty  ; 
he  had  not  figned  the  Contracts.  This  Lord  had,' 
when  at  Copenhagen,  heard  of  the  Herrnhuter  Affaif 
U  Pilgerruh,  and  confequently  was  not  without 
fome  Knowledge  of  them.  In  1750  the  whole 
County,  except  Herrnhaag,  had  done  Homage. 
Upon  which  Notice  was  fent  them  to  come  and 
perform  their  Duty.  They  did  dot  pretend  to 
any  Exemption,  but  defired  the  Formula  of  the 
Homage,  which  was  tranfmitted  them  thus  : 

"  You  fhall,  in  the  Name  of  the  omnifciens 

and  omniprefent  God  promife,  and  with  youf 
"  Hands  inftead  of  an  Oath,  confirm,  to  be  fub- 
"  jeft,  faithful,  and  obedient  to  the  noble  Lord 
"  Guftavus  Frederick,  Sovereign  Count  of  Tfen* 
"  burgh  and  Budingen,  his  Heirs  and  Pofterity; 
*c  to  promote,  to  the  utmoft  of  your  Power,  the 

Welfare  of  him  and  his  Territories,  and  to  dp-* 
"  fend  them  from  all  Hurt  and  Damage.  Yoq 
"  are  to  forbear  Sedition,  Rebellion,  and  danger- 
*S  ous  Innovations.  You  fhall  truly,  from  all 
*  your  Heart,  be  fubjeft  to  the  faid  Sovereign, 
"  his  Heirs  and  Pofterity.  You  fhall  acknow- 
"  ledge  his  Sovereignty  over  you  in  ecclefiaftical 
"  and  civil  Matters,  as  authorifed  in  the  Holy 
"  Scriptures,  and  eftablilhed  by  the  Peace  ofJVeft* 
u  phalia,  many  Compa&s,  and  the  Conftitutioq 
*c  of  the  Empire.  You  are  to  declare  and  proteft 
"  that  your  Syfrem  does  not  tend  to,  and  that  you 
<c  are  abhorrent  from  invefting  Count  Zinzendorf, 
*6  any  of  his  Family,  your  Wardens  or  Elders, 

44  with 
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ft  with  a  Sovereignty,  but  that  you  will  thank- 
"  fully  content  yourfelf  with  the  Confervation  of 
"  a  Liberty  of  Confcience  founded  in  the  Word 
"  of  God,  and  confiftent  with  the  l^aws  derived 
"  from  them  ;  and  that' you,  for  the  reft,  will 
y  acknowledge  the  abovementioned  noble  Count 
"  Guftavus  Frederick  for  your  only  Sovereign  in 
"  ecclefiaftical  and  civil  Affairs,  and  consequently 
«  pay  the  Obedience  of  Subjects  (1).  That  you 
"  therefore,  in  all  points  which  do  not  immedi- 
«■  ately  touch  the  Confcience,  as  Politics  and 
cc  other  Affairs,  you  will  be  fubmiffive  to  his,  or 
c<  his  Regency's  Commands,  not  regarding  any 
<c  of  your  Brethren,  however  diftinguifhed,  if  he 
<c  don't  fhew  you  the  Command  of  the  Sovereign, 
44  or  his  Regency,  figned  and  fealed  (2),  and  to 
<c  behave  yourfelf  as  becomes  loyal  and  obedient 
it}  Subjedts  :  All  this  you  promife,  without  Equi- 
"  vocation  or  Repugnancy,  as  you  love  the  Ap- 
M  pearance  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chriit. 

"  I  truly  promife,  in  the  Name  of  the  omni- 
"  prefent  God,  that  I  faithfully  and  entirely  will 
"  obferve  what  has  been  read  to  me,  and  that  this 
"  my  Homage  being  accepted  infteadof  an  Oath, 
"  and  that  the  breaking  thereof  fhall  be  as  the 
tf  breaking  of  an  Oath  (3).  All  this  I  abfolutely 
<c  and  truly  promife,  without  any  Refervation. 

On  their  Side,  in  their  Remonftration  to  the 
Regency  they  declared. 

(1)  Count  Zin%endorfV\mfeVi 'calls  his  Religion  the  fourth  in 
the  Roman  Empire.    He  wrote  the  1 8th  February,  1 748. 

"  The  Moravian  Church  hath  certainly  loft  the  Suit  if  the 
*  Chamber  at  WetzJar  difannuls  the  Contrad  without  Appeal. 
«  But  till  then  me  remains  a  Party,  and  hath  the  fame  Rights 
«  as  thefe  that  have  made  the  Contraa—- and  the  Chamber  of 
«  Wetzlar  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  fourth  Religion. 

(2)  This  really  was  the  fofteft  Method. 

(3)  The  Sovereign  mewed  them  here  that  he  accounted  the. 
Liberty  of  Confcience  a  momentous  Point* 

I ,  That 
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1.  They,  were  ready  to  do  Homage,  and  to  be 
obedient  purfuant  to  the  Contraft  for  their  Recep- 
tion (4).    Yet  that 

2.  Their  Brethren  who  fettled  at  Herrnhaag  from 
other  Places,  and  often  went  away  again,  never 
could  be  confidered  otherways  than  as  Strangers, 
and  Exceptions  ought  to  be  admitted  in  their  Ho- 
mage. 

3.  They  hoped  that  they  would  not  be  forced  to 
take  an  Oath,  and  prayed, 

4.  That  Notice  might  be  given  them  on  what 
Day  the  Sovereign  required  their  Attendance. 

The  Sovereign's  Anfwer  to  this  was  : 
"  That  it  was  Matter  of  Surprize  to  him,  that 
cc  the  Inhabitants  of  Herrnhaagr  who,  fo  long  as 
<c  they  dwelt  there  were  his  Subjedts,  fliould  pre* 
"  tend  to  be  treated  as  Strangers,  yet  pay  Homage, 
"  but  a  Homage  full  of  Exceptions  not  named, 
"  and  ftill  foleninly  promife  to  behave  as  fub- 
"je£ts(5). 

"  That  this  was  an  open  Contradi&ion,  and 
*c  could  mean  no  more  than  that  they  would  have 
"  the  Name  of  SubjeAs,  but  not  be  fo  in  reality, 
"  of  which,  indeed,  they  had  given  flagrant 
*f  Proofs,  ordering,  without  fo  much  as  the  So- 
"  vereign's  Privity,  all  and  every  thing  in  eccle- 
«  fiaftical  and  civil  Matters  (6)  they  had  arbi- 
"  trarily  fent  away  the  Inhabitants  that  firft  had 
"  been  received  ;  and  after  receiving  others  of 
*<  thofe  Religions  that  are  fullered  in  the  Empire, 
<c  expelled  them  alfo,  and  ruled  at  will,  as  if  ac-< 
"  countable  to  no  Sovereign  (7) ;  and  further,  by 
*l  their  crafty  Management  there  was  no  coming 

(4)  •  The  Contraft  made  no  Mention  of  any  Colleges  to 
Which  they  will  be  fubjeft. 

( 5 )  At  laft  all  the  Inhabitants  would  have  been  Foreigners, 

(6)  This  the  Regency  knew  by  Experience. 
(?)  This  was  but  too  evident.

"  our  Subjefts  dependent  on  a  certain  Lord  of  that 
"  Se£t.  The  Difcipline  of  a  true  Church  never  in* 
*fi  vades  the  Prerogative,  and  we  are  more  and  more 

confirmed  and  convinced  by  the  Clamour  and 
"  Oppofition  made  the  Herrnhaagers  againft  re* 
"  nouncing  Count  Zinzendorf^  that  thereis  fomething 
"  in  their  Regulation  which  no  Scripture  norRea- 
"  fon  warrants,  and  that  Religion  is  only  a  Screen 
<c  to  their  dark  Intention*  We  therefore  abfolutely 
"  cannot  alter  our  Refolution,  which  we  have  not 
"  adopted  without  good  Reafons,  especially  as  their 
c<  own  Writings  fhew  how  far  they  differ  from  the 
"  Holy  Scripture,  and  as  the  fame  has  likewife 
"  been  demonftrated  by  fo  many  Divines  and  Fa- 
"  culties,  that  we  think  an  Inquiry  to  be  fuper- 
"  fluous.  Our  late  Father  was  troubled  with  many 
"  Scruples  about  them,  efpecially  from  their  boifter- 
"  ous  Oppofition  to  the  Appointment  of  an  Of- 
"  ficer  who  was  to  prefide  in  their  AiTemblies  that 
"  he  would  grant  them  no  more  than  five  Years,  and 
"  ill  the  meantime,  get  a  further  Infight  into  their

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€€  Chara&eriftic  of  an  evangelical  Community,  m 
which  quality  your  late  Father  received  us,  and 
acknowledged  the  Candour  and  Probity  of  our 
u  Dealings.  God  has  given  the  Sovereignty  in- 
"  to  your  Hands  to  protect  our  Innocence  and 
"  Rights.  As  fuch  we  honour  you  with  the  moft 
**  dutiful  Veneration.  Your  Father,  not  only 
"  as  Sovereign,  but  alfo  for  his  Heirs  and  Sue- 
"  ceffors,  hath  in  a  voluntary  Contradt  invefted  us 
6C  with  the  Government  in  ecclefiaftical  and  civil 
"  Matters  among  ourfelves  (21).  On  this  condi- 
"  tion  was  Herrnhaag  bought  and  built,  and  many 
<c  thoufand  Guilders  have  been  paid  for  the 
"  Ground.  Relying  on  the  Sovereign's  Word, 
"  many  Families  have  transplanted  themfelves

"  Confufion  that  nobody  knew  the  Matter  from 
u  theSetvant.  This  made  me  defer  my  Journey 
"  to  Holland and  England  till  1747,  in  the  Month  of 
£  Jan,  myftay  failing  of  the  End  propofed,  after 
"  iome  Months  I  left  Herrnhaag  again. 

"  Therefore  I  can  have  nothing  to  plead  a- 
•*  gainftthe  Interruption  of  that  Syftem,  nor  as 
"  a  Many  nor  as  a  Chriftian^  nor  as  a  Preacher. 

As  a  Man  I  entirely  diiTent  from  it,  the  fooner  an 
"  Abfurdity  ceafes  the  better !  As  a  Chrifiian  I  have 

nothing  to  fay,  for  there  I  am  a  fuffering  Mem- 
"  ber?  _  They  h^ve  publickly  mixed  me  in  this 
"  Affair  without  afking  or  hearing  me,  they  have 
"  accufed  and  condemned  me( 53).  Jefu?  anfwered 
"  nothing  to  it  nor  I  neither.  I  ihall  therefore  not 
M  appear  here  as  Advocate  for  the  Church,  and  if 
"  Budingen  don't  want  me  I'll  meddle  with  nothing. 
«•  And  let  the  Demand  of  the  Treafury  of  the  Um~ 
"  tas  Fratrum  upon  Budingen*,  m  regard  to  the  pub*

w  ty  itfelf,  have  not  been  confulted  (56),  and  the 
C€  Teftimonial  of  Budingen  fufficiently  ffiews  they 
"  had  not  a  right  Idea  of  the  Thing,  or  that  the 
"  building  Contrad  was  built  upon  Sand,  if  not 
cc  with  a  view  to  undermine  Herrnbaag  (57). 

"  They  at  Tubingen  fhewed  a  deficiency  in  Judg- 
cc  ment  in  laying  their  Report  before  the  Duke 

of 'Wurtembergy  and  expofing  me  in  a  virulent 
H  Pafquinade.  Where  was  the  neceffity  of  their 
<c  labouring  to  demonftrate  to  aMan  of  the  late  Mr. 
<c  Bnlfinger's  Penetration,  that  their  Opinion  and 
"  the  Wetteravian  Contract  were  two  different 
*6  Things. 

"  For  they  had  long  before,  to  Mr.  Buljingerh  Dif- 
"  pleafure,  confidered  two  contrary  Things  at 
cc  once.  We  would  have  found  a  Remedy,  but 
"  the  Tubingers  turned  the  deaf  Ear  to  it. 

"  If  the  Sovereign  had  been  inclined  to  make 
«  an  accurate  Regulation  for  Herrnbaag,  or  at  leaft 
««  Appearance  fhould  have  been  faved  you  fliould 
"  have  addreffed  yourfelf  to  the  Unit  as  Fratrwn  in 
&  Holland  or  England 'or  Brandenburg;  efpecially  the 
"  Hierarchy  of  the  Brethren  in  America  fhould 
«  have  been  applied  to.  Then  there  would  have 
«  been  fufficient  difference  between  Herrnhut  and 
*  A6ra£,  and  if  the  Sovereign  intended  to  keep

€i  Truths  remain  from  his  Wounds.  Of  modern

The  following  Anfwer  terminated  this  Corres- 
pondence. 

"  I  anfwer-you,  as  a  Point  of  Civility.  You 
<c  can't  expert  me  to  judge  about  your  Correfpon- 
cc  dence  with  Mr.  Brauer,  as  I  am  not  able  to  fee 
<c  into  your  own  Judgment.    He  had  his  Reafons 
"  for  refufing  the  Prefents.    I  alfo  find  no  Error 
f  in  calling  the  Herrnhaagers,  Herrnhuters.    A  dif- 
<c  pute  about  Words  is  endlefs.  Was  not  Budingen 
*c  fatisfied  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Herrnhaag  were 
<c  not  to  be  fuffer'd,  as  maintaining  a  Syftem 
*c  oppofite  to  due  Subordination.  Every  thing  has 
<c  been  maturely  examined,  and  Budingen  injur'd 
<c  no  other  State  of  the  Empire  by  his  Decifion. 
«  I  find  Mr.  Brauer  quite  void  of  Anger  or  Pre- 
*c  judice.    All  his  Advice  in  this  Affair,  fquares 
"  with  the  foundeft  Reafon,  and  it  has  been  tern- 
«c  pered  with  exceeding  Lenity.    We  believe  to 
«*  have  known  enough  of  the  Affairs  at  Herrnhaag* 
<c  to  juftify  our  Proceedings.    The  Candle  fo  often 
<c  loft  grew  dim,   that  we  could  not  think  it 
"  was  of  God,  and  the  Place  where  it  was  put  has 
cc  quite  melted  it.  I  don't  find  that  you  have  been 
"  condemn'd  without  a  hearing.  My  Sovereign  has 
«  made  no  arbitrary  Decifion,  but  has  publifh'd 
"  an  Edict,  for  which  he  had  abundant  Reafons, 
«  and  fuch  as  would  be  fufficient  to  annul  a  Con-

and  the  Omnifcient  knows  that  the  Obje<5t  was 
<c  not  the  wrong  Perfon.  The  Loans  had  no  In* 
**  fluence  in  the  Edidt,  they  only  have  open'd  the 
14  Eyes  of  Budingen  to  fee  further  into  feveral  Par- 
u  ticulars. 

II.  "  The  Sin  of  calling  the  Herrnhaagers  Herrn- 
C€  buters<>  I  believe  is  foon  forgiven,  elfe  the  latter 
"  had  committed  a  capital  Crime  when  they  pre-

IV.  "  The  Sovereign  could  not  fuffer  that 
"  the  Guardians  whom  he  had  not  confirm'd, 

««  ihould 
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<r  "IHould  excrcife  his  Rights,  and  not  pcmk  ki$ 
*V  Officers  to  infpe&  their  Syftem. 
'   V.  "  Budingen  only  ■  concludes  of  the  future  by 
cc  the  paft,  and  if  Fads  happen  to  fall  out  other* 
"  wife,  is  not  chargeable. 

VI.  Budingen  would  aft  agairtft  his  own  Intereft 
%i  topurfue  it  agarnft  Jiis  own"  Gonicience,  he  would 
u  be  in  the  wrong,  where  he  is  in  the  Right.  But 
"  in  the  Right  he  infallibly  is  whilft  trufting  in  God 
"  and  his  Blefilng,  and  difcountenancing  all  Over- 
"  tures  which  do  not  proceed  from  Sincerity. 
"How  far  Mr.  Brauer  trembles  before  God's  Tri: 
"  bunal,  I  know  not,  but  I  fee: in  his  Letter  that 
"  he  docs  it  as  a  Sinner,  who  rejoices  in  the  Juf- 
"  tification.of  Chrift.  Such  a  Jb^  is  founded  in 
"  Scripture.  Oh  that  Mankind  had  remained  in 
"  the  fame  :  WharSchifms,  what  Feuds,  what.De* 
"  partures  from'  God  v/ould haVe  been  prevented/'
